Dedicatory Program at New Beverly Farms Public Library 


The Misses Loring Presented the 
City With Fine Park Adjoining 


A DeEpICATORY PROGRAM was held 

last Friday afternoon at the new 
Beverly Farms public library build- 
ing. In connection with the exercises, 
which were largely attended, the 
Misses Loring of Pride’s Crossing 
presented the city of Beverly a park 
adjoining the land on which the build- 
ing stands. The appropriation for 
the library, including the $4500 for 
additional land was $30,750 and the 
commissioners in charge of the build- 
ing reported an unexpended balance 
of $32. The commission which built 
the library was as follows: E. Fred 
Day, chairman; Miss Katharine P. 
Loring, secretary ; Arthur A. Forness. 

At the opening of the exercises on 
Friday afternoon Rev. Clarence 5S. 
Pond offered prayer. Mr. Forness, 
who presided at the exercises, sketch- 
ed the work of the commission from 
the time the fund was appropriated 
until its work was ended. The new 
building was accepted for the city by 
the mayor and for the library trus- 
tees by Col. William R. Driver, chair- 
man of the trustees. 

Miss Louisa P. Loring, in behalf 
of herself and her sister, Miss Kath- 
arine P. Loring, presented the park 
adjoining the library to the city. 
Miss Loring said the gift was made 
because her parents had always loved 
Beverly above all other places and 
she and her sister had the same love 
for the old town. The park was in- 
tended as a resting place for passers- 
by and was given in the spirit of love 
for Beverly. Applause greeted the 
presentation speech. At the close of 
the program the benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. Nicholas R. Walsh, 
pestor of St. Margaret’s church at the 
Farms. 

The library is built of brick with 
terra cotta trimmings and is of Col- 
onial design. It was built from plans 


by Loring and Leland, Boston archi- 


tects. It is situated well back from 
Vine st. and with Loring park has de- 
lightful surroundings. The librarian’s 
room is off the vestibule of the main 
entrance and on this floor are located 
the stack room and reading rooms. 
There is a study above the librarian’s 
room. In the basement a fine hall is 
provided for community gatherings 
of all sorts. The hall has a capacity 
of 150 and has an ample stage. Heat- 
ing is obtained by steam from the 
West st. fire station and electric light- 
ing is used. The building has beer 
in use during the summer and has 
been a source of pride to the residents 
of the Farms as well as those instru- 
mental in securing its erection. 

The history of the library move- 
ment at the Farms was interestingly 
sketched by Miss Katharine P. Lor- 
ing at the dedicatory exercises. 

“One hundred and ten years ago, 
the first public library was establish- 
eq at Beverly Farms,” said Miss Lor- 
ing. ‘Fortunately we have a fairly 
good idea of it owing to the care of 
the Ober family and the generosity 
of Mrs. John A. Ober who gave to 
this library, the book case now to be 
seen in the librarian’s room, four little 
books containing the names of the 
proprietors and the catalogue of 
books owned in 1811, and the account 
books of all financial transactions 
from 1806 to 1844 or 45. 

“There were only two librarians 
during the term of the library’s exist- 
ence, a fact ascertained by a study of 
the handwriting in the little books. 
We have no clue to the name of the 
first librarian, unless a note made on 
a fly leaf of the account book indi- 
cates that he was Asa Ober. He 
served from 1806 to 1827 and the 
only salary he received seems to have 
been 75, cents in 1813, "16 and 717: 

“That the name of the second libra- 
rian was James Haskell rests on the 


evidence of two payments, one of 31 
cents and one of 75 cents made to 
James Haskell. 

“The library began with 19 mem- 
bers, and 60 books bought for $50. 
The fines were numerous, though 
small, the annual assessments from 5 - 
to 10 cents, but the library was car- 
ried on and filled its place until 1844, 
when it seems to have come to an end, 
with a debt of 47 cents ‘as the 
balance.’ 

“Of the nineteen original members 
six must have died in 1811, for in 
that year four shares were bought by 
M. Larcom, T. Marshall, .O. Wood- 
berry and Timothy Marshall, and the 
nineteen owners were besides these: 
David Larcom, Nathaniel Haskell, 
Grace Haskell, Thomas Elliott, Asa 
Ober, David Preston, Liberty Perry, 
Susanna Knowlton, Isaac Miller, 
Nabby Larcom, Betsy Haskell, Isaac 
Ober, Molly Dodge, Ben Knight, 
Joseph Woodberry. 

“In this year, 1818, there were 76 
books in the library, some of them 
were: ‘Watts on the mind,’ ‘Watts on 
the world to come,’ ‘Edwards’ life and 
sermon’s,’ ‘Edwards on Affliction,’ 
and ‘Edwards on Redemption.’ For 
light reading there was the ‘Religious 
Tradesmen’ and ‘Pilgrim’s Progress.’ 
A book of especial significance is 
‘Universalism Renounced and Ex- 
posed.’ It was about this time that 
Ezra Sargent and a clerical friend 
were preaching this doctrine at Glou- 
cester. It was not until 1831 that a 
non-religious book was bought, the 
‘Practical Gardener,’ at a cost of 75 
cents. 

“In the little book prepared by the 
first librarian (no date) for the regis- 
tration of books marks are given, (an 
asterisk) when a book was taken out. 
a double cross when returned. An- 
other mark for a book carried to ac- 
count, and an additional line when it 
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was returned. The entries are few 
and the pencil marks faint. It seems, 
however, that James Haskell took the 
first volume of ‘Josephus’ to sea and 
James Ober cheered his voyage with 
‘Edwards on Affliction.’ The num- 
bers of the books taken by Richard 
Ober and Grace Haskell are not 


given, therefore we do not know the 
names. 
“In 1842 school district libraries 


were established by state law, the 
state making an appropriation of fif- 
teen dollars and the school districts 
giving the same sum. There is no 
record that I have found of this li- 


brary. 
“In 1875, Louisa Loring and her 
family, with some young friends, 


made a collection of books mainly 
for young people, which she gave out 
on Saturday mornings to the boys and 
girls, who often came from a long 
distance to get them. In 1884 these 
books, several hundred in number 
were given to the ‘Neighbor’s library’ 
established by Mrs. Henry Whiteman 
in 1880. 

“When this library grew to some 
1700 volumes in 1808, a transfer of it 
to the town was arranged by Thomas 
D. Connolly and William R. Brooks. 
on condition that the town should 
supply a suitable room, a librarian, 
periodicals and reference books, with 
a weekly express service to bring 
books from the main library. 

“The library was well todeed.t in the 
little room under the G. A. R. hall; 
but as the books grew more numer- 
ous and the use was greater the room 
became impossible. 

“Now, however, we are well 
housed, and our new beautiful build- 
ing is in a way, a home-made product, 
for the senior architect, Charles G. 
Loring, was born and grew up at 
Pride’s Crossing and the moulds for 
the terra cotta ornaments and the 
beautiful carving of the clock given 
us by Mrs. Weston were done by 
Willis Pride. 

“We have now 5,000 volumes in 
the library, we take eight magazines, 
one daily paper and three illustrated 
weeklies. We have a daily express 
service with the Beverly library by 
which means the Farms _ residents 
have as good a chance to draw books 
from thence as the people who live 
in town.”

DonaLp, Torp IN LETTER TO 


StsteER, A MANCHESTER GIRL. 

Miss Florence MacDonald of the 
household of Alfred S. Jewett of 
Manchester recently, recerved from a 
friend in England, Bessie M. Dick- 
inson, a letter giving particulars of 
the death of Miss’ MacDonald’s 
lrother who was a sergeant in the 
English army in France. Sergt. Mac- 
Donald, who belonged to a Canadian 
regiment, was fatally wounded in the 
terrific fighting in the Somme sector. 
He was one of three volunteers, one 


a commissioned officer, to lead in a 


charge on German trenches. Ex- 
cerpts from the letter follow: 

“T am sure you must all feel his 
loss very, very much, your mother, 
naturally, most of all, for he seems 
to have impressed everyone with 
whom he came in contact as 4 
thoroughly splendid man, so what he 
inust have been to his folks can hard- 
ly be estimated. In such cases it is 
useless to offer consolation, for noth- 
ing can ever make up for your loss, 
but there is, perhaps, a little comfort 
in the knowledge that he met his 
death like the hero he was. 

“T had intended, anyway, to write 
again to Mrs. MacDonald to tell her 
cne or two tiny little scraps I have 
managed to learn about his last few 
days from other 1st C. M. R.’s who 
have been here in our hospitals. 
They were. very little scraps, indeed, 
they could tell, for some knew him 
only by reputation and others not at 
all, but by good luck I managed to 
come across one of. his old bombers 
and also the one survivor of the last 
scouting expedition. From them [ 
learned that they left Ypres on Sept. 
7, had three days’ march, after they 
reached the Somme, and went into 
the trenches on the 12th. On the 
14th volunteers were asked for to go 
over the parapet next morning. Your 
brother, an officer and Johnson, a 
lad of 19, who had only been three 
days with them, offered. Mr. Mac- 
Donald was not well that evening and 
the officer saw him taking medicine 
and said he must stay back next day 
as he would have no sick men over 
the parapet. However, your brother 
said he would go all the same. All 
stayed up joking until 3 a.m. Then, 
after.an hour’s sleep, they got up and 
at 6.10 a. m. on Sept: 15 they went 
ever the parapet—just those three, 
and two regiments behind them. 
They went right into the German 
trenches one-quarter of a mile from 
our front line. When they got there 
they found some Germans who threw 
a bomb at the officer and killed him.

A bit of that bomb, or else a bullet, 
glanced off and wounded Sergt. Mac- 
Donald’s right hand. Later on he 
was hit in the left shoulder and fin- 
ally had a bad wound in the back, 
which. went right in and injured him 
internally. He was taken to a hospi- 
tal, but I do not know how soon, ex- 
cept that I think he reached Rouen 
on the roth, as that was the date of 
the last card with his own writing on 
it (just his name), and there he 
struggled’ splendidly against his 
wound, but was too weak to be 
operated upon, and finally, as you 
know, died on the morning of the 
25th. Some of these later details | 
obtained from Trooper Tom Connor 
of the 19th Hussars, who was in the 
same ward with him and wrote me a 
note ‘at his dictation, not more than 
two days before the end, to say he 
was wounded, but was doing well and 
hoped to be soon in England and 
would let me know where he landed. 

“T forgot to say the place where 
the last attack was made was near 
Thiepval and Mouquet Farm. Both 
Stewart (the bomber) and Johnson 
(the scout) wroté to France to try to 
learn more details, but Stewart re- 
ceived no reply at all and Johnson’s 
letter only just stated the date on 
which Mr. MacDonald was wounded 
and said how much the writer (a 
scout officer, called Weir, who had 
been one of the old Third) thought 
of him. 

“They said he was a splendid scout, 
very fond of his work and just de- 
lighting in prowling about with 
blackened face to do his business of 
scouting and wire-cutting. His men 
edmired him greatly for being so 
brave, daring and kind, and from 
someone else I heard that he was al- 
ways standing up for the weak and 
fehting any who tried to harm them. 
Still another man (also. a bomber) 
told me last August that he was sure 
of a lieutenancy and his very last. let- 
ter was discussing that point and 
saying he was sure he wouldn’t get 
it and that all he wanted was the end 
of the war and home——-not promo- 
tron.”

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MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 
“ MESSAGE OF OBERAMMERGAU,” SUB- 
ject oF INsprRING ADDRESS BY 
FRAULEIN MAYER. 

A rare privilege was. enjoyed .by 
members of the Manchester Woman’s 
club and their guests on Tuesday 
efternoon at the last open meeting of 
the year wheit Fraulein Marie Mayer 
eave the spirit of “The Message of 
Oberammergau” before an audience 
which crowded the Congl. chapel. 
Miss Mayer’s address was a straight- 
forward personal narrative of the 
folk of Oberammergau, their work, 
pastimes and the great Passion Play 
about which their lives hinge. She 
is the first participant in the play at 
Oberammergau to appear before the 
American public. Her address began 
with a charming description of the 

life of the villagers. 

“In Oberammergau, a little village 
of 1700, a community of wood carvers 
and mechanics, we find all united in 
one common object in following out 
the ideal of their forefathers laid 
caown 300 years ago. When the day’s 
labor is done they gather by their 
firesides and, bringing out the fiddles 
or guitars, furnish their own program 
of entertainment and perhaps tell 
stories. Their piety is earnest and 
sincere; it is not a mere expression 
of the lips, but is lived in their every 
day lives, a simple life lived. very 
close to nature; and they enjoy their 
simple pleasures. They have no sen- 
sational amusements. I don’t know 
if they would enjoy Charlie Chaplin 
in the movies or not; their chief pleas- 
ure comes from’ communion with na- 
ture and I can remember when‘as the 
merest child my father used to take 
me out into the woods and teach me 
the names of the flowers.and the trees 
and the language of the birds. All 
the children are brought up close to 
nature and are happy and healthy in 
their unrestrained out of door life. 
After a breakfast of rye bread and 
milk they go'to the church to strength- 
en their soul and then to school to 
strengthen their minds. 

“The overruling spirit of Oberam- 
mergau and the whole life of its péo- 
ple, mental, moral and physical 1s 
bent on the presentation of the great) 
Passion’ play. Everyone’s whole 
heart and soul is in the work. The. 
very nature of the men’s work, that’ 
of wood carving, tends to create a 
love of.art,-and every child from ten: 
years of age is’ taught the trade. 
Much time is also given to cultivating 
the dramatic art and little plays of a 
religious. or historical nature are 
given frequently; all work together 
in harmony and unison.

Now Tuar THE Stare and national elections are 
over, all is quiet along the Potomac, until the time for 
town meeting and for local politics to warm up. 
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ONE OF THE INTERESTING and profitable changes 
brought about by the war has been the revival of the 
shipping industries and their allied trades in New Eng- 
land. About two years ago the shipping interests in the 
New England states were thoroughly discouraged and 
there were signs that the industry had nearly come to an 
end. ut since the outbreak of the war there has been 
an unprecedented revival. The unusual number of craft 
on the ways at Essex is only an indication of the industry 
all over New England. Schooners that have been “‘tied 
up” for the want of a financially remunerative cargo 
have been commissioned and fabulous earnings made. 
Within the last two years scores of wooden sailing craft 
have paid for their cost of building in one voyage. There 
have been many hard years for the ship yards and for 


‘the captains and owners of coasting vessels and no one 


begrudges them their unlooked for boom. Whether the 
revival is permanent or not cannot now be forseen. No 
one can tell whether the great steam craft relieved from 
war duty will effectually displace again their inferior 
rivals. This remains to be seen. It is evident, however, 
that the present is a day of dreams and prosperity for 
the fortunate owners of coast vessels. 


THE BRokERAGE Housrs are making all sorts of 
forecasts concerning business opportunities and changes 
for the coming years. No two of them seem to agree 
upon the lines of future success, but one thing has been 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of everyone that the 
old line conservative American industrials weathered the 
flurry that followed the so-called peace movement and 
varied in price but slightly, while the war industrials and 
the line business enterprises having stocks upon the ex- 
change were seriously affected. A word to the wise is 
sufficient. The risks, not to say a word about moral feel- 
ing, should warn conservative investors to avoid all high 
profit war stocks. ‘Safety First” is the word to be 
passed along the line. After the war is over there is cer- 
tain to be a great crash that will effect every munition 
stock on the market. The novice in investment lines 
should beware and place his funds in safe and sure 
American. industrials. 


From An ANALysis of the causes of the fires in 
Massachusetts in 1915 the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers has classified 26.6 percent of fire damage that 
year as strictly preventable. Fires which started from 
partly preventable causes represent 41.3 percent of the 
total and 32.1 percent were of unknown origin. It is 
estimated that at least half of the loss occasioned by 
electricty, sparks from fires and spontaneous combustion 
was preventable and that all other causes had some degree 
of preventability. When it is considered that the 67.9 
percent of strictly or partly preventable fires represents a 
total of over six million dollars the value of preventative 
measures is appreciated. In each case the board investi- 
gated, preliminary inspection would have shown the ele- 
ment of danger, which might then have been: easily 
remedied. 

BrveRLY Farms Has At Last a very much needed 
public library. It has been completed and it is now in 
use. On Friday last the Commission appointed by the 
Mayor of the city turned the library over to the City 
and he in turn turned it over to the care of the Public 
Library trustees. The commission was well chosen and 
has done its work throughly and well. The library is a 
model one for a small town and fills a long felt need in 
the community life of Beverly Farms. 


Tue Dove or PrAcE has a broken pinion. 
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THE PRESENT War in Europe has aroused America 
to its needs of nitrogen products. What we failed to 
learn in times of peace has been forced upon us in times 
of war. The rich nitrate fields of Chile have always 
served America well, but its distance from America makes 
it improbable in the time of war that it would supply the 
national needs. An adroit enemy would quickly seize the 
opportunity and if possible prevent all importations ot 
nitrogen products. Man needs nitrogen. The invisible 
gas in the air is the mysterious substance that rejuve- 
nates soil and makes it possible for the farmer to raise 
increasingly large crops. Strangely enough the same 
mysterious gas is the one important factor in the manu- 
facture of high-powered explosives. Both Great Britain 
and Germany have been making nitrogen products suc- 
cessfully by synthetic processes. It is now urged that 
America, through its government, should utilize its great 
water power reserve in the synthetic manufacture of 
nitrogen products for use in fertilizer and to place the 
nation in an independent position in time or war. The 
plan proposed seems feasible; that is, to have the govern- 
inent build plants inland where there are great water 
power centers and then lease the stations out to capable: 
electro-chemical firms for the manufacture of nitrogen 
products upon generous terms for the manufacturers and 
just terms for the government. When this work has been 
acco:rplished the government will then have scattered all 
over the interior of the nation large electro-chemical 
works that can turn out an adequate supply of nitrogen 
products for use in the manufacture of high grade ex- 
plosives. If the demands of peace alone were made it 
would be a reasonable plan of operation for the United 
States government, but with the added advantage of being 
a self-supporting plan for providing an adequate pre- 
paredness for war it has the dual argument in its favor 
that cannot be overlooked. It does seem a pity that 
America could not have made efforts to perfect the chem- 
ical processes for the manufacture of fertilizers long ago. 
A nation, rich in energy and brains ought not to have 
waited until an exigency arose to compel the study. There 
are two things that America has gained from the war, 
first the impetus to manufacture its own dye products 
and to seek independence from the world by the manu- 
facture of its fertilizing materials. May the lesson be 
speedily learned and the impulses acted upon at once. 


Turkey SEEMS Quire INDEPENDENT for a_ nation 
that has “enjoyed” the patronage of Europe for two 
generations. Turkey may find that the move made may 
not be qyite so pleasing to the Allies. _ That horrible 
eastern question has never been settled. There is a grow- 
ing feeling that Constantinople must eventually be an 
independent province unallied with any of the European 
governments—a free port for all. Then only can there 
be peace and the eastern question set at rest. 


Tur AMERICAN TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH Com- 
PANY has continued its successful and conservative busi- 
ness this year and in addition to the declaration of a good 
interest return to the investors has shared the profits with 
the employees by generous bonus gifts. It is one of the 
hopeful signs in these days of industrial unrest to see so 
large a corporation operated with such efficiency and with 
so little friction with its workmen and with the public.

“T have been privileged to travel 
this great country from coast to 
coast and the thing that has appealed 
to me the most is an overpowering 
desire to create in every village in the 
United States something of this com- 
munity spirit of my home. Let the 
children write their own little plays 
and act them. The play of Oberam- 
mergau originated in 1633 when a 
great plague swept the country. The 
people prayed that it might be stayed 
and in the midst of it it was stayed 
as though by a miracle; recognizing 
in this the hand of God the people 
solomny vowed that once in every 
ten years they would recognize this 
favor from the Supreme Being by 
giving the Passion play and this has 
rigidly been adhered to ever since. 
As the time for presenting the play 
draws nigh the work of choosing the 
characters begin and they are voted 
for at a public meeting and the days 
of election are as exciting as when 
you elect a president in the United 
States. Some of the leading char- 
acters have spent their entire life in 
preparing for this day and so it Oey 
be imagined what it means to them 
when their life ambition is realized.

Stow Up anp Brow Your Horn! 


Automobilists who drive their ma- 
chines past intersecting streets with- 
out blowing their horns, or at a rate 
of speed greater than eight miles an 
hour, take their chances, according to 
a decision of the full bench of the 
Supreme Judical Court handed down 
Wednesday in the case of Porter L. 
Newton of Waltham against Edward 
F. McSweeney. 

The suit arose out of a collision be- 
tween two automobiles at the inter- 
section of Pleasant and Cross streets, 
Framingham. According to the de- 
cision of the full court, it doesn’t help 
a driver or owner of an automobile 
that he does not know that he is ap- 
proaching an intersecting street. The 
statute makes no qualifications, but 
declares that. the fact that man who 
drives his machine at a greater rate 
of speed than eight miles an hour or 
fails to sound his horn when ap- 
proaching an intersecting street be 
deemed, prima facie, to be guilty of 
negligence. 

By the decision of the Supreme 
Court Newton loses the $5000 ver- 
dict which the jury awarded him. 
Both he and his wife were thrown 
out by the force of the collision.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 


The New Year, 1917, opens very 
hopefully for the cause of Woman 
Suffrage. There have been more 
gains and victories for the cause in 
the last seven years than in the 
seventy years before. (See the new 
Suffrage map of North America.) 
Even in Europe the woman move- 
ment is advancing, in spite of the 
great war,—or because the war is so 
vividly revealing the importance of 
women to the state. And in Canada 
four great provinces have recently 
granted full suffrage to the women. 
In this connection, an interesting item 
is that when the women of British 
Columbia were enfranchised the Can- 
adian soldiers at the front were al- 
lowed to vote. In the ruins of the 
French villages, amid “shot and 
shell,’; a majority of the “brave Can- 
adians”’ voted for the women. We 
know. that the women of England are 
very near their full enfranchisement 
now, and the foremost man_ in 
Europe, Premier Lloyd George of 
England, has long been a Suffragist. 
In our own country, the “Susan B. 
Anthony amendment” for national, or 
federal, Suffrage is now before both 
houses of Congress, and the hope and 
interest in national equal suffrage is 
greatly increased. So is the work of 
the National Congressional commit- 
tee. Maud Wood Park of Boston, 
who is well remembered on_ the 
North Shore as a Suffrage speak- 
er, has been appointed chairman of 
that section of the National commit- 
tee which is called “the Front Door 
Lobby,” and her work will now be 
chiefly in Washington. Mrs. Park 
has spoken at the homes of Mrs. Ran- 
dolph Tucker and Mrs. H. E. Russell, 
on the Shore, also in Manchester 
Town hall. 

Two events very strikingly mark 
the new position of women in this 
country today. On Christmas Day, 
in the Capitol building at Washing- 
ton, in the famous Statuary hall, 
there was held a memorial service 
for Inez Milholland Boissevain, the 
beautiful and brilliant woman who 
recently died in the West in the midst 
of a strenuous campaign for the 
Woman’s Cause. This ceremony was 
under the auspices of the Congres- 
sional union and was very impres- 
sive. Mrs. Boissevain is the list 
woman of this country to be honored 
thus. She is a great loss to the 
Cause and to the country. The other 
event is that a woman has been elect- 
ed to the new Congress,—Miss Jean- 
ette Rankin, Representative from 
Montana. Miss Rankin is a very 
fine type of American woman, and 
when she sits with the new Congress

Suffrage association will be 
held at Springfield, in the Auditorium, 
on Tuesday, Jan. 23, with morning 
and afternoon business sessions and 
a public meeting in the evening at 
which Beatrice | Forbes-Robertson 
Hale will be the chief speaker. This 
gathering at Springfield is by invita- 
tion of the Mayor and the Board of 
Trade.

THE GOVERNOR, AT THE INAUGURAL recomimended 
two new social measures one for social insurance and the 
Both plans have been carefully 
worked out by competent authorities and have been 
proven feasible. In addressing himself to the problems 
the Governor has shown strength of mind and largeness 
The bills have not yet been formulated, but 
their recommendation by the Governor places them be: 
fore the legislature and the people with the best possible 


-advantage,—the favor and support of the Governor. The 


compulsory health insurance plan appears practicable and 
doubtless will be passed. The old age pension is inevi- 
table as it is wise and just. The success of the mother’s 
pension plan, despite many of its shortcomings, has dem- 
onstrated the practicability and justice of old age pen- 
sion. If any criticism is to be made it must be made not 
of the principle, but of the meagre amount that is pro- 
posed to be given as an annual old age allowance. Bui 
that can easily be increased by the legislative committees. 
If this increase can be made then the old age pension 
will be made honorable and practicable. To have a large 
and generous state like Massachusetts grant parsimonious 
and insufficient amounts as old age pensions would be 
worse than the granting of none. The plan is a good 
one and the present legislature will doubtless frame a 


good bill. 


INSURANCE MEN oF ALL RANKs are marshaling 
forces to defend themselves against enactment of state 
laws which would allow the state to supplant the private 
insurance companies. In other states federations have 
been formed to combat such legislation. Massachusetts 
insurance men will endeavor to protect themselves in like 
manner by forming a federation at a meeting called for 
next Friday, January ‘19, in Faneuil hall, Boston. The 
result of their fight should interest other business inter- 
ests the usurpation of whose functions is threatened by 
federal and state legislation.

When one considers 
that there are three-quarters of a million rats in Boston 
alone and that it costs one-half a cent per rat to feed them; 
that is, one dollar and eighty-two cents per year per rat, 
it is readily seen that the rats alone are costing the city 
of Boston nearly $1,355,000 a year.

ANNUAL BANQUET 


Bustness Mrn’s Association HAVE 
Most SuccessFuL AFFAIR. 

The rith: annual banquet of the 
Susiness Men’s association, drew to- 
gether 250 business men of Beverly, 
Manchester and Wenham-Hamilton 
last Monday evening in Beverly City 
hall. The after-dinner speaking was 
unusually good. Hon. Geo. H. Car- 
ter of Chelsea amused with his story 
telling and was followed by Hor. 
Melvin M. Johnson of Cambridge, 
who declared that the tinkering 
with the constitution which might be 
done at the coming constitutional 
convention might result in the shat- 
tering of some of the fundamentals 
upon which our country is built. He 
said our fathers, in writing the con- 
stitution had drawn upon their in- 
most souls in preparing the document. 
He decried the present tendency 
along the line of individual liberty 


which might result in disaster. The 
French revolution, he declared, was 
the referendum run riot, a_ spirit 


which even sought to supplant: the 
courts in carrying out the law. He 
sictured the witchcraft juries as in- 
stances of the effect of the popular 
cry upon the judiciary. | 

“There should be a real attempt to 
get men qualified for the framing and 
the carrying out of the law,” he said. 


“There were thousands who did not 
vote on the question of a constitu- 
tional convention and a_ hundred 
thousand more people voted on the 
proposition to make New Year’s day 
a legal holiday than did vote on the 
question of a constitutional conven- 
tion. If you are ill you engage a doc- 
tor because he can do something for 
your ailments. You engage a lawyer 
te advise you on legal affairs, because 
you know he knows more about law 
than you do, and you ought to pick 
out legislators who know more about 
the questions that come up than you 
do, or who will give time to study 
them. If the popular cry is to be the 
standard of government, then the 
minority has no protection, justice 1s 
dead and mob rule is triumphant 
Tinkering with the constitution may 
result in getting laws that are bring- 
ing about conditions that we do not 
want. 

“We ought to cultivate just a little 
more of the spirit of dependence, the 
unity of principle, that we get to- 
gether with our neighbors, work for 
them, not against them and we.will 
get a get a civilization that is worth 
while. We cannot separate ourselves 
from the rest of the world and get 
anywhere. .We must work for one 
another; cities must work with their 
sister cities, countries with their 
neighboring countries. and in_ this 


unity of principle will result laws 
worthy of our consideration. There 
are some questions which we may 
well put to referendum, questions up- 
on which we are posted, know about, 
but there are too many questions of- 
ten put on the ballot and upon which 
we are asked to vote and of which 
we know nothing. We ought to 
sense our individual responsibilities 
—not to get away from the funda- 
mentals of government and we oughi 
to lend our influence to this end. The 
time to do this is today.”

RESIDENT ON PEACE PLAN 


Now Unwisk For U. §$., Says HENRY 
A. WISE Woop, FROM STAND- 
POINT OF EVENTUAL SECURITY. 
AMONG the self revelations which 

Mr. Wilson makes in his note of 
December 18th to the belligerent gov- 
ernments, are two of protound and 
disquieting significance. In, assert- 
ing it to be “the fact that the object 
which the statesmen of the belliger- 
ents on both sides have in mind in 
this war are virtually the same” he 
shows that he fails utterly to per- 
ceive, and to recognize the validity 
of, the spiritual and moral issues 
which are involved in the war. 

Did he comprehend and react to 
those spiritual and moral questions, 
and were such reaction superior to 
the temporary sense of security he is 
endeavoring to achieve, even at the 
sacrifice ot international justice, Mr. 
Wilson would no more seek to com- 
promise the European struggle in its 
present stage than in private life he 
would be willing to compound a fel- 
ony. 

Aside from the moral questions in- 
volved, which alone should have been 
weighty enough to prevent. even the 
suggestion of, his interference, until 
justice should have been done and 
the need for mercy become apparent, 
there is another reason, grave and far- 
sighted, because of which our Presi- 
ident should have refrained from at- 
tempting to arrest hostilities at this 
time. 

It is this: The issue of the twen- 
tieth century has now been declared, 
and is apparent. Two orders of civ- 
ilization are contending for mastery: 
Teutonic and Anglo-Saxon. At its 
end which shall prevail? . We have 
seen that, despite its support by Slav 
and Latin, Anglo-Saxon. civilization 
in the Eastern Hemisphere has but 
narrowly escaped disaster. Knowing 
this, we ask ourselves what would 
have become of it had Great Britain 
lacked but a few ships. How near in- 
aeed, to the brink, when upon less 
than a million tons of metal afloat 
depended the freedom of subjugation 
ct the Anglo-Saxon race in Europe! 

Nought but thoughts of repugnance 
and anxiety should come to an Amer- 
ican statesman when he contemplates 
the narrow escape of Great Britain, 
and views the trail of the sanguinary 
monster that now bestrides Europe. 
Sights of the bloody processes. of con- 


quest. and, assimilation, which are 
the surgical» means by which the 
Teutonic hercules transforms other 


civilizations into his own, should ar- 


rest any effort for peace by America _ 


‘until that giant shall have’ been strip- 
ped of his power for evil. 

In view of it all can any doubt re- 
main as to the jeopardy which in fu- 
ture will confront ourselves, if the 
outpost of our own civilization, Great 
Britain, should now or in future go 
down before Germany? Dare any one 
contemplate with composure our years 
to come if the war be called a draw, 
and Germany be left the proven vic- 
tor in every military sense? 

A. glorified Germany revelling in 
her achievements, unpunished, for- 
eiven, unshorn her might, and still in 
the hands of her military. caste,— 
what a spectacle, indeed, for the con- 
templation of Americans, who are 
possessed of a third of the world’s 
wealth, and have thrown the egis of 
their protection over the whole of 
Pan-America!.. A third the world’s 


_ treasure, unguarded by armaments; a 


whole hemisphere, protected _by,— 
What? 
Because of the foregoing is it 


moral, or is it wise from the stand- 
point of our eventual security, for us 
to be parties to the making of peace, 


so long as the red god of insolent 


ruthlessness is astride the charger of 
victory? I say, No!

The Vital statistics of Manchester 
for 1916 are printed on another page. 
There were 28 deaths during the year, 
30 weddings and 45 births, 24 of the 
latter being girls and 21 boys. The 
number included two pair of twins. 
Of the deaths, two were in infancy, 
one at 17 and another at 26, but all 
the others were over forty years of 
age, there being two between 40 and 
50; 4 between 50 and 60; 6 between 
60 and 70; ten between 70 and 8&0; 
and two between 90 and 100, one of 
the latter being 97 and the other 99. 

The records are not complete, due 
to no fault of the Town Clerk, but 
because hospitals where children were 
born do not make returns as they are 
required to do by law. The Beverly 
hospital has been lax in this regard 
the past year, and other hospitals are 
probably as much so, that the number 
will be increased by at least half a 
dozen more births as the returns come 
in.

An Open Letter 
to the 


People of Manchester 


My dear Friends: 

Since my rcturn last October from 
my second term of four months nurs- 
ing in a large Frerch military hospi- 


tal in the War Zone, I have given 


several informal talks on my experi- 
ences, both in Boston and in its vi- 
cinity. Lately an urgent appeal has 
come from France tor a fund to 
provide diet delicacies for the wound- 
cd and sick soldiers in the military 
hospitals in evacuated districts and 
out of the way places, out of reach 
of charitable civilians who bring 
such supplies to Paris hospitals and 
those in provincial towns. My own 
work has convinced me of the real 
recessity of such a fund, and, as it 
has been suggested to me that I 
nught give one or two public talks 
for its aid, I have decided to address 
my first to my fellow townsfolk of 
Manchester, hoping to enlist their in- 
terest and sympathy. Therefore I 
propose to give a talk in the Town 
hall on Frrpay EVENING, FEBRUARY 
2ND., to which I shall ask twenty-five 
cents admission. This talk will be 
illustrated in part by a display of pic- 
tures shown by a picture post-card 
machine and I will also show my col- 
lection of French posters done by 
celebrated artists, all of which have 
appeared on the walls of Paris during 
the past year. Everyone who has 
worked in France is impelled to make 
known as far as possible the wonder- 
ful spirit of the French nation, botn 
in her civilians and her soldiers, and 
I feel it well worth while to do this 
even if no very considerable amcunt 
is raised. A little money goes a very 
long way in France now, and_ the 
sympathy of the United States goes 
even farther, so I hope that the peo- 
ple of Manchester may perhaps be 


interested in hearing about the brave, 


French “boys in blue” from one-who 
knows and loves them.

‘Heavy Auto TrRucK RUNS AMUCK 
AND. CRASHES THROUGH FRONT 
oF BUILDING. 


A heavily loaded runaway motot 
truck crashed.into the front entrance 
of the Manchester postoffice about 
one o'clock Thursday afternoon shat- 
tering the big front window, smash- 
ing in the door and effectively block- 
ing the entrance for almost an hour. 
The truck, which was the property o! 
the Prior’s Express, Inc., of Lynn, 
was in charge of Charles W. Marsh 
of Summit st., Weymouth. The re- 
sponsibility for the accident 1n hard 
to fix. Marsh had left his truck in 
front of the O’Keefe store on Union 
st. and with his helper Herbert Car- 
roll, also of Weymouth, had started 
‘n search of the manager of the store. 
His machine, which was loaded with 
goods for the O’Keefe store ‘was a 
Pierce-Arrow truck and the 


five-ton t 
load weighed approximately eight 
tons. Marsh declared his brakes 


were set when the machine started 
on its backward ‘voyage down the 
grade to the postoffice. There were 
three chains on each of the rear 
wheels, but the base of the wheels 
was not resting on them. The power 
had been turned off. 

The truck gathered such headway 
before it struck the building that it 
shot over the curb and crashed 
through the wall at_the corner. Post- 
master Frank A. Foster, luckily, had 
been late in leaving for his luncheon 
and consequently late in returning. 
Had he been a few minutes earlier in 
returning he would have been seated 
at his desk in the corner where the 
truck struck and would probably have 
been seriously hurt by the shattering 
of the plate glass, window. Fletcher 
MacCullom, a-clerk in the office, was 
just leaving the office, after removing 
the mail from the drop-box in the 
outer wall, when the truck crashed 
through. The box was demolished, 
it being the only government fixture 
that was in anyway damaged. 

Ernest L. Valentine saw the truck 
as it was skidding toward the office 
and discovered that the brakes were 
set when he attempted to stop its mo- 
tion. Among other things on the 
load were 120 dozen eggs whose con- 
dition after the collision can be 1m- 
agined. eis 

The force of the collision with the 
building was ‘such that the joists in 
the wall were broken off short above 
the sill and the wall was dented in 
nearly two feet. . The door frame 
was wrecked and even the stone sup- 
port under the corner was dislodged. 
The damage to the building, which is 
owned by M. J. Callahan, will prob-

REPLY TO SUFFRAGIST 


Editor North Shore Breeze, 
Dear Sir: 

In the “Equal Suffrage Notes,” in 
your issue of January 12th, the writer 
states that “even in Europe the wo- 
man movement is advancing * * * * 
because the war is so vividly reveal- 
ing the importance of women to the 
state.” I have so high a regard for 
my sex that the extreme scorn which 
suffragists feel for women’s work is 
a source of unending surprise to me. 
Only when women undertake the 
work of men do they cry out in ad- 
miration, “Behold what we can do.” 

There is a legend that in a certain 
savage tribe the men suckle the babies 
whom their wives have borne. The 
legend may or may not be true—! 
confess to skepticism—but the point 
is that whether such a tribe exists or 
not there is no further story of their 
progress; the swapping of work be- 
tween the sexes has not led to great- 
ness—either in fiction or in truth. 

The European women, because of 
the great need for men, have nobly 
undertaken much of men’s work, in 
order to release all possible to do that 
work which men alone can do. No 
one contends that work of this kind 
is good for women, nor that it can be 
done by them as well as by the men; 
iideed the more difficult work of men 
the men still stay at home to do. This 
taking over of men’s work by women 
is recognized to be one of the mis- 
fortunes of war. The first year of 
the war, owing to the great care given 
i France to women in childbirth the 
infant deathrate there was low, but 
this last year it has not been so—the 
time for the strain upon the women 
to begin to show has come and, 


through the women, upon the future 
race. No man was ever heard to 
clamour that men were as good as 
women because they could cook and 
keep house and sew—and bathe the 
baby, too, if necessary. Are women 
so much less proud of their powers 
that they must needs clamour because 
they also are able to do some things 
for which men are better fitted? 
The way to achieve usefulness is to 
ac well that which you are best fitted 
to do—to do it with proper respect 
for the work and with due self-re- 
spect, not untinged with humility 
truly, yet it is hardly necessary to 
feel, and certainly it is not wise to 
publish to the world, that you con- 
s:der the only thing really worth do- 
ing in life to be something that some 
cne else can do much better than you. 
If I believed what the suffragists be- 
lieve about the relative importance to 
the world of men’s and women’s 
powers I think I should be too proud 
to admit it.

held in the Chapel of the Baptist 
Church at Beverly Farms last night. 
Mrs. Leathbee’s subject was “Rats 
and Their Menace to Humanity,” 
and was illustrated by stereopticon. 

The speaker gave a brief history of 
the Norway rat from his origin in 
Asia, through his migrations over 
Furope and his entry into England 
with George the First, which caused 
him to be known there as the “Han- 
overian rat.” He appeared on the 
coast of New England about the mid- 
dle of the 18th century in Englisa 
ships, and working inland has finally 
overrun the entire continent, causing 
a loss of innumerable millions in 
property and constantly menacing the 
health of the populace. 

The rapid spread and tremendous 
increase in the rat population was 
1cadily explained by the statement 
tl at females breed at the age of three 
months, having six or more litters 
yearly, ranging from six to nineteen 
each. A healthy pair of rats will, 
providing all live, be accountable for 
seme 800 descendants per year. Such 
remarkable fecundity has made the 
rat population about equal to the hu- 
nan population in urban districts, 
with a ratio in rural districts consid- 
crably in favor of the rat, running 
from 5 to 1 upward. 


An outline of the story of bubonic 
plague was then given, in which the 
speaker told of the various celebrated 
plague epidemics that had scourged 
Europe, mentioning in particular the 
famous Black Death of the Middle 


Among other things, Mrs. Leather- 
bee said: 

“Of course the most effective meas- 
ures possible against rats are those 
which will keep them out of your 
buildings and thus deprive them of 
food and nesting places in your domi- 
ciles, although in country districts, 
even when deprived of housing, rats 
will revert to their natural habitat and 
burrow their own villages in the fields 
from which, however, they will con- 
tinue to prey upon chicken yards, and 
such food supplies as they may find 
outside the buildings. They can be 
driven from such burrows by ferrets 
or they can be killed by the forcing 
of carbon bisulphide into the bur- 
rows. Dr. John D. Long of the Pub- 
lic Health Service has invented a spe- 
cial machine for this work that is 
considered most effective and econ- 
omical. There are various methods 
of exterminating rats in buildings. 


sulted in the deaths of some 5000 
persons along the Atlantic coast, was 
in reality bubonic plague. 

This disease originates in rats and 
is carried from them to humans by 
the agency of the rat? fleas,» The 
slogan has been raised by health 
authorities the world over of “No 
rats, no plague.” 


Having spoken of the cost of sup- 
porting rats, which the Federal auth- 
crities have conservatively figured at 
half a cent per day per rat, and told 
of the great economic losses in de- 
struction of goods, fires and water 
damage caused by these pests, the 
speaker devoted considerable time to 
the rural conditions concerning rats 
and gave advice as to practical pre- 
ventative measures to use against 
them, as well as some of the various 
tuethods of destruction. 
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Many persons find poison the easiest 
manner in which to destroy rats. The 
U. S. government recommends cer- 
tain poisons and issues literature re- 
garding their preparation and use. 
There are also several excellent poi- 
sons manufactured by reliable firms 
which are for sale in drug, grocery 
and hardware establishments. But it 
irust always be remembered that poi- 
sons are impartial and what will kill 
a rat is liable to kill children, dogs 
and chickens. When using poison 
ereat care should be exercised to see 
that it is done in a safe and sane 
manner. X 


“For trapping there are various. 
appliances all of which are successful 
under some conditions. But the suc- 
cess of all trapping depends upon a 
realization bv the trapper that the 
rat is an extremely intelligent and 


i a Se. 
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wary animal, not to be easily fooled, 
and traps must be baited and set in 
accordance with the principles of 
common sense. 

“Regarding the use of cats as rat 
catchers, I have little to say. Few 
cats, unless properly trained, will at+ 
tack full grown brown rats. But if 
you wish to encourage the natural 
hunting propensities in your cats one 
thing should be observed. Do not let 
your cat out at night to climb trees 
and rob birds’ nests, but keep him in 
the house to watch for rats. 

“Dogs are much better ratters than 
cats and terrier breeds are to be pre- 
ferred, especially Airdales and fox 
terriers. A single dog has been known 
to make tremendous kills—over 1,000 
a year. 

“The one effective medium of rat 
riddance is starvation by keeping all 
food supplies away from rats. Car- 
bage should be cared for in such a 
manner as to prevent rats from reach- 
ing it. Covered metal cans should be 
used, or if the buried type of recep- 
tacle be used, the cover should always 
be kept on. Types that have self- 
closing covers that require spring re- 
lease to open them are to be pre- 
ferred. 

“Barns are the great rat hotels of 
the country and while it is almost 
impossible to keep rats from burrow- 


ing about in hay lofts or running 


around in open manure pits, much 
can be done to save grain by the usc 
of metal-sheathed grain bins with 
weighted covers, and care taken no? 
to scatter corn or oats when feeding. 
Horse mangers should be built 18 to 
24 mches deep, to prevent horses 
from nosing feed out on floor, and 
should when practical be set two feet 
away from the walls and entirely un- 
connected with them. When you 
realize that a horse can eat out of 
morral, the general use of large feel 
Loxes seems entirely unnecessary. 

“Corn cribs should always be built 
upon high posts supplied with rat 
guards. When expense can be taken, 
it is also advisable to line them with 
wire netting, which will also protect 
them from squirrels and birds, and 
great care should be taken that noth- 
ing is ever allowed to lean against 
them, as rats make gangways of all 
such things as boards, tool handles, 
ladders, ete. 

“This also applies to poultry houses 
which should be placed two feet above 
the ground, and chicken yards can be 
protected by a concrete wall sunk two 
feet in the ground and by the use of 
ene-inch wire mesh for fencing, 
which should also extend over the top 
of the yard, as, otherwise, rats will 
climb the netting and drop over in- 
side of it. The expense of the con- 
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crete wall can be saved by burying 
the wire two feet in the ground, al- 
though this is not as durable, as the 
wire is hable to pull and sag. 

“Greenhouses can be protected by 
use of wire screening and_ spring 
doors, but to make greenhouses rat- 
proof is an expensive proposition. 

“Planked walks and planked yards 
should be abolished and either re- 
placed with concrete, ashes or hard 
packed soil. Planked areas are a 
most proficient place for rats. 

“In the matter of dwelling houses 
of course the proper method lies at 
the beginning in rat-proof construc- 
tion, but 
a careful survey of the premises and 
the taking of precaution to close all 
avenues of entrance. The cellars and 
attics require the principal attention. 
Care should be taken to inspect each 
and every place where gas, water, and 
sewer pipes enter to see that no open- 
ings are left around them. Such 
openings should be filled with con- 
crete to the entire width of the sup- 
porting wall. The places of entrance 
of all wires should also be inspected. 
Ventilator shafts should also have 
their openings wired, while it 1s most 
essential that all basement windows 
should be netted and bulkheads and 
doors should fit tightly and when pos- 
sible be equi yped with self-shutting 
devices. 

“Care should also be taken to see 
whether or not rats may not enter by 
open windows when trees are in close 


proximity as they will often jump 
from limbs to window sills. ? 
“Cellars, attics and closets should 


be kept free from accumulation of 
rubbish in which rats find excellent 
breeding places. An old house may 
often be protected by the use of wire 
screening between floors and curved 
upward for two feet behind base- 
boards. Winter vegetables should 
also be stored in rat-proof bins upon 
sheleves or in wire cages. 

“Tt is only at the cost of eternal 
vigilance that rat protection can be 
gained. It is necessary to spend 
thought and money to meet in a prac- 
tical and efficient manner the partic- 
ular problems that face each individ- 
ual home and property owner. It 1s 
impossible to lay hard and fast rules 
that will apply in every case. But 
if you stick to the idea that you are 
going to seal your house against rats 
and that you are going to deprive 
them of food and take measures 
suited to your own peculiar condi- 
tions, you can with pains and effort 
preserve your property against rat 
destruction.”

Gardner, for banishment to St. 
Helena, or, better still, to Misery is- 
land, but even then would Mr. Gard- 


ner be justified in accepting the 
terms? If there is one thing that Mr 
Gardner in politics has consistently 
stood for it is opposition to unan- 


imity. Never, except in his own dis- 
trict, does he permit himself to flock 
with a majority. Therefore, it 1s 
reasonable to believe that, rather than 
to sacrifice his hard-won reputation, 
he would reject terms unanimously 
agreed upon and would continue the 
war, alone and unaided, as an armed 
protest against the shamefulness 
of a unanimous decision. — Boston 
7 raveler. 


POLICE SEEK RAISE. 

Patrolmen in the Manchester Po- 
lice dept. will ask for an increase in 
pay at the next Town meeting. The 
extent of the increase they will ask 
will be governed largely by conditions 
between now and the first of March. 
now receive $3 per day and 
work seven days a week. Prices of 
uniforms, shoes and police accessories 
have nearly doubled in the last ten 
years they find upon comparing costs 
»f these articles. Manchester has had 
the highest appropriation per capita 
for its police protection of any town 
in the state, amounting, according to 
certain estimates, to about $3.62. 
Isrookline has the nearest approach to 
this per capita cost. However, high 
as the per capita cost appears, it 1s 
worked no hardship to anyone for 
reasons quite evident. Other towns 
and cities have made substantial in- 
creases in the salaries of their police- 
men of all grades—in fact every town 
and city is facing the same problem.

While men’s shoes may not be able to stand the 
wear which they are subjected to, women’s shoes with 
cloth tops and otner substitutes have not only been desir- 
able, but quite practicable. Only prejudice and extrava- 
gant styles have prevented them from becoming popular. 
In the past the manufacturers instead of addressing them- 
selves to the problem of preparing such shoes for the 
market for sale at a low price, have been content to put 
on the market high grade impracticable shoes with styles 
that were neither popular nor practicable, consequently 
the ideas have not “taken.” Now necessity knocks at the 
door.

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THERE IS AN INTERESTING PROBLEM in motor regu- 
lation before the public today and the present legislature 
will be called upon to make a decision. There have been 
nearly three hundred deaths annually upon our highways 
and over eight thousand injuries. These startling facts 
cannot be denied. To remedy these conditions it is pro- 
posed that either the Highway commission delegate this 
part of its work to a motor vehicle officer or that an en- 
urely new commission be appointed to have complete 
charge of the policing duties of the highways. There is 
a division of opinion as to how the results may be ob- 
tained. ‘here 1s a unanimity among all who have studied 
the problem that something should be done. One faction 
believes that the modern movement of consolidating com- 
missions and centralizing authority ought to be continued, 
that the present commission should be sufficient and that 
the creation of separate and a new commission will be 
retograde. On the other hand an opposing faction claims 
that the policing duty of the highways is an independent 
problem and that a board of engineers is not the proper 
or competent group of persons to adjudge wisely and 
fairly the problems of policing; and in addition to this the 
problems of engineering and construction preclude any 
thorough and careful study of the problems due to casual- 
ties and injuries. There are merits in both contentions. 
.ue Governor himself failed to make any specific recom-’ 
mendation to indicate his judgment in the matter. Here 
the matter must rest; the proper authorities will carefully 
weigh all of the considerations and there is every reason 
to believe that this year there will be new laws passed 
providing for more stringent regulations of the vehicle 
trafhe upon our highways. To the average citizen it makes 
but little difference whether this 1s accomplished by one 
or two boards. It would seem, however, that one body 
with a competent supervisor ought to be able to care for 
this great and important work. 


It Is Reported that Dr. Simon Flexner forecasts, 
according to the Philadelphia Public Ledger, a recrudes- 
cence of Infantile Paralysis next summer. The prophecies 
are being made with caution by medical men that the 
public may be forewarned of the possibilities of the com- 
ing seasons. There is no reason to believe that there will 
not be a return of the terrible disease and the movement 
to arouse public sentiment in favor of preventive meas- 
ures is sane. There is now time during the cooler months 
of the year to make plans for the removal of conditions 
which may be contributing factors in the spread of dis- 
ease. Fortunately our North Shore has been particularly 
free from the disease and there is no reason to believe 
that there will be any evidences in this part of New Eng- 
land next season any more than there was last year.

PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 


Mrs. W. T. Ross oF Ipswicu, DIs- 
cussES RELATIONS OF EUROPEAN 
RULERS. 


“The Relations and Inter-relations 
of the Rulers of Europe” was the 
subject of the discourse before the 
Parent-Teacher association in Price 
School hall, Manchester, on Wednes- 
day evening. Mrs. W. T. Ross of 
Ipswich was the speaker. There was 
a good attendance. As a preliminary 
to the talk a violin solo was rendered 
by Miss Elizabeth Norris, accom- 
panied by Miss Ruth Norris. 

Mrs. Ross criticized the “ignorance” 
of high school pupils upon current 
topics and placed the blame upon their 
parents. She said the average father 
was better versed in the standing of 
the Red Sox than he was in the Euro- 
pean war. To illustrate she mention- 
ed a high school boy who “thought”’ 
the Kaiser was the emperor of Ger- 
many, but wasn’t quite sure. She 
named the various rulers of Europe 
who are first cousins of King George 


of England through descent from 
King Christian of Denmark, “the 
grandfather of Europe,” or from 


Queen Victoria. 
William II, of Prussia, she named 
as the least “degenerate” of the rulers 


of Europe and compared him to. 


former President Roosevelt. Both 
have the same qualities of mind and 
the same impulsive natures, she said. 
“Roosevelt, however, has been award- 
ed the Nobel Peace prize for ending 
a great war and did not plunge us 
into war even when he was prest- 
dent,” was the way she qualified the 
comparison. She sketched briefly the 
history of Germany from the forma- 
tion of the Confederacy by Bismark 
to the present time. She said it was 
due to the Kaiser that Germany had 
made such tremendous advances in 
science, commerce, industry and in 
military skill. . 

She accounted for the leaning of 
Constantine of Greece to the Central 
allies by the fact that his wife be- 
longed to the House of Hohenzollern. 
The ruler himself is Danish with 
close English and Russian affiliations. 
She sketched the tragic life of Franz 
Josef of Austria, whose reign was the 


‘history, she said.

CONDITIONS FOR PEACE 


W. T. CoLyvyER OUTLINES To BROTHER- 
HOOD BAsiIs OF SETTLEMENT 
AFTER EUROPEAN War. 


“We will never get a lasting peace 
based on the spirit of revenge,” said 
W. T. Colyer, the English socialist 
who addressed the Manchester Broth- 
erhood at the Baptist church on 
Monday evening. “Lasting peace 
never follows a victory of arms. It 
must be grounded on an international 
square deal. No country wants pun- 
ishment and revenge all around. Eng- 
land wants Germany punished for the 
crime of Belgium; but does she want 
tie division of Persia into spheres of 
‘fluence punished? Does she want 
the crime against China in forcing 
the opium trade upon her punished? 
Do the Allies want Russia’s crimes 
against inland punished? Few 
think that things of that sort ought 
to be punished. 

“To get lasting peace we must 
strike at the system of diplomatic in- 
tercourse which has been in existence 
in Kurope. We must fight the idea 
that force is back of all 
greatness. We must kill the bad idea, 
not the one who represents it. Eng- 
land herself has forgotten her prin- 
ciple as a nation for the principle of 
force. You cannot assail German 
militarism as the cause of the war 
just because the Germans got full 
value for the money they spent on 
armament. Russia and England 
each spent more on armament than 
Germany before the war, with France 
a slight way behind. And it is the 
amount of money you are willing to 
put into anything that determines 
your belief in it. Whether you get 
as much out of it for the money 
spent as the other fellow does, de-. 
pends upon the amount of your brains 
and efficiency. Every action has a 
reaction, sow the wind and you will 
reap the whirlwind. Europe is reap- 
ing the fruit of its past deeds 

“Back in 1871 you will find a cause 
for the present war. The annexation 
of Alsace and Lorraine was a viola- 
tion of the principle that a people 
have the right to decide for them- 
selves what their political boundaries 
shall be. It left a canker of continu- 
ing sense of injustice which was one 
of the causes of the present war. 

“Neglect of the Macedonian ques- 
tion at the close of the Russo-Turk- 
ish war led to the first Balkan war. 
There is always friction and trouble 
when politicial divisions separate one 
people. If the Allies are not equally 
solicitious of the rights of the Poles 
under Russian rule as they are of 
those under Prussian rule there will

be no lasting peace at the close of this 
war. 

“Peoples are against war unless you 
can make a moral appeal. They 
won’t fight for new lands, for the 
workman knows he won’t get any of 
it. Governments will fight for con- 
quest, but people never. But peoples 
will fight for the defense of what they 
think belongs to them. Fear of in- 
vasion can be used to make them 
fight. If Belgium had not been in- 
vaded the English government would 
not have survived if it had attempted 
to enter the war in 1914. Fear was 
strengthened by the object lesson near 
at hand. We can only remove fear 
by the square deal. We must build 
un» a Europe with no examples of in- 
justice to furnish food for that fear. 

“Qur western civilization was built 
up during the turmoil of the middle 
ages. Supposing some highly civil- 
ized nation, if there had been one at 
that time, had stepped in and pre- 
vented us from working out our own 
salvation. We should think of that 
when we are moved to step in and 
adjust the difficulties of one of the 
so-called backward nations. The ad- 
vance ot a nation depends upon a 
sane foreign policy.” 

Colyer condemned the secret 
diplomacy of Europe and declared 
that in spite of the criticisms of Amer- 
‘ican diplomats they were better repre- 
sentatives of their people than Euro- 
pean diplomats. He condemned the 
“armor ring’ which he said had 1 
definite interest in promoting  inter- 
national ill will. He said the big 
armament interests would be ruined 
if suddenly a spirit of Brotherhood 
should spring up among nations. He 
declared nations were only great 
when they could recognize the rights 
cf other nations as well as their own. 

In answer to a question Mr. Colyer 
said that the reply of the Entente 
allies to President Wilson’s peace 
note did not offer terms of mutual 
reparation. He said he saw no rea- 
son why the Russians should have 


Constantinople. “He believed in inter- 
nationalizing the Dardenelles, the 
Strait of Gibraltar and the Kiel 


canal. He said Alsace and Lorraine 
should be allowed to determine for 
themselves whether they should re- 
main with Germany, return to France 
or be buffer states. Such facts must 
be considered in the final adjustment, 
he said.

New CHART OF SALEM Bay. 

The new edition of chart 244 show- 
ing Salem, Beverly, Manchester and 
Marblehead harbors and Salem Bay 
has been printed by the U. S$. Coast 
end Geodetic Survey at Washington 
and is now being issued to the mari- 
time interests. 

The Maritime Affairs committee of 
the Salem Chamber of Commerce re- 
ceived one of the first copies of the 
new chart to be issued, as it was a re- 
sult of their efforts in having a wire 
drag survey made in Salem bay by 
the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey 
dept. last summer which showed it 
necessary to issue a new chart. 

On the new chart numerous sound- 
lugs and surveys made by the wire 
drag party are ringed in red ink and 
denote the rocks or shoals discovered 
by the wire drag, and which were all 
the more dangerous to vessels enter- 
ing Salem bay from the fact that 
they were hitherto unknown and un- 
charted.

CENTRAL District Court IN SALEM. 


Representative Frank E. Raymond 
of Essex has filed with the clerk of 
the house a bill to abolish the First 
District Court in Essex in the city of 
Salem and to establish in its place the 
Central District Court of Essex, 
which latter is also to be held in 
Salem. 

The jurisdiction of the First Dis- 
trict Court of Essex as constituted at 
the present time includes the cities of 
Salem and Beverly, and the towns of 
Danvers, Hamilton, Middleton, Tops- 
field and Wenham. 

By the provisions of Mr. Ray- 
mond’s bill the new district will com- 
prise Salem, Beverly, Danvers, Ham- 
iiton, Lynnfield, Manchester, Pea- 
body, Topsfield and Wenham.  Mid- 
dleton is thus removed from the Sa- 
lem court’s jurisdiction and the dis- 
trict is extended in other directions so 
as to include Peabody, Manchester 
and Lynnfield. 

As a matter. of fact Manchester 
now is included in the Salem District. 
Though by right in the Gloucester 
jurisdiction, by option, Manchester 
conducts its court business in Salem.

New Summer Residences For Cape Ann Resorts 


AST GLOUCESTER.—A great building boom invol- 
ing an expenditure of more than a quarter of a million 
doliars is the early-year addition to the growth of East 
Gloucester as a summer resort. It is expected that con- 
tracts will be awarded for many houses of a pretentious 
type to be erected on other lots purchased in the lovely 
and picturesque sections of Eastern Point and Bass Rocks. 


Aside from the $50,000 mansion at Grape Vine Cove, 
which was started during the summer, for Jacob L. Loose, 
of the cracker firm of Loose-Wiles Company, of Kansas 
City, Mo., and is nearly completed, other houses of artis- 
tic lines are looming up on the landscape. 


ACTIVITY AT GRAPE VINE GOVE 


The biggest deal in the Grape Vine Cove section is 
the purchase of 25 acres by W. Jay Little. Mr. Little 
has purchased for investment. Three fine houses are 
being erected on the lots and later on, Mr. Little expects 
to have a $35,000 residence built on a choice lot of the 
property for himself. A fourth house is now being built 
for Mr. Little on his property at the corner of Bemo and 
St. Louis avenues, Eastern Point, near the Niles pond. 
The contract for the houses now under construction was 
awarded to Harry M. Boutell of Gloucester and the stone- 
work to J. S. Pomeroy Co. The Little houses were de- 
signed by the H. M. Hanson house of Gloucester and are 
of attractive English architectural lines. The house near- 
est to completion is situated on Atlantic road, opposite 
the new Loose mansion, at Grape Vine Cove. On the first 
floor are the living room, 26 by 28 feet with a large fire- 
place ; dining room, 15 by 17 feet; logia and dining porches 
enclosed and tiled; veranda and terrace, 50 by 12 feet, ex- 
tending at the front and side of the house. Then there are 
the maids’ dining room, kitchen and pantry. In the 
basement are the boiler and laundry rooms. On the 
second floor are seven large master chambers and three 
bath rooms. On the third floor are three maids’ dormi- 
tories, nursery and maids’ baths. The house will have 
brown roof and brown trimmings, cream shingles and 
sash. The other two houses being erected in this section 
for Mr. Little are located on Grape Vine road, the road 
connecting the long shore boulevard with Eastern Point 
road. It is planned to have the exterior finish of the 
houses of especially attractive color combination. The 
first Grape Vine road house will have a red roof, sage 
green trimmings and cream walls. The second Grape 
Vine road house will have the Cabot brown stains for 
the walls and roof, with cream trimmings and sash. The 
Eastern Point cottage will have a green roof, cream body 
and sage green trimmings. 


Up along Grape Vine road and near the first cottage 
in this section, that of Elizabeth Stuart (Phelps) Ward, 


the late authoress, is to be erected a picturesque colonial 
farm house for M. F. Chase, a manufacturing chemist 
of St. Louis, who purchased a choice site for the house, 
in the orchard belonging to the Patch estate. Ezra L. 
Phillips, the architect, of Gloucester, drew the attractive 
plans. EE. S. Griffin is the building contractor and L,. E.

plant. The Chase house will have wide white clapboard- 
ing, with green blinds and huge chimney. The house 
will have ten large rooms, besides the baths, linen rooms, 
big halls and porches. The structure will be completed 
for occupancy the first of June.

Up along Ledge road, the exclusive hilly section, and 
the stretch connecting Grape Vine road and Mt. Pleasant 
avenue a house, expected to be one of the most pictur- 
esque in architectual lines in the colony, will be erected 
immediately for the Misses Elizabeth and Grace M.

Party-Line Consideration 


A party line is a single circuit, shared in common by two or more 
subscribers. It is not reserved for a single user and should be used 
on the share-and-share-alike basis. 


On a 4-party line, it is possible for all four stations to try to talk 
out on the same circuit at the same time. There is also the habil.ty 
ef all four stations being wanted at the same time to receive incoming 
calls. 


Therefore, there are special considerations which the Public Service 
Commission and telephone company both urge a party line user to 
keep in mind: : 


I. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by other sub- 
scribers; therefore party line talks should be as brief as possi- 
sible 


2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests the use of the 
line for an emergency, courtesy should prompt the first user 
temporarily to give up the use of the line. 


3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver from the 
hook and finds the line in use, the receiver should be replaced 
at once in a careful manner. 


4. At the end of a conversation the receiver should be-replaced 
upon the hook immediately, otherwise the other subscriber can- 
not signal the central office.

Ir Was To BE ExpEcTED that that President Wilson’s 
declaration of a new international policy to the United 
State Senate would not meet with universal approval. 
President Wilson has been thinking, and has spoken, in 
terms of peace. The war-warped minds of the leaders 
of the belligerent powers simply failed to comprehend the 
trend of his thought. To the Allies, who believe them- 
selves on the verge of a momentous victory and who 
apparently are honest in their belief that theirs is a right- 
‘ous cause, the intimation that the war should end with- 
out triumph to their arms could only be a source of irrt- 
tation. To the millions of Americans whose hearts and 
sympathies are with the Allied powers that suggestion 
could mean only that the cause of Germany was being 
furthered.

Either the world must reconstruct its ideas of the con- 
ditions of lasting peace or be content to see the war drag 
on until exhaustion compels its cessation. And then but 
for a time till a fresh grievance shall reopen the old war- 
sore. President Wilson’s peace plan had little in it to 
recommend it to the consideration of a war-mad world: 
It is a program which might safely be presented to a sane 
i ternational council—say, one hundred years hence. 


Boston Is PLANNING the greatest clean-up week in 
its historv for the coming month of May, and instead of 
employing a new force of inexperienced men the com- 
mittee has determined to use the personal pride of the 
citizens to bring about the reforms desired. An appeai 
is to be made. There is every reason to believe that ap- 
peal will be effective. The plan contemplates the estab- 
lishment of a citizens’ force to aid in health, fire and po- 
lice work. Such a program must succeed because it is 
fundamental. The real need in every movement is the 
sympathetic and hearty cooperation of every citizen. 


THe ROCKEFELLER INSTITUTE has established in con- 
‘nection with the new teachers’ college at Columbia univer- 
sity a new type of normal school that will be the last word 
in modernism in education. The experiment will be 
watched with a great deal of interest.

grade universities. 
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THe EstaBLisHMEN’T of a National University seems 
to be the aim and ambition of a group of workers, who 
appear every so often to advocate their cause at Wash- 
ington. Viewed carelessly one would at once say that a 
university to which any worthy young man might go for 
an education would be desirable. America believes in 
education and it enjoys a popularity that is commendable 
and dangerous. Commendable because education is so 
much needed; and that the public has been aroused to its 
needs is of great value. It is dangerous, in so far as it 
becomes a fetish, to be blindly followed and worshipped. 
Education is both an end and a means. The cultural side 
of education may indeed have been overestimated in the 
past, but there is an equal danger in a modern movement 
for industrial education that the real cultural element may 
be overlooked. Education to be complete and worthy 
must contain both of these desirable elements, and if it 
lack either it is failing of its high purpose. Both sides 
of the educational problem are being advanced by able 
men and the desirablity of a national university recog- 
nized by both would not be surprising. There is, there- 
fore, no gainsaying the desirability of a great national 
institution for education of our youth if no such agency 
or agencies exist. There is the “hilt” of the problem. 

he real argument against the national university is the 
came argument that exists against the establishment of a 
state university in Massachusetts. The efforts to estab- 
lish a state university have been exerted constantly for 
over ten years. Massachusetts would not hesitate to 
establish a state university if there were no universities in 
the state, but as a matter of fact there are many high 
The field is already preempted and 
the State would only be spending millions of dollars to 
duplicate work already being done efficiently. The same 
argument is true of the national movement for a univer- 
sity. If the young needed the new institution America 
would not hesitate to spend many millions of dollars, but 
it would be folly to expend public money in an enterprise 
which only duplicates, when in operation, the work already 
being done by a host of institutions. 


For Orrimtsm One Must Go to the landscape gar- 
deners and to the horticulturists. With winter’s snowy 
pinions about and the thermometer slipping down rather 
than crawling up and summer visitors, dreaming by fire- 
sides in the cities of warmer summer climes in Florida, 
these indomitable men are cheerfully conning their seed 
catalogs, drawing plans for summer flower beds, making 
plans for summer plantings and sowings for early out- 
door planting.

WILLIAM A. SUNDAY accom- 
plishes no more, his coming will have been desirable 1f the 
_ projected plans for a Business Woman’s Y. M. C. A. in 
the centre of Boston are successfully carried out. One 
of the departments of work carried on by the Sunday 
party was the work for the business women of Boston, 
There will be two thousand members in the new organ- 
ization of business women. Over five years ago in these 
columns the BrEEzE advocated the establishment of just 
such a building. We said at that time that if there was 
an enthusiastic person of wealth looking about for a new 
and promising field for practical welfare work there was 
a great opportunity in Boston for work for and with the 
many business women. Many of these women have no- 
where to go during the hours of lunch or before or after 
work. The need of such a building and of such an organ- 
ization is so apparent that not an argument is needed. 
Boston has long needed such a building and now that 
there has been begun a movement among the business 
women themselves, let us hope that the building will be 
forthcoming. It is said that the “corner stone” is in sight, 
but it will need a great deal of money to put the matter 
through. It is amazing that the employers of women have 
not for business reasons alone, gotten together to estab- 
lish such a desirable organization. Let the building be 
built. 


Tue Boston Museum oF FINE Arts, in whose wel- 
fare all of the North Shore is interested, and in whose 
Board of Directors may be read many familiar names, has 
made its annual report showing gains along all of its gen- 
eral lines. The attendance during the year has only been 
exceeded three times in its history. The gains financially 
have been appreciable and needed. The Museum is one 
of the valuable assets of New England and every one is 
or should be interested in its welfare. The directors have 
shown wisdom and skill in the care of their trust and 
there is every reason to believe that the present priceless 
possessions are but the beginnings of a greater Museum 
for Boston, and for all America for that matter. 


ONE OF THE INTERESTING METHODS adopted by the 
Y. M. C. A. has been that for reaching the rural com- 
munities. Work in the rural communities is particularly 
difficult because of the smallness of the population, the 
lack of money and the apathy that always accompanies 
the lack of both of these important contributions to the 
success of a moral or social movement.

When it comes to progress 
it is evident that Boston must look to other signs than 
those of population. 


Irv Is Stinu JANUARY, but the numbers on the new 
automobile plates are so high that it surprises. The 
motor vehicle, despite the inclemency of the winter sea- 
son, has its place. The motor long since ceased to be a 
convenience and a pleasure; it is now a necessity. 


Boston Has Saw its farewell to Billy Sunday, 
affectionately, enthusiastically and practically. He car- 
ried away with him more than the unusually large col- 
lection, which was given to him as a free will offering. 
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MassacHusetts Has Aways TAKEN a great inter- 
est in the problems of road construction and the progress 
made in this state and New England has been commend- 
able. Here the modern movement for good roads was 
inaugurated and has spread all over the United States. 
The advent of the bicycle first turned the attention of 
business men and towns to the problem and the perfection 
of the automobile has continued the work begun by so 
numble a device as the bicycle. Now all America appre- 
ciates the advantages of good roads for pleasure and for 
business purposes. Already road building, unknown but 
a few years ago as a profession, has attracted to it some of 
the best talent in America. These road experts have 
organized for their mutual benefit to aid the cause of 
good roads. The fourteenth annual convention will be 
held in Boston this summer and men of ability have been 
requested to prepare papers upon technical problems re- 
lating to the art and science of road building. The City 
of Boston is codperating and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the coming convention will be the best ever held 
in the pleasure it will afford the delegates, the instruction 
that will be afforded the inexperienced and the interest 
arouse in good roads by the public. 


Tue Boston ELEVATED RAILROAD engineering corps 
has been at work on a very difficult problem, that of re- 
lieving the congestion at Dudley street. This has been 
solved by carrying through to Eggleston square and by 
making the commuters for the outlying districts transfer 
there, rather than at Dudley street. The principle is a 
simple one, that of carrying the through passengers just 
as far out as possible on the first train. The Boston trans- 
portation problem is still in its infancy, but the Elevated 
railroad is approaching its problem with intelligence and 
expedition. 


Tur Army AND Navy FRIENDs have rallied for the 
campaign for the new Army and Navy clubhouse and 
contemplate a six days’ campaign which will be begun 
next month. General Leonard Wood, U. S. A., has been 
a great helper and has promised to come on to Boston 
and will speak on the opening night at the Boston City 
club.

Bay State to Fourie Cars WITH 
PNEUMATIC Door CONTROL, 


In the course of a special study that 
bas been made by the Bay State Rail- 
way Company, some interesting facts 
have been uncovered. Under ordin- 
ary conditions the opening and clos- 
ing of a door would be given little 
consideration. In the course of the 
Company’s study this evolves into an 
extremely important factor in the 
cost of operation and in all that has 
to do with the comfort of the passen- 
ger. Careful study shows that on the 
cars of the company the doors are 
epened and closed by the conductor, 
motorman, or both, some 864 times 
in a nine-hour working day. This 
figure of course is exceeded greatly 
on many cars in the larger cities 
where the company operates. 

By a new method of door and step 
control adopted by the company on 
the 200 cars it is remodeling on vari- 
ous parts of its system, it is estimated 
that the time of each stop may be cut. 
It isn’t much, but it means a good 
deal in the aggregate. It also means 
much to the comfort of the passen- 
gers for the reason that all the time 
the doors are open in cold weather 
the cold air is blowing in. 

The operation of the doors will be 
noiseless, with no slamming to jar 
the nerves of the passengers. The 
conductor can also pay more attention 
to his passengers, concentrating on 
them and the running of his car, 
rather than spreading his attention 
over a multitude of duties. 

Above all there is the feature of 
safety. With the automatic, pneu- 
matic operation of the doors there is 
little chance of anyone boarding or 
leaving the car while it is in motion. 
Aside from the mechanical means of 
restraining them, they will know that 
the doors work automatically and if 
they do not follow the proper routine, 
they may be hurt. This new method 
would seem to mean safety and com- 
fort to the passenger, as well as efh- 
ciency on the part of the company.

Manchester folk can begin to think 
of all the possible ways they may be 
able to spend that tremendous ( ?)

According to the way some advocates 
of the new measure had it figured 
out Manchester was due to receive 
untold thousands of dollars’ revenue, 
from taxable property, which had 
heretofore escaped the clutches of the 
town treasurer and tax collector. Just 
how Manchester will prosper under 
the new law is still a matter of con- 
jecture. However, it is not a matter 
for present worriment. Manchester 
has always been able to find a place 
to spend its surplus cash. Way back 
in 1840 the Federal government dis- 
covered a treasury surplus and a re- 
tund was made to every town in the 
country. Manchester made good use 
of the surplus revenue which fell to 
its lot by purchasing the farm of the 
late Abram Stone for use as a poor 
farm. At a meeting held in the old 
niiddle district school house on March 
2, 1840 it was voted to recall the sur- 
plus and expend $2100 for the pur- 
chase of the farm. But Manchester 
has no poor nowadays; so, there is a 
chance a little money may be spent on 
harbor improvement—or even a town 
dump! Taking it for granted of 
course that Manchester gets a surplus. 
which it won’t get.

Bethlehem’s Bid on Shells 
for the United States Navy 


To the American People. 


The Secretary of the Navy has awarded 
contracts amounting to over $3,000,000 
to a British bidder for 14 and 16-inch 
projectiles for the Navy because ef ver 
much lower prices offered by the English 
bidders. 


We know nothing of the basis upon which 
the British bids were made, but the pub- 
lic is entitled to know the facts upon 
which we ourselves bid for this work. 


Two years ago we took contracts 
to make 4,200 14-inch shells at a 
price of $1,515,000. Up to now 
not a single shell has been ac- 
cepted by the Government, al- 
though we have expended, in 
wages, materials, etc., on these 
orders $522,881, and we have not 
received a SINGLE DOLLAR on 
these contracts. 
In addition, a literal mterpretation of 
the contract might make us liable for 
penalties amounting to $678,016. 
In the light of our experience, and hay- 
ing no other basis, we bid for 16-inch 
shells approximately the same rate per 
pound as that which the Navy Depart- 
ment actually awarded a 14-inch shell 
contract one year ago.

GREAT LOSS TO MAGNOLIA 


OVERBROOK, PHILADELPHIA, 
January 23rd, 1917. 
Editor North Shore Breeze, 
Dear Sir: 

Mr. Samuel M. Kennard, for many 
years a summer resident of Magnolia, 
died at his home in St. Louis in Dec- 
ember. He was so valued and active 
a member of the summer colony at 
Magnolia, that a word concerning his 
life would be appropriate in your 
paper. 

He was a remarkable man, and had 
a remarkable career. He was one of 
the leading citizens of St. Louis, 
prominent in its business and civic 


affairs. The following are quotations 
from the editorials of its leading 
newspapers: 


“Few citizens of St. Louis have 
left a deeper mark upon its commun- 
ity life than Samuel M. Kennard.

MAGNOLIA PEOPLE Not SATISFIED 
With TREATMENT. 

The recent orders affecting the po- 
lice department whereby all the re- 
serves were dropped from further 
service and the patrol at Eastern 
Point and Magnolia reduced to a 
single officer each, has been quietly 
modified, that is as far as the Mag- 
nolia section is concerned, and an- 
other officer added.

They 
point out that there is some of the 
most valuable property at Magnolia 
to be found on the North Shore, as 
is evidenced by the fact that Magno- 
lia pays a big part of the taxes, while 
the non-residents get but little in re- 
turn, compared to the permanent resi- 
dents of the community.—Gloucester 
Times.

Pelle hat anditloweto Plant 


William N. Craig, Supt. of Faulkner Farm, 
Brookline, Gives Advice to Horticulturists 


XPERT advice on sowing was 

given by Superintendent William 
N. Craig of the Faulkner Farm, in 
Brookline, in an address before the 
Massachusetts Horticultural society. 
He discussed the quality of seeds, 
how to prepare the soil for them and 
how to plant them. The information 
he imparted is valuable to all inter- 
ested in vegetable and flower grow- 
ing: 

~The great European war,” he said, 
“has seriously impaired the supply oi 
inany seeds on which America has in 
the past depended; particularly is this 
the case with flower seeds; but vege- 
tables are likewise affected. Block- 
ades prevent more than a fractional 
part of our average annual importa- 
tions from arriving, embargoes by 
certain of the belligerent nations pre- 
vent the exportations of certain vari- 
cties, and as America is as yet unpre- 
pared to produce seeds of as pure 
cuality and moderate in cost as many 
of those received from Europe, there 
are likely to be acute shortages in 
certain varieties this season, while the 
seeds will probably be less pure in 
cuality and there will be more errors 
in nomenclature. Purchasers of seeds 
should remember these things, place 
their seed orders early and be patient 
pending deliveries. 

“We now produce in America an 
immense quanity of both flower and 
vegetable seeds, and could no doubt 
profitably raise many more, but not 
all that we need. The countries of the 
world will continue to be more or less 
inter-dependent on each other for 
seeds as for many other necessary 
commodities. Certain favorable soil 
and climatic conditions are necessary 
for the successful production of ail 
seeds, and even we, with our big 
country and much diversified climate, 
cannot secure all of these vital re- 
quirements. 

“The annual wastage in purchased 


seeds is tremendous.  Particulary is 
this the case with the large and in- 
cieasing army of amateur cultivators, 
who derive much pleasure while mak- 
ing their seed selections during the 
winter months from the numerous 
catalogues, and who invariably start 
their gardening with considerable en- 
thusiasm—which in too many cases 
becomes evanescent before many of 
the crops come to maturity. Much 
seed is annually lost by improper con- 
ditions of the soil, at sowing time, by 
seeding far too thickly and not infre- 
quently sowing in drills in which 
chemical fertilizers have been scat- 
tered and not properly incorporated 
with the soil. Seedsmen are annually 
blamed for many “crop failures” 
which are traceable to seed sowing in 
drills too heavily fertilized, in which 
the chemicals have not been properly 
mixed with mother earth. 

Points of merit to be considered 
about good farm and garden seeds 
are: That they are able to produce 
vigorous or normal plants, that they 
are true to strain or name, and carry 
no impurities or adulterations; in the 
case of grass seeds adulterations are 
still too ‘abundant, but conditions, 
thanks to Government inspection, are 
steadily improving. Whether seeds 
have virility depends in great meas- 
ure on the condition of the plants 
producing them, also on their age and 
the way they have been grown and 
stored. 

“Certain seeds, like melons, beets, 
carrots, rape, squash, turnip and cab- 
bage, have good germinating qualities 
for five or six years, in fact ten-year- 
old seeds of some of these will grow. 
and I have in mind a case which came 
under my own personal notice thirty- 
five years ago, when I had occasion 
to sow seeds of a one-time favorite 
melon named Munro’s Little Heath in 
a hot-bed; the seeds had been kept 
for over eighteen years, yet they 


germinated well and the melons fruit- 
ed satisfactorily. On the other hand 
sweet corn, millet, parsnip, wheat, 
onion, soy beans, peas and oats have 
lost their power of germination in 
large measure in two or three years. 

Much of the success or failure in 
seed sowing depends on the proper 
preparation of the beds, for all out- 
door crops; a really vigorous start is 
a long step towards a good crop. The 
correct preparation of the soil has for 
its main object a good seed bed, the 
increasing of root pasturage, and the 
amelioration of the soil chemically 
and physically. If seeds germinate 
freely it should be in close contact 
with a thoroughly pulverized and later 
firmly settled soil. 

“Hot-beds or cold frames are in- 
valuable for starting many vegetables 
and flower seeds in; even a very 
small garden should contain one. It 
is best to excavate it to a depth of 
12-18 inches, place warm manure 
mixed with leaves in this, watering 
it if at all dry and then thoroughly 
tramping it; over this place four in- 
inches of soil consisting preferably of 
loam and very old well rotted and pul- 
verized manure; use some leaf mold 
if soil is at all heavy, screen at least 
the upper half of the soil, draw shal- 
low drills and in them sow seeds and 
very lightly cover for early cabbage, 
cauliflower, lettuce, tomato, eggplant, 
celery and pepper. It is well to re- 
member that seeds sown in cold 
frames or in flats or pans in a green- 
house need much lighter covering than 
the same varieties sown outdoors. 

“Tf birds or rodents trouble peas, 
beans, squash, sweet corn and other 
crops, roll the seeds in a mixture of 
coal tar and lime before sowing; one 
taste usually suffices for either 
feathered or furry foes. The coating 
of tar and lime will not affect the 
germinating qualitiets of the seeds 
treated. Mice are sometimes very 
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troubleseome where lettuce, tomato, 
endive and other small vegetable 
seeds are started under glass. Traps 
and cast are useful,. but a little white 
arsenic mixed in toasted cornflakes 
which have been slightly moistened 
acts even more effectively. 

“Success with onions is more cer- 
tain if the same ground is used for 
them each year, and if it is thoroughly 
formed before drills are drawn at all. 
In choosing a seed bed for cabbage, 
cauliflower, Brussels sprouts and 
savoys be sure to select one which is 
free from club root, or better not sow 
at all. This disease annually destroys 
many of the Brassicas and its pres- 
ence shows an over acid condition of 
the soil, which a liberal dressing of 
lime in the fall will help to remedy. 
Always sow seeds of this class of 
vegetables thinly in the drills, if not 
you must thin while small, or plants 
will-be pure weaklings. Remember 
that leafy crops such as_ spinach, 
Swisschard, lettuce, endive and rhu- 
barb should have a soil rich in nitro- 
gen, the best form of which is good 
barn-yard manure, and that fruiting 
varieties such as tomatoes, eggplants 
and peppers like considerable potash 
in the soil. 

“T have only touched on some vege- 
tables, but must now turn to flowers. 
These on the whole need much more 
careful covering than vegetables. Of 
the better known and hardier annuals, 
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stocks, salpiglossis, salvias, zinnias, 
marigolds, nemesias, verbenas, pe- 
tunias, vincas, lobelias, phlox drum- 
mondi, snapdragons and balsams; the 
majority of these may also be started 
outdoors, but it is much more satis- 
factory to start under glass. Petunias 
and lobelias have very small seeds 


and should be sown in pans, which 
should be well drained, some moss 
placed over the drainage, a little, 


coarse soil over this, and the balance 
should consist of equal parts loam and 
leaf mold with a good dash of sand 
through it. This should be passed 
through a fine screen, then. pressed 
firmly in the pans with a piece of 
board, watered with a watering pot 
with a fine nose, dusted with sand and 
the fine seeds scattered over this. 
Take a pinch of seed between the 
forefinger and thumb and distribute 
it as evenly as possible over the sur- 
face and do not cover the seed at all. 
To prevent seed washing to the side 
of the pans cut a piece of tissue paper 
and lay over the surface of the pans, 
water over this; it helps to prevent 
drying of the soil and stops seed 
washing; it decays, and allows seed- 
lings to push through it readily. This 
plan is not necessary where experts 
are sowing and caring for seeds, but 
it will prove useful to amateurs sow- 


ing such small seeds as_ petunias 
lobelias, begonias, globinias, minulus, 
etc. 
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alyssum and godetias can be made as 
soon as frost has left the ground and 
it has dried sufficiently to be work- 
able. Sweet peas cannot be sown too 
early after frost has gone, the roct- 
will go well down into the cool, moist 
earth before the growths appears; 
cover two inches deep, but never hill 
up, as too many catalogues and maga- 
zine writers recommend or you will 
regret, it. 

Hardy herbaceous perennials. are 
wonderfully popular now. I well re- 
member the fight waged by William 
Kobinson through the columns of the 
English Garden to secure them suit- 
able recognition in the early eighties 
of the last century. <A great propor- 
tion of these hardy plants are easily 
and inexpensively raised from seed. 
Taking first those usually treated as 
biennials, but some of which are per- 
ennial, we have pansies, bedding 
violas, double daisies, rockets, for- 
get-me-not, ‘Canterbury bells, fox- 
gloves, hollyhocks and honesty; of 
these daisies should be sown in a cold 
frame, or in a shaded position out- 
doors from July 25 to Aug. 1. The 
varieties of slow germination are ‘bet- 
ter sown in fall, when the seed is ripe 
and fresh; it will do no harm to allow 
the soil to freeze over winter, but the 
flats or seed beds should be mulched 
with dry leaves, tight sashes being 
placed over these.”

Society MAGAZINE written entirely by society people 

has long been regarded as a desideratum, by society 
people, and at last they are going to have such a magazine. 
It is coming out in New York; it will be called The 
Chronicle—a good enough name, but not strikingly origt- 
nal in its suggestion; perhaps the name itself is intended 
as a sort of guarantee to subscribers (who are to include 
none but society people) that nothing startling, revolu- 
tionary or in way disturbing will be broached in the paper. 
The first number, which will appear “about Feb. 1’’—the 
word “about” carries in itself a certain leisurely and re- 
poseful suggestion—will contain contributions from Mrs. 
Vincent Astor, Francis Burke Roche and Mrs. Benjamin 
Guinness, and articles by Mrs. W. Astor Chanler, Lady 
Colebrooke, Mrs. George Gould and other society people 
are scheduled for the near future. There is no lack of 
ability on the part of the exclusive classes to support 
such a magazine, but of course the question may soon 
arise whether these people will really like a magazine of 
society people, by society people for society people so 
well as they like certain periodicals which are run and 
written mainly by professional journalists and writers. 
A magazine was once started in England to be “written 
by gentlemen for gentlemen,” it is still in existence, but 
in the respect of its editors, contributors and subscribers 
it does not now differ from a good many other periodicals. 
A considerable difficulty, it would seem, must attend the 
restriction of the circulation of such a magazine to society 
people. Society itself does not always perfectly agree on

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. THROUGH THE CourRTEsy of the school committee of 
Boston and Rev. Fr. Hickey, supervisor of parochial 
schools, the Women’s Municipal League has been able to 
recruit thousands of crusaders in the campaign to exter- 
minate the rat. Circulars are being distrbuted through 
the school children of Greater Boston to thousands of 
Boston families, who are urged to join forces in the 
campaign. To emphasize the menace of the rat and to 
enliven the campaign of extermination the league has 
designated February 13 as Rat Day. Cash prizes are 
offered to the person bringing in the most dead rats to 
each of the several sanitary stations designated and a 
grand prize of $100 will be paid the person bringing in 
the greatest number of dead rodents in the city. The 
circulars, which the league is distributing through the 
school children, are printed in three foreign languages as 
vell as in English. The results obtained through the en- 
listment of the school children will unquestionably be far 
-eaching. The campaign against the rat has a tremendous 
economic and health value. It deserves unstinted sup- 
nort. Mrs.°Leatherbee’s talk at Beverly Farms two 
weeks ago published in full in the issue of January 19, 
was very convincing as to the great work being done by 
the Women’s Municipal League along this line. 


FEBRUARY HAs CoME again. The worst month in 
the vear for all business men on the Shore and _ partic- 
ularly those connected with the building trades. Herein 
lays a secret. Now is the time to make summer plans 
and to do your spring work. February is just as good 
a month to plan as March and the contractors and _ busi- 
ness men can meet the demands made better now and 
give better prices at this time of the year than at any 
other season. It will be a good time to look over your 
office, order your season’s printing, make plans for sum- 
mer building operations, send orders to the gardeners to 
do early spring work, clean up the stable, care for the 
harness, overhaul the motors and to begin operations on 
building changes. There are many skilful men who 
should be at work these winter days. Business men an! 
owners of estates, who have learned the’secret of early 
plans for work. have learned one of the secrets of domes- 
tic and business preparedness. 


Some Criticisms have been made of the delays at 
the postoffice in Boston by several objectors. There are 
many reasons for delays for which the postmasters and 
the employees of the department are not responsible. 
Many times delays that are due to personal negligence are 
attributed to the postoffice department. A _ forgotten 
letter, found in a pocket of one’s clothes, has been the 
experience of all. The whole discussion only brings out 
with increasing clearness the adequacy of the postoffice 
service which the North Shore enjoys, 
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THe Beverty Y. M. C. A. has effectually met the 
needs of the young men of the city and has proven itself 
a long needed and much appreciated institution. Under 
the leadership of Edgar J. McGill, the president of the 
corporation, and David Black, the secretary, great pro- 
gress has been made. Mr. Black by his efficiency has met 
the business situation with skill and by his pleasant per- 
sonality has been able to win the affections of the young 
men who are associated with him. The financial needs 
of the institution are met by voluntary gifts, dormitory 
rentals and from membership fees. Anyone seeking to 
expend money for a philanthropic purpose would do well 
to investigate the needs of the Beverly Y. M.C. A. All 
men are eligible to membership and can in this way by 
their membership fees increase the funds of the organiza- 
tion and by their influence increase the sphere of work of 
the association. An efficiency campaign is to be inaug- 
urated in the five days from February 13 to February 17, 
and the enthusiastic young men on the teams should be 
able to secure five hundred new members. The associa- 
tion needs the members and the men of Beverly and the 
surrounding district need the Y. M. C. A. Everyone in- 
terested in the social betterment problems of the North 
Shore will heartily support Mr. McGill and Mr. Black in 
the campaign under way. 


Many NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS are apparently 
alarmed over possible interpretations of the Bourne law, 
so-called, passed by Congress in 1912 as a rider to the 
postofhce appropriation bill. The bill was designed to 
limit the use of the press by politicians influencing voting 
at primary or other elections and provided for the desig- 
nation of all political advertising as such. Many news- 
papers fear a broader application of the Bourne law 
which would strike at the very news columns of the pub- 
lications. It is pointed out that the real estate, automo- 
bile, theatrical, insurance, and even the baseball pages 
might be subject to a broad interpretation of the bill. It 
is 1mpossible to legislate for control of the press without 
directly affecting the reading public, the formidable ele- 
ment which politicians should hesitate to offend.

in danger of a combined movement being some day made 
to crush us out. Now, scarcely 20 years after the war, 
we seem to have forgotten the lessons it taught, and are 
going on as if inthe greatest security, without the power to 
resist an invasion by the fleets of fourth-rate European 
powers for a time until we could prepare for them. We 
should have a good navy, and our sea-coast defences 
should be put in the finest possible condition. Neither of 
these cost much when it is considered where the money 
goes, and what we get in return. Money expended in a 
fine navy, not only adds to our security and tends to pre- 
vent war in the future, but is very material aid to our 
commerce with foreign nations in the meantime. Money 
spent upon sea-coast defences is spent among our own 
peonle, and all goes back again a'rong the people. The 
work accomplished, too, like that of the navy, gives us a 
feeling of security.” This little sermon on preparedness 
was written a little over thirty years ago by former Presi- 
dent Grant in summing up his personal history of the 
Civil War. The danger Grant foresaw in 1885 is even 
more apparent in 1917.

McKINLEY ANNIVERSARY 


PATRIOTIC ORDERS IN MANCHESTER 
Honor THE MEMORY OF 
MMARTYRED PRESIDENT. 


Members of Col. H. P. Woodbury 
eamip, S: of V., Allen post, G. A. R., 
and Allen Relief corps met in G. A. 
R., hall, Manchester, on Tuesday eve- 
ning to do honor to the memory of 
President McKinley in accordance 
with their annual custom. The meet- 
ing was opened by Camp Commander 
(Charles E. Bell, who turned the con- 
duct of the exercises over to. Mrs. 
Jeffrey S. Reed, patriotic instructor of 
the relief corps. The program open- 
ed with the singing of “Lead, Kindly 
Light,” the martyred president’s fav- 
orite hymn. A reading by Miss Mary 
FE. Morgan followed. 

Alfred S. Jewett, patriotic instruc- 
tor of Allen post, delivered an en- 
comium to the memory of President 
McKinley. “It is fitting that gather- 
ing like this be held to keep alive the 
memory of the men who have stood 
for so much in our nation. Former 
Governor Hughes of New York in a 
recent address emphasized the value 
cf studying American history and its 
importance to those who have newly 
become citizens of our land. It isa 
duty of the Sons of Veterans that 
they foster the movement to cherish 
the institutions which stand for most 
in our history. It is for that reason 
that we think it worth while to gather 
here this evening to do honor to the 
memory of William McKinley.” Mr. 
Jewett then sketched briefly the life 
of the former president, and touched 
upon an incident in the battle of 
Cedar Creek which was the motif for 
the poem, “Sheridan’s Ride.” = Wil- 
liam McKinley was an officer in that 
battle. Mr. Jewett and Edward 
Hooper of Manchester took part in 
the fighting near Cedar Creek. Con- 
tinuing he said, 

“No man possessed a kindlier nature 
nor. stood for more democratic ideas 
than did Lincoln, Garfield and Mc- 
Kinley. Yet these presidents, who 
were perhaps the most friendly to 
labor and to the cause of the people, 
were struck down by representatives 
of the ‘people’ as tyrants.” 

Mr. Jewett referred to the struggle 
in Europe in which he said the sym- 
pathies of the majority of Americans 
were with the Allies because they 
were believed to represent the ideals 
cf democracy as opposed to the mon- 
archial form of government. “But- 
ton of Bronze,” was read by John L. 
Frest in an impressive manner. 

Edwin P. Stanley, Jr. vice dept. 
commander, paid a tribute to McKin- 
ley. “It is custom of democracies to 
recognize their leaders,” he said, “and 
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J. A. Conley, Mer.

MINING FEVER 


MaAnNcHESTER PropL—E Have BEEN 

BITTEN BY THE MINING Bue. 
_ Since the sudden rise in value of 
the stock of the Iron ‘Cap ‘Copper Co., 
which was largely officered by Man- 
‘chester men and in which many Man- 
chester people were — stockholders, 
there has been a good deal of interest 
taken in certain likely mining stocks 
by Manchester people. Recalling the 
neat sums realized by the holders of 
the Iron ‘Cap stock others have fol- 
lowed with interest the organization 
of the Gold Cup Mining Co. of which 
Howard L. Winchester, a Manchester 
man, is president. Mr. Winchester, 
who played an important part in the 
reorganization of the Iron Cap ‘Cop- 
per Co., is the moving spirit of the 
new venture. 

The Gold ‘Cup property is located 
one mile from Central City, Colorado, 
in the midst of a valuable mining ter- 
ritory and 38 miles from Denver. 
Through mismanagement of former 
ewners it had never advanced much 
beyond the prospect stage, according 
to the present owners. The present 
company has been thoroughly  re- 
crganized and the debts of the former 
stockholders taken care of. At pres- 
ent, although still in a development 
stage it is paying the expenses of 
working. The stock of the company 
has a par value of one dollar and un- 
der the plan of reorganization but 
little stock has found its way to the 
market. Much of that which has 
been offered for sale has been snapped 
up by Manchester people. 

Speaking of the eagerness of peo- 
ple to buy the stock Mr. Winchester 
said there was danger of purchasers 
rushing: in with the idea that the mine 
was a-“sure thing.” He said that 
while the reports of the engineers 
were highly favorable it must be re- 
membered that the property was still 
in the development stage and its fu- 
ture value largely a chance. 

In Central City the Gold Cup mine 
is called the best prospect around. 
William Cooper, the Denver Mining 
engineer who made the report on the 
mine on Oct. 20, 1916, said, “The 
Buckeye shaft has a showing ‘of 
smelting ore two feet wide and the 
Winze shaft has a three-foot show- 
ing. Both shafts have the same 
walls, the same course and the same 
dip.

is not again likely to be low priced or 
over produced. The large lead areas 
of this country seem to have been 
discovered and opened up to the ex- 
tent that today production and con- 
sumption are on such a basis that good 
judges believe lead will not again sink 
to its former price, or anything like 
it 

The Gold Cup Mining Co.’s stock 
is said to be the best buy on the Bos- 
ton curb today, according to the “wise 
ones” and many Manchester people 
are among them. 

Mr. Winchester, the president ot 
the Gold Cup, was until recently a 
salesman for the Valvoline Oil Co. of 
30ston. His many interests outside 
led him to resign from the sales force 
of the Valvoline about the time he 
assumed charge of the affairs of the 
Gold Cup. So highly did the officials 
of the Valvoline Oil Co. regard his 
services, however, that they still pay 
kim a big salary and allow him to de- 
vote his entire time to his other inter- 
ests. One of the companies Mr. Win- 
chester is interested in is Winchester, 
Hayden, Powell, Inc., recently organ- 
ized to handle investments. The new 
company has already engaged in sev- 
eral profitable transactions.

Funps RaisEp By LECTURE ON WAR 

Hosprtats BY Miss WINTHROP. 

A plea for diet delicacies for the 
soldiers of France was made by Miss 
Clara Winthrop at an illustrated lec- 
ture in Manchester Town hall on Fri- 
day evening of last week. ‘Conditions 
in the French military hospitals and 
life in the cities of the war zone were 
graphically described by Miss Win- 
throp. Her talk dealt largely with 
her personal experiences and obser- 
vations. 

She praised the spirit of the nurses 
of France, who, she said, are not as 
well trained as our American nurses, 
but make up for that by their devo- 
tion to their patients. The delicacies 
needed by the wounded French sol- 
diers in the hospitals are not what we 
think of as delicacies, she said, but 
are rather necessities. All of the 
coffee is served without sugar or 
cream. War bread is the chief arti- 
cle of diet. The French people are 
used to having the bare necessities of 
life and do not complain, but the 
soldier whose health must be built up 


trenches needs the nourishment pro- 
vided by articles of diet not included 
in the military hospitals. 

Miss Winthrop told of the difh- 
culty experienced in preparing the 
food for the soldiers in the hospital 
where she served. There were no 
facilities for cooking and only one 
fire was kept in the big establishment, 
a former hotel. Coal was $40 a ton. 
The soldiers made no complaint of 
the food and found no fault if certain 
ones were favored in the diet. They 
were more particular to have cigar- 
ettes and native wine regularly than 
they were about their food. Their 
diet seldom varied and the eternal 
sameness of it took away their appe- 
tites. 

The men were inclined to joke 
about their wounds. One soldier 
whose leg was torn away had a dozen 
drains in it. He laughingly pointed 
tc them remarking that his leg looked 
like a pipe organ and that he thought 
he could play a tune upon it. The 
soldiers enjoyed their newspapers. 
which, Miss Winthrop said, were not 
as exciting as American newspapers, 


note writing. 

The first year of the war the diet 
of the hospitals included some of the 
articles now classed as delicacies, but 
now everything is too high. Miss — 
Winthrop told of purchasing diet 
delicacies for some of the dangerous- 
ly wounded of the soldiers from 
money sent to her by friends in 
America. The lot of the English 
soldier was rose-strewn compared 
with that of the Frenchman. The 
French soldier receives four cents a 
day and the English soldier receives 
a dollar. England’s overseas troops 
from Canada and Australia receive 
$1,25 a day and are able to purchase 
what they need outside of the regular 
ciet in the numerous shops. 

Miss Winthrop related experiences 
as a guardian of a convoy of conval- 
escents. She used to take them to the 
beach in the afternoon and_ they 
would play like children upon the- 
sand. She taught them the good 
American game of poker and they 
were delighted with it.

Tue Presipent Has Given EvipENcE of great 
patience in dealing with the foreign situation and the 
change of conditions in the last week has served to rally 
everyone to his support without regard to party lines. 
He is right, of course, in the action which he has taken. 
His message to Congress is temperate and worthy of the 
traditions of our great republic. The United States does 
not wish war. It does not believe in war. Our course 
with Mexico demonstrates that and our patience with the 
European situation also gives evidence to it. “The sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations with a nation, usually, is 
followed by war, but it need not necessarily be the case 
this time. If Germany commits no overt act of war the 
status quo will be maintained, but if German submarines 
should attack one American ship contrary to the inter- 
national laws expressed by the President and if there is 
a loss of life there will be no other course open to our 
Government but to maintain our position and the cause 
of humanity by all of the means of protection at our dis- 
posal. The action of Germany with regard to the Hous- 
atonic is the most hopeful of all of the signs. The 
American ship was sunk and damages may be claimed, 
but the commander of the submarine was careful to ob- 
serve all the amenities of the situation, warning the com- 
mander and caring for the lives of the crew. If Ger- 
many has made a mistake and does not desire war with 
the United States it will be possible for that nation to 
keep out of war with the United States by refraining 
from acts of war upon our ships upon peaceful errands 
in the danger zone. It is evident that to avert war Ger- 
many will be forced to abandon the war zone policy. Will 
she do this? That is the present situation and the great 
evestton! There will be no more exchange of notes nor 
of opinions between the Imperial German Government 
and the United States Government. Germany can 
rescind its message by actions. Let it be sincerely hoped 
that peace may be maintained and that Germany will re- 
fain from any hostile act. War is undesirable and brute 
foree eon never make right; but America cannot afford 
to sacrifice all that it has won in the name of honor, 
Vherty, righteousness and law for the sake of peace. 
Peace may be bought at too high a price.

sympathy with the governmental policy of the ruling 
dominant interests that have obtained control of the reins 
of power in that nation. Here is a distinction that is real 


‘and cannot be emphasized too much. 


Tue State DEPARTMENT has not only been embar- 
rassed by the western question during the week, but by 
the eastern question also. Japan, through her ambas- 


- sador, filed objections to a new land bill being considered

3ritain have suffered ‘a loss of only thirty-eight percent. 
Germany has just as much right to declare and maintain 
a blockade around Great Britain as Great Britain has to 
maintain a blockade around Germany. America has no 
quarrel on that score. America objects to the violation 
of international law and the laws of humanity in main- 
taining that blockade. If Great Britain announced a policy 
of ruthless warfare America could not but resent it and 
quickly take the same course of action it has taken with 
Germany. In 1812 Great Britain encroached upon the 
maritime rights of our nation and war was declared.

Congressman Gardner—Fighter

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OLLIER’S WEEKLY has “discovered” 

‘Congressman Augustus Peabody 
Gardner of Massachusetts. In a re- 
cent issue it devotes over two pages 
in telling its readers about the 6th 
District Representative in Washing- 
ton, who started the preparedness 
campaign which aroused the country 
to a realization of its comparative 
helplessness in the event of a war 
with a foreign foe. 

William Ilard, Collier's interview- 
er, expected to find Capt. Gardner 
with a green parasol, which Dame 
Rumor in Washington says he carries 
with him to the golf links, but when 
he bearded the preparedness lion in 
his Capitol den Mr. Hard failed to 
find the parasol or any indications of 
mollycoddleism. 

Instead, he found Mr. Gardner ar- 
rayed in his campaign armor and in a 
talkative mood. He learned many 
interesting things from this very in- 
teresting National character, who has 
defied party bosses, kicked over the 
party traces, differed from his dis- 
tinguished father-in-law, Senator 
Lodge, on more than one public oc- 
casion; demanded that President Wil- 
son break with Germany, declares 
that Josephus Daniels is somewhat of 
a joke as Secretary of the Navy, 
proves in his own way that the Army 
and the Navy are in no condition to 
vo into action against a first-class 
fcreign enemy, believes that Germany 
should be crushed and that Jim Mann 
the Republican leader, is not the per- 
son to martial the anti-Administration 
forces at the National capital. 


Mr. Hard begins his picture of 
Capt. Gardner as a staff officer under 
Gen. Wilson in the war with Spain 
by quoting what that officer said to 
him at the close of that war: 


“Captain Gardner, assistant adju- 
tant general, has been with me from 
the time of my arrival at Fort Thomas 
and has shown, from the first, un- 
usual aptitude for the duties of adju- 

tant general: but, in addition, he has 

tbat no opportunity to serve with the 
troops in the field. In the turning 
movement against Coavro he accom- 
panied Lieutenant Colonel Biddle 
with the Sixteenth Pennsylvania and 
displaved the highest courage and 
coolness under the close fire of the 
enemy.” 

“He began his historic attack on 
the unpreparedness of the the United 
States by rising in the House and 
saying,” says Collier’s: 
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Article by William Hard Reprinted 
from Collier’s Weekly of February 3 


““For a dozen years I have sat 
here like a coward, and I have listen- 
ed to men say that in time of war we 
could depend for our defense on the 
National Guard, and I have known 
all the time that it was not so. I am

“*The truth is that each one of us 
is afraid that the National Guard in 
He district would say: “Why, that man 

Gardner says I am no good. I will 
teach him.” 


‘“*So I have been afraid, all these. 


dozen years, to turn around and say 
to the National Guard in my district: 
“We cannot depend on the greater 
part of the National Guard to do ef- 
fective service in time of war against 
really trained troops.” In all the 
dozen years I have known that fact, 
till this minute I have not said so.’ 

“Diogenes could have found a fi- 
xancially honest man in a minute. 
‘The protraction of his labors must 
have been due to the fact that he was 
looking for a mentally honest man. 
Gardner certainly comes a whole lot 
nearer qualifying than most. of us.’ 

Mr. Hard declares, after visiting 
Congressman Gardner’s office in the 
‘Capitol, that he runs a political de- 
partment store which vearns to satisfy 
every individual peculiarity in the 6th 
Massachusetts. 

Hee needs  toxrun- it;’ -says~ the 
writer. “The fact is that his moments 
of wanting to be independent and of 
wanting to indulge himself in the lux- 
ury of being a bit unpopular come 
upon him rather frequently. It is not 
heroism. He says it isn’t, and it isn’t. 
The trouble is, I judge, deeper. It 
is candor. A man may cure himself 
of heroism, but he can never cure 
himself of candor. The same mental 
honesty which drives Gardner to make 
confessions of cowardice also drives 
him, as in the matter of immigration, 
to make confessions of faith and then 
to fight for that faith—often with dis- 
astrous results. 


“The immigration matter. shows 
Gardner’s character thoroughly. Gard. 
ner agrees with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. He thinks that immi- 
eration should be checked and even 
check rated. So thinking, he = ac- 
cumulated a couple of filing cabinets 
and a couple of clipping books on im- 
migration, learned to tell the differ- 
ence between a Slovak and a Slovene 
during periods of high visibility, and 
started in. 

“A loving fellow congressman ask- 


ed him later, on the floor of the- 
House of Representatives, in a tone 
of solicitous curiosity, whether or not 
he had been able to detect any effect 
produced upon his candidacy for gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts by his advo- 
cacy of immigration restriction. This 
was Gardner’s cue to rise to mountain 
tops of noble confidence in the final 
intelligence of the Amercian people | 
and to cry: “Right will ultimately pre- 
vail.’ - But Gardner hasn’t the faint- 
est notion whether Right will ulti- 
mately prevail or not. Neither, foi 
that matter has anybody else. But 
Gardner knows he hasn’t. He rose 
and addressed himself realistically to 
the facts of history and simply and 
happily said: ‘Il was the worst-beaten 
man that ever ran.’ 

“Besides the uncounted numbers of 
official documents and of official let- 
ters which are franked and cost noth- 
ing for postage, Gardner’s depart- 
ment store sends out some 15,000 — 
other nonofficial letters annually that- 
require real stamps. 
official and nonofficial, 
sires to see with his own eyes and to 
sign with his own hand. His theory 
about it is a true, precise New Eng- 
land theory. Most men are more 
zealous to dictate their letters than — 
to correct and revise and sign them. 
Gardner reverses the process. He 


lets his office do all it can of the labor 


of dictating (under general instruc- 
tions), but he wants to see the final 
result in every case and to know just 
what has been said and to see for him- 
self just how it looks on the page and _ 
to give it an ultimate personal im- 
yrovement and an ultimate personal 
‘Augustus Peabody Gardner’ 
ii departs irrevocably on its way to 
the angry fisherman. 

“Joseph Peabody, Gardner’s great- 
grandfather, was an excellent speci-_ 
men of the American shipowner. of 
the last part of the eighteenth century. 
He not only built and freighted ships, 
but he served in his own person as an 
officer of privateers during the War — 
of 1812. He was a merchant-marine _ 
enthusiast and capitalist who marined 
—and who did it where it was wet. 

“Of such stock does Gardner come, 
and he looks it as he sits signing let- 
ters which have been brought to him 
from his office in the Capitol to his 
desk in his library.”

and his irony or “cynicism” or mental 
honesty makes him study it without 
any illusions, on its own individual 
merits; and so he arrives at an inde- 
pendence which is absolutely incalcul- 
able and unpredictable. 

“T sum him up: Augustus Peabody 
Gardner, a hard-headed, hard-hitting 
man, whose principal occupation is 
daring the electorate of the Sixth 
Massachusetts to catch him napping 
and fire him, but whose mere self-re- 
spect and native courage are constant- 
ly getting him into fights, whereupon 
he fires all guns—r2-inch and spit— 
till the decks are awash and would 
rather go down to the strains of 
‘This Is the End of a Perfect Day’ 
than ‘My ‘Country, ’Tis of Thee’ for 
fear somebody might think Augustus 
Peabody Gardner was thinking him- 
self noble about it.”

ARBELLA CONCERT 


SPLENDID PRoGRAM OF PIANO MusIc 
From Wortp’s Best COMPOSERS. 
After declaring that the piano was 

not a good musical instrument, Le- 

land Hall, who directs the Arbella 


concerts in Manchester each season, 


preceeded to demonstrate to an ap- 
preciative audience last Saturday 
afternoon that it was capable of pro- 
ducing some wonderful. harmony in 
the hands of the proper person. Mr. 
Hall was the only entertainer of the 
afternoon and mingled with his pleas- 
ing playing an informal lecture on 
music, particularly that written for 
the piano. He sketched the history 
of the development of the piano from 
the harpsichord of a few generations 
ago to the present excellent istru- 
ment. 

Bach, he eulogized as the greatest 
composer for the piano. He said 
Bach was the first to recognize the 
possibilities of the piano for harmony 
as second only to the orchestra and 
devoted almost his entire efforts to 
composing for that instrument. Early 
composers, he said, were limited by 
the mechanical defects of the instru- 
ment. 

Opening with a number from Bach 
to illustrate that composer’s concep- 
tion of the possibilities of the instru- 
ment, he passed to a Mozart Fantasia, 
bits of Shubert, Webber and Mendels- 
sohn, commenting upon the part each 
played in the development of music 
for the pianoforte. |Mendelssohn’s 


“Spinning Song” he pronounced to 


be characteristic of the composer. He 
illustrated the influence of the Italian 
composers upon piano music by ap- 
propriate numbers. 

Mr. Hall concluded his program 
with selections from the modern Rus- 
sian, Spanish and French composers. 
His audience reluctantly permitted 
him to close the program after a half 
dozen encores at the end.

MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD 


“WHat UncLE SAm Has Done For 
Porto Rico,” Tord By 
Byron REED. 


An island of over a million popula- 
tion of which only one-eighth of one 
percent had a chance for any sort of 
schooling was the condition of Porto 
Rico before the Spanish-American 
war. In 1910 an opportunity was 
given at least 30 percent of those of 
school age to obtain an education. 
This was a bit of the story of the pro- 
gress of the territory wrested from 
Spain by Uncle Sam as told by Byron 
Reed of Boston to the Manchester 
3rotherhood on Monday evening. 
Mr. Reed was formerly an instructor 
in the University of Porto Rico and 
previously in charge of one of the 
high schools on the island. 

It was planned to illustrate Mr. 
Reed’s lecture with the stereopticon, 
but owing to the storm Monday eve- 
ning he was unable to make proper 
connections in time to reach his office 
and obtain his slides before his train 
left for Manchester. By this apt per- 
sonal anecdotes of the people of the 


island Mr. Reed made up for the lack — 


of screen illustrations. 

He sketched the history of the is- 
land briefly from the time Columbus 
touched there on his second voyage 
across the Atlantic, the subjugation 
of the natives, the subsequent failure 
of attempts to Christianize them and 


their ultimate extermination. Previ- 


ous to the Spanish-American war 
Porto Rico had been given a constitu- 
tion and a form of government by the 
Spaniards and had held a partial elec- 
tion, but had made little progress 
towards self-government. America’s 
first act towards Porto Rico was 
shortly after the war of 1812 when 
Admiral Porter wiped out the pirates 
who were operating in the West In- 
dies and earned the gratitude of the 
Spanish authorities. After that, how- 
ever, as far as America was concern- 
ed Porto Rico was forgotten until 
Sampson sailed his fleet into San Juan 
harbor during the Spanish-American 
war and shelled the town “for target 
practice.” | Porto Rico had changed 
but little in 400 years until after the 
Spanish-American war. In fact, to- 
day, Mr. Reed said, there is little 
change in the country back a few 
miles inland. The coast cities, how- 
ever, are quite advanced. 

The first act of the Americans af- 
ter taking possession of the island 
was to release all political prisoners 
and next to establish trial by jury. A 
great deal of trouble was experienced 
in harmonizing the existing law of 
Spain with the common law of Eng- 
land and the statutes of the United 
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States. Mr. Reed related an amus-

WOMAN’S CLUB 


WINTHROP PACKARD TALKED TO 
MEMBERS ON BriRD PROTECTION. 


Winthrop Packard, secretary oi 
the Mass. Audubon society, was the 
speaker at the meeting of the Men- 
chester Woman’s club in the Congl. 
chapel on Tuesday afternoon. His 
subject was “Birds.” A number of 
pupils of the Geo. A. Priest school 
and the Story High school were pres- 
ent as guests of the club. 

Mr. Packard in speaking of the 
study of birds said that it began in 
this country with the coming of the 
white man. “The Pilgrim Fathers 
in that spring at Plymouth welcomed 
the robin as he came north with the 
opening of the season. They immedi- 
ately recognized him and named him 
the ‘American Robin.’ The bluebird, 
dropping down suddenly from the 
blue sky on a spring day that same 
year, was immediately named from 
his appearance. From the first, men 
have tried to put the music of the 
bird to words. In the Dorchester 
‘backwoods’ where I was brought up 
they say the robin used to sing to the 
country doctor. His song was ‘kill 
‘im, cure ’im, give him physic.’ In 
Florida I was told that the meadow 
lark sang this to the lazy farmer, 
‘laziness will kill you, laziness will 
kill you!’ The song of the white 
throated sparrow, which comes in the 
early spring and spends the summer 
in Canada, is variously interpreted. 
We know him by that name and his 
song, fading away on the last notes, 
sounds to us like, ‘Oh, my, happiness, 
happiness, etc.’ Up in New Hamp- 
shire they know him as the ‘Peabody 
bird’ and they say his song is “Oh, 
Sam Peabody, Peabody, etc.’ In 
Canada his song is ‘My sweet, Can- 
ada, Canada, etc.; and he is called the 
Canada bird. The arrangement of 
words to bird music serves a useful 
purpose. The rhythm of the bird 
song suggests the phrase and the 
phrase the name of the bird. In this 
way we are able to recognize the bird 
by his song. 

“Birds appeal to the poetic and 
aesthetic side of our natures, but they 
also have a great economic value as 
insect eaters. Few of us realize that 
the chickadees, tree sparrows, wood- 
peckers, and junkos destroy tremend- 
ous amounts of insect eggs during the 
winter. A chickadee will eat 8,000 
gypsy moth eggs in a day. He has 
learned to like them. The birds of 
Masachusetts on a bright summer day 
will eat 27,000 bushels of insects. . If 
all of the birds were to leave Massa- 
chusetts, in a year it would be a 
desert. The pestiverous insects, 
which cause us enough trouble as it 
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is would eat the land bare in a sum- 
mer and man would be compelled to 
desert the state.” 


Mr. Packard told of the extinction 
of the Passenger pigeon and the 
Labrador duck, which were wiped 
out largely through ignorance. He 
urged the feeding of birds in winter 
when the ground was covered with 
snow and the insect larvae were 
frozen. He suggested the placing of 
bird houses on posts to attract the 
bluebird, the woodpecker, the wren 
and other housing birds, which ex- 
tensive tree culture has deprived of 
their sheltering places in early spring. 
He also urged the building of bird 
baths where summer birds might 
bathe and drink. He favored the 
organization of children into junior 
Audubon societies. Following the talk 
a victrola selection of bird songs was 
given. 

Announcement was made of the 
next club meeting, which will be the 
annual gentlemen’s night, in Town 
hall.

Mrs. Pauline Agassiz Shaw, long considered Boston’s 
greatest woman philanthropist, the widow of Quincy 
Adams Shaw, died last Saturday at her residence at 24: 
Perkins street, Jamaica Plain. Mrs. Shaw had been ill 
from pneumonia and the reports regarding her condition 
had caused anxiety as to the outcome of her illness. Mrs. 
Shaw was, before her marriage, Miss Pauline Agassiz, 
the daughter of Professor Louis Agassiz, of Cambridge, 
the distinguished Swiss scientist. To Mrs. Shaw Boston 
owes its well organized kindergarten system; its day 
nurseries; its Ruggles Street Neighborhood House; its 
Civic Service House. Besides these philanthropies were 
many lesser charities which reach almost every possible 
case of need. The North Bennett Street Industrial School 
also had numbered her among its notable benefactors and 
she was instrumental in aiding its establishment. The 
Kindergarten for the Blind long enlisted her strong sym- 
pithy and aid. Her late husband’s wealth, coming from 
the Calumet & Hecla mines, made it possible for her to 
meet almost any call that came to her, but greater than 
the expenditure of money was the heart and soul interest 
she gave to all this work. In doing all this, Mrs. Shaw 
remained the ideal American matron and mother, cher- 
ishing and illustrating the belief that the home and chil- 
dren demand a woman’s first care. She made her home 
the greater part of the year in Jamaica Plain, where her 
estate overlooks Jamaica Pond. She and her late hus- 
band long had a summer residence at Pride’s ‘Crossing, 
known as “‘Commons.” Mrs. Shaw is survived by two 
sons and two daughters, who are: Mrs. L. Carteret Fenno, 
of Rowley, who before her marriage was Miss Pauline 
Shaw; Quincy A. Shaw, of Boston and Pride’s Crossing ; 
Mrs. M. Graeme Haughton, of Boston and Pride’s Cross- 
ing, who was formerly Miss Marian Shaw, and Robert 
Gould Shaw, 2d, who lives in Newton Centre.

The New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company has just 
issued the third of a series of nine 
bulletins warning people of the dan- 
ger of trespassing on the railroad 
tracks. 20,000 copies of each bulletin, 
180000 in all, are being distributed 
in factories, schools, stations, freight 
houses, cabooses, crossing cabins, sec- 
tion houses, work trains, shops, car 
inspection cabins, interlocking towers, 
telegraph poles, and all conspicuous 
places along the lines of the railroad. 
The text of the latest bulletin is as 
follows: 

In the last three years 442 persons, 
who ventured without authority on 
the tracks and property of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad, were killed and 394 injured. 
These lives were lost because these 
persons needlessly exposed them- 
selves to the danger of death or in- 
jury by making use of railroad

much destruction, and its fires are so 
directly associated with carlessness 
that it has been deemed necessary to 
issue a special warning to the people 


of the United States. Because of 
their convenience, small electric de- 
vices, such as pressing irons, curling 
irons, toasters, electric pads of- blan- 
kets, electric plate warmers and elec- 
tric sterilizers or heaters are now to 
be found in almost every community. 
If these were used with proper care, 
the danger would be negligible, but, 
unfortunately, a portion of their users 
does not realize the peril of leaving 
them in circuit when not in use. In 
such cases these devices tend to be- 
come overheated, whereupon they are 
likely to set fire to anything combus- 
tible with which they are in contact. 

“Most of these fires are small, but 
the aggregate loss is large and occa- 
sional instances show extensive dam- 
age, as in the case of the $350,000 
fire in the Boston residence of ex- 
Governor Draper; this was traced to 
an electric plate warmer in the but- 
ler’s pantry. 

“Fires of this class furnish a spe- 
cial peril of life, being most frequent 
in dwellings and often breaking out 
at night. A characteristic example 
is that in which an electric pressing

iron is left upon the ironing board, 
with the current turned on, and then 
forgotten. In such a case the fire 
may not occur until some hours later. 
‘ihe burning of the residence of John 
Wanamaker, several years ago, was 
due to an electric pressing iron. 

“That this form of hazard is al- 
ready assuming large proportions ap- 
pears from the statistics. For ex- 
‘ample, the Acturial bureau of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters in 
one day noted approximately one 
hundred reports of fires from this 
cause, out of a total of two thousand 
losses in the day’s report, and it esti- 
mates that small electrical devices are 
causing fires at the rate of 30,06c or 
more in the course of a year. 

“Tt is safe to say that most of these 
fires are entirely preventable and can 
be charged to nothing but careless- 
ness on the part of the user. Vari- 
ous ‘safety’ devices have been added 
by certain of the manufacturers of 
these articles, and among them are 
some that are fairly effective, but 
there is one absolute precaution which 
should be borne in mind at all times 
by every user, namely, that of shut- 
ting off the current when not person- 
ally and continuously supervising the 
use.

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Report of Special Commission on Constabulary and 
State Police---A Summary of the Recommendations 


THE ESTABLISHMENT of a state-wide police system embracing every police activity in 
the commonwealth, under the authority of a state commissioner of police. The commis- 
sioner to appoint not more than five (5) deputy commissioners; each deputy commissioner to 
have charge, under the commissioner, ot some special branch or department of police work 
common to the entire State. 
‘He STATE TO BE DIVIDED into five administrative districts, each in charge of a dis- 
trict commissioner resident in the district, arid appointable by the state commissioner. Func- 
tion of district commissioners to be supervisory connecting links between state and local auth- 
oriues. Function of deputy commissioners to be personal departmental assistants with duties in 
the state at large. 
THE DISTRICT POLICE TO BE ABOLISHED, its detective division and other police 
functions taken over by the state commissioner of police, and its inspectorial duties trans- 
ferred to the existing state department or departments best fitted to handle them. 
METROPOLITAN PARK POLICE to be continued under administration of Metropolitan 
park commission, but subject to authority of state commissioner of police. 
LL, CITY AND TOWN POLICE and police chiefs appointable by local authority as at 
present, but subject to approval and removal by state commissioner under civil service rules. 
Alt POLICE IN ALL CITIES and towns to be placed under civil service. 


POLICE COMMISSIONER OF BOSTON to be ex-officio district commissioner also of one 
of the five state divisions to be known as “The metropolitan district” and to comprise 
Boston and the adjacent territory now known as the Metropolitan district. 
POLICE COMMISSION OF FALL RIVER to be relieved of its police duties, but to con- 
~ tinue its handling of excise matters. Police head and other officials to be appointed by 
‘mayor or city government, subject to approval of state commissioner as in case of all other 
‘cities and towns. 
MILITIA TO BE RELIEVED OF THE USUAL STRIKE, strike-riot, and other police 
work to which it is now liable, and to be subject hereafter for internal state service only 
upon call of the governor in time of grave public danger. 
OLICE DUTIES OF WHICH THE MILITIA is relieved to be undertaken by an organ- 
ization of mounted and unmounted policemen, to be designated by the state commissioner 
of police from ranks of city policemen now in active service, but to remain in respective 
cities until called for emergency service. 
SUMMER CAMP TO BE ESTABLISHED for two weeks’ annual training of city police 
as above, and for such other detachments as commissioner may elect. 
HE GRADUAL DEVELOPMENT of an automobile and motorcycle rural patrol, whose 
principal function shall be the patrolling of highways, the enforcement of automobile laws, 


the protection of thinly populated sections, and the prevention and prosecution of rural crime 
in cooperation with local authorities.

Ass’n, has sent out the following 
letter: 
“Mrs. Catt, our National Presi- 


dent, has called a meeting of the Na- 
tional Executive Council in Washing- 
ton on Feb. 23, 24 and 25th, to con- 
sider how the Suffragists can best 
serve their country in the event of a 
national crisis. We have a nation- 
wide organization of two million 
women representing every Congres- 
sional district. By holding ourselves 
in readiness and working together we 
may turn this strength to some one 
great and intelligent service to our 
nation. Since the council is to meet 
so soon, the State Board has voted to 
recommend that our members carry 
forward their usual activities until 
this convention has met, and in the 
meantime to hold fast their American 
ideals and to keep calm and steady. 
This is a time when our country has 
need of level heads as well as cour- 
ageous hearts.” 


The Massachusetts delegates to the 
council at Washington are Miss 
Rlackwell and Mrs. Teresa Crowley: 
and all the states will be represented. 


President Wilson, in these days of 
strain and stress, has found tine to 
send to Dr. Anna Shaw, honorarv 
president of the National Suffrage 
association, a letter of congratulation 
on her seventieth birthday. He said: 
“You certainly have many years ot 
self-sacrificine work to look back up- 
on with pride and satisfaction,” etc. 
When Dr. Shaw’s work began the

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PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 


OBSERVANCE OF 20TH ANNIVERSARY 


oF MorHers’ CONGRESS AND 
CuiInp WELFARE Work. 
A well attended and _ interesting 


meeting of the Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation was held in Price school hall, 
Manchester, on Monday _ evening. 
Despite another gathering the same 
evening there was a large audience. 
The occasion was the observance of 
the 20th anniversary of the beginning 
of the Mothers’ Congress and Child 
Welfare work. The speakers were 
Mrs. Grace K. Beaton of Manchester 
and Mrs. C. Neal Barney of Lynn. 
Mrs. Beaton gave a comprehensive 
and interesting sketch of the organ- 


ization from its inception. It had its 
erigin with Mrs. Theo. Barney of 
Washington and Mrs. © Phoebe 


Hearst of California and Washing- 
ton, who financed it through its first 
stages from their own private in- 
ocmes. 

“The organization has grown until 
it now covers 38 states,” she said, 
“and has enrolled 100,000 members 
The love of children and their wel- 
fare is the power that has stood be- 
hind this movement and is responsi- 
ble for its success. It is purely a 
work of love; none of its officers 
draws a salary and many of them in- 
ceed have spent large sums from 
their own incomes for the work; for 
instance, Mrs. Geo. Johnson of Phuila- 
delphia furnished all the funds for 
instituting the organization in her 
state. Last year Mrs. Porter organ- 
‘zed it in Texas and our Mrs. Mears 
in Maine. Our beloved president 
Mrs. Higgins has done a wonderful 
work.and no one will ever know how 
much of her own money has gone in- 
to it. The Congress of Mothers has 
seen a great opportunity in the pris- 
ons to separate erring children from 
hardened criminals and was respon- 
sible for passing a law allowing states 
to provide funds to enable dependent 
mothers, who otherwise would be 
obliged to send them away, to keep 
their children at home. This law has 
been adopted by 28 states.” 

Mrs. C. Neal Barney of Lynn, the 
next speaker, gave a most practical 
and helpful talk on “Discipline of the 
Child in the Home” and her words 
created a profound impression, 

. “When we speak of discipline,” she 
said, “we are.very apt to think it 
means punishment of some kind, but 
this is not necessarily so. It is true 
there are many cases when it should 
“ean punishment, but generally speak- 
ing it means something broader and 
Jarger than that; discipline means

All who know Mr 
Elliott, and he is well known on our Shore, appreciate 
the rare talents of diplomacy, energy, industry and pa- 
tience he has brought to the task of unravelling the dif- 
ficulties of the New Haven road and keeping its mam- 
moth transportation business moving.

Tue Inasitity oF A REPuBLIC to rise to a serious 
situation has been very evident during the last month, for 
up until Monday of this week with a hostile and intelli- 
vent enemy awaiting prey in the open sea our shipping 
list has been published with brazen stupidity. There is 
no censorship that could stop such news being printed 
and if one paper printed the news all could as well. How- 
ever, American loyalty has arisen to the occasion and in 
the absence of an intolerable censorship a mutual interest 
has been taken in the matter and the news does not now 
reach the printed page. This is as it should be. Patriot- 
ism consists of other things besides speechmaking and 
parades. 


ONE oF THE GREATEST AGENCIES for usefulness in 
the life of the City of Boston is the Legal Aid society 
which was organized with the simple purpose of affording 
the poor of the city a bureau to which they might appear 
for advice and council in matters which may annoy them. 
The organization has saved many a worthy man from an 
unfortunate entanglement. The lawyers of the city have. 
been friendly and to their good will much of the success 
of the organization is due. 


Tue SuHor DEALERS Argk THOROUGHLY ALARMED now 
over the shortage of leather for shoe materials. The 
European difficulties made the situation tense, but the 
present Germanic exploit has shut off the supply of hides 
and the leather substitute will become for many not a 
possible economy, but a necessity. 


Joun L. Satonstatt, of Boston and Beverly 
Fars, has been chosen the leader of the New England. 
Division of the Red Cross society. He will bring to this im- 
portant position his natural enthusiasm and experience, 
New England is fortunate in obtaining such a leader. 
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Ir Is INTERESTING, WuILE Tuts Crisis is. perplex- 
ing us, to get the Canadian point of view. The Toronto 
Mail and Empire says that the aid of the United States 
is not needed and if she enters the conflict it must be of 
her own sotion, not upon the solicitation of the Entente 
Powers. They can obtain the victory and reach the goal 
desired without our aid and do not wish to be hampered 
by American aid because that would mean the entrance 
of this government at the last hour. In short “They 
‘would be well pleased if the United States clung to its 
neutrality to the end of the Chapter.” The Entente wish 
us to be neutral, we wish to be neutral and Germany evi- 
dently would prefer to have us remain neutral, and it 1s 
a pity that the Central Powers cannot conduct their strife 
so that this Government can take the path that it chooses 
and all the world desires it to take. 


THe War Days PRESENT opportunities for heroic 
service as well as the days of peace. Among the heroines 
of the last months must be written the name of Mlle. 
Marcelle Semmer, who wears the military medal given 
by the Legion of Honor. Near the village of Eclusier, 
during the retreat from Charleroi, she opened the locks 
of the great canal, the waters rushed in and despite 
‘the heavy fire of the enemy she was able to escape with- 
cut injury after having thrown the key into water. A 
whole army corps were thus effectually delayed for 
twenty-four hours. The deeds of heroism are many in 
these dreadful days of stress and strain. 


Tuere ARE Hoperurt SicNs that one cannot fail to 
read and that is that now twenty-two days have passed 
since the War Zone decree was issued and that up to this 
date the German Imperial Government has shown no. in- 
clination to follow out its course of destruction as far 
as American ships are concerned, although any day the 
news may be sent over the wire that the fateful vessel 
has been sunk, and American lives have ‘been lost.  Pa- 
cifists and hyphenates may cry for peace when there is no 
peace. America has awakened to the fact that she has 
been sleeping alongside of a dormant volcano that may 
become active at any time. 


It Is Now DEFINITELY STATED by a reliable witness 
that the Deutchland is in Plymouth Harbor, England, 
with nearly two hundred other submarines. The Ameri- 
can public has never been informed by the English Gov- 
ernment of its success in stopping the submarine peril and 
because of the constant rumors that have been coming 
from abroad and the testimony of reliable witnesses and 
the decrease in the amount of tonnage now being sunk 
daily the American newspapers are giving credence to the 
report that England is successfully meeting the new situa- 
tion. 

Tue Penpinc Drrricutty with the German Imperial 
Government has brought the (Cape Cod Canal into promi- 
nence quite suddenly. Deputy United States Marshals 
will protect the bridges and waterways. In the event of 
a war this short waterway from Boston to New York 
would be very valuable. 


Tur GERMAN GOVERNMENT has earned a reputation 
for omniscience that is remarkable. It is now known that 
the engines of the interned steamer Cecilie were damaged 
by orders of that Government. 


| Tur Boston Transcript Has BEEN in no way timid 
in expressing its opinions on the foreign question and it 
summarizes its feelings in this sentence: “makes no dif- 
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ference, the Kaiser’s gotta quit kickin’ our dawg aroun’, 
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RoLAND D. SAWYER, A REPRESENTATIVE to our .Gen- 
eral Court, has announced himself in favor of an en- 
larged Governor’s Council with greater power than it 
now possesses. The suggestion involves the payment of 
a nominal salary, the provision that no member hold any 
other office in the state and that the terms of service be 
lengthened and the powers increased, thus providing -for 
an efficient State council of which board the Governor 
would be the president. In short the program is that of 
a government by a form of commission. It is evident 
that the coming Constitutional convention will discuss 
the advisability of continuing the Governor’s council... As 
it is now constituted it merely gives the members an hon- 
orary position without many powers. How to increase 
their powers and not handicap the executive is a problem 
much greater than would appear in Mr. Sawyer’s sugges- 
tion.

A Bit, Has BEEN INTRODUCED in the legislature that 
is of interest to every resident upon our Shore. By. it the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission is authorized. and 
directed to make a survey together with plans and, esti- 
mates of cost, and report to the legislature in Ig18 on a 
shore road along the Salem Harbor from Palmer’s. cove 
and continuing to Lafayette street nearly opposite the 
Lead works; and continuing along Forest River to a 
point on Loring avenue in Salem north of the pumping 
station. The new road appears desirable and will have 


the support of many persons resident in Salem and on 
the North Shore.

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MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD 


ALFRED S. JEWETY TELLS WHAT 
Pusiic SERvIcCE Has MEANT 
To Him. 


After three speakers had in turn 
disappointed the members of the 
Manchester Brotherhood on Monday 
evening Alfred S. Jewett, Manches- 
ter’s veteran Town Clerk came to the 
rescue as the speaker of the evening 
He talked interestingly of. his experi- 
ences during 29 years as Town Clerk 
of one of New England’s oldest 
towns. The largest audience for 
for several weeks heard the talk. 

President Warner of the Brother- 
hood was notified at the eleventh hour 
that his speaker for the evening would 
be unable to attend. He hurriedly 
made arrangements with a _ Boston 
man to lecture, but he also was com- 
pelled to cancel the engagement. Mr. 
Warner then made arrangements to 
get slides for an illustrated lecture, 
but they were not delivered in time. 
Mr. Jewett agreed to substitute in the 
emergency and his services were glad- 
ly accepted. 

Mr. Jewett began with a sketch of 
the life of the town in his boyhood, 
recalling incidents in connection with 
many of the older residents, former 
town officials and particularly a for- 
mer schoolmaster, Jonathan French. 
He described Town meetings of. an 
earlier date, which he said he attend- 
ed from the age of seven. He char- 
acterized John Lee, a predecessor, in 
the office of Town clerk as a very 
positive man, one who was agressive 
in his opinions and who usually car- 
ried his points whatever side of an 
argument he was on. 

“The Puritan influence reached 
down to my day,” said Mr. Jewett in 
explaining how he was led to change 
his occupation of cabinet maker and 
take up the duties of the Town clerk 
in 1888. “The people looked askant 
at the youth who danced or sought 
social diversions. We were more seri- 
cus in our aims than the young peo- 
ple of today.” Mr. Jewett told how 
his love of books had brought him in 
touch with people in way no other 
means would have provided. His 
fondness for: reading gave him a 
common ground with many people he 
met under a variety of circumstances, 
instances of which he related. 

Mr. Jewett said that shortly -after 
assuming the duties of his office he 
began to familiarize himself with law 
in order to be able to. answer ques- 
tions, which he might be asked. . He 
had no regret at having taken the 
position for he liked to meet people 
and to study them. He said he liked 
to spend his vacations where he 
could meet new people and get their 
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views on various matters of religion, 
law, social questions, etc. 

He said he had made a study of the 
early history of Manchester, particu- 
larly with reference to the legal side. 
In the famous suit of the Town of 
Manchester to establish title to Sing- 
ing Beach he was an important wit- 
ness for the town. He sketched the 
history of the suit, which he said cost 
the town over $150,000 before it se- 
cured the title. 

Among the older institutions of 
Manchester Mr. Jewett said one, 
missed greatly, was the old “grocery 
store” gatherings in winter when the 
men of the town gathered about the 
fire to talk over the subjects of the 
day. He said the gatherings had an 
educative value. 

Mr. Jewett related some of the 
early history of the well known older 
f-milies in Manchester beginning with 
the early planters, then the sea cap- 
tains and later the cabinet makers. At 
one time, he said, there were 60 sea 
captains residing in Manchester. ‘It 
is profitable for us to:-look back and 
see what our forefathers had to do 
with,” he said. “We should be more 
thankful for the blessings we enjoy 
to day—the electric lights, the tele- 
phone, our fine parks, etc.” 

He said he had always given the 
town long hours of service every day 
and had found a great joy in serving 
the people. “I have always felt that 
the Town Clerk should be an encyclo- 
pedia of Town affairs to which the 
people ‘could turn at any time for in- 
formation. I recognize the compli- 
ment the people of Manchester have 
paid me by continually reelecting me 
to office and I[ realize what it means. 
There is'a satisfaction, that comes ti 
a man from acquiring knowledge of 
human character, which is_ sufficient 
in ‘itself without any money return. 
There is also’ a_ satisfaction, which 
‘has been mine, in meeting and serving 
people. * The wider acquaintance my 
years of service have given me has en- 
abled me to enjoy myself better as 
‘the years go by.

In the last issue of the BrreEzK the 
Warrant for the’ annual meeting of 
the Town of Manchester..was pub- 
lished. A number~ of matters of 
more than ordinary...anterest. are, to 
éoime before the votérs this year. 
Aside. from,the usual appropriations 
and election.of officers several special 
appropriations will be, considered. 

Articlé 48’ of the’ Warrant is being 
freely ‘discussed »among’ those who 
have read‘ thesarticle? It asks the 
Town to appropriate the sum. of 
$5000 for the campaign for the eli- 
mination of mosquitoes started on 
the North Shore last fall. The appro- 
priation is recommended by the 
Board of "Health in its. report to the 
towns -Beverly-is-said.to have appro- 
priated already a like amount and 
some $20,000 has been raised among 
the ‘stuamér fésidents ,for the work. 
Unless the Town of Manchester con- 
tributes the amount requested, it is 
said, the committee in charge of the 
campaign will face a deficit of that 
amount. 

Other special appropriations are 
called for, but for less amounts. The 
fire department is handicapped by the 
fact. thatthe team usedyat present is 
too light for the work and a heavier 
pair of horses’ is urgently needed. 
The department asks for an appro- 
priation of $400 for this purpose. 
The department also needs $700, in 
addition to the regular budget, for 
painting and repairs to the fire 
station. 

The matter of dredging the harbor 
will again-come before, the town for 
consideration... Last::year it was left 
with the Selectmen, forj;action.

An appropriation of $280.17 1s 
asked to reimburse Thomas B. Dunn 
for the expense he underwent in 
raising the grade of his premises on 
Pine st. to correspond to the change 
of grade by the town in constructing 
the street. 

The town is asked to adopt the 
xew by-laws recommended by the 
special committee, and also to con- 
sider the adoption of Chapter 59 of 
the Acts of 1916 relating to the 
“holding of annual town meetings.” 
Another article provides for author- 
izing the town to license motor vehi- 
cles to carry passengers under the 
provisions of Chapter 292 of the 
Acts of 1916.

Frank Day spoke on “The Church

and the Republic.” He replied to 
the charge of certain non-Catholics 
that the Catholic Church is inimical 
to the best interests of the United 
States. He declared “the ancient 
calumny” to be “an evil spectre ris- 
ing out of the past.” He said the 
early Christians were persecuted by 
the Romans in the belief that they 
were opposed to the existing order of 
government and that in succeeding 
ages the same charge had been made 
against Christians. Catholics he said, 
believe in obediance to legally consti- 
tuted authority and follow the teach- 
ing of Christ to “render therefore 
unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar’s and unto God the things that 


‘are God’s.” 


Frank Rafter, a Salem lawyer, de- 
nounced the enemies of the Catholic 
Church and especially those who 
question the patriotism of Catholic 
men. The subject of his talk was 
“Catholics During the Revolution.” 
He recounted the deeds of valor of 
Catholic men prominent in the’ his- 
tory of the Revolution and told of the

exploits of Catholics whose names 
are not found on the pages of written 
history. The success of Washington 
at Yorktown he attributed to the 
French Catholics aboard the French 
fleet which appeared by “divine guid- 
ance” in a_strategical position oft 
Yorktown just as Greene (a Catholic) 
and Washington were closing in on 
Cornwallis. He declared the Revolu- 
tion was caused less by “taxation 
without representation” than by fear 
of the Church of Rome getting a hold 
in the colonies. The apparent con- 
tradiction of motives of the Catholics, 
who were so largely instrumental in 
winning the war, he said, was prob- 
ably because a higher power had fore- 
seen the future of the country.

The income of one hundred 
thousand dollars is given for the work of the children’s 
library and the income of five hundred thousand dollars, 
provided the city appropriates in each year that it desires 
to avail itself of the annuity, three percent of the money 
available for departmental expenses from taxes and in- 
come. It is evident that Mr. Benton planned this check 
in order to assure generous appropriations from the city, 
which might be curtailed if the income for library pur- 
poses thus given were available. 


ADMIRAL PEARY AND JOHN Hays HAMMownp, at the 
preparedness meeting arranged by the Special Aid society, 
at the Somerset, Boston, Monday, agreed that the Unite: 
~tates should provide an adequate air fleet to protect the 
country and that the head of this department should have 
a seat in the cabinet. Both of the speakers graphically 
presented the. serious condition of unpreparedness that 
existed and advocated the strengthening of this arm of 
the service. It is quite evident that the air presents the 
way to destruction by the enemy and the means of vic- 
tory defensively speaking. This idea should be embodied 
in an appropriation and the plan cared for by our present : 
congress, but will they do it? 


THe Firipusters ARE At Work in Congress to de- 
lay legislation in order to force an extra session of Con- 
gress on the plea of unfinished business. The President 
has asked for authority for any world crisis which may 
rise and it will be voted before the present Congress ad- 
iourns. Some of the methods employed by those seek- 
ing delays for the avowed purpose of forcing an extra 
session are unworthy but, however that may be, there 1s 
a growing conviction that when early summer comes we 
shall find’ Congress in session. These trying days will 
probably make “the call of Congress by the President de- 
sirable if not imperative. 


THe Prick oF PAPER has increased so rapidly that if 
would appear to careless thinkers that there would be a 
corresponding diminution in the amount of paper used 
and the number of books published. The figures for 1916 
have now been tabulated and show that instead of a de- 
crease there has been a noticeable increase in the number 
of volumes printed. The prices of paper have, indeed.

The 
atrocity of undersea warfare has exhausted the vocabulary 
of the journalist. He is silent. There is nothing more 
that can be said. The President has made his statement 
to Congress, asked for authority, that will doubtlessly be 
granted and the sinking of the Laconia will be but an- 
other evidence of the horror of war. 


MinrrAry AuTHORITIES spent three days in our 
neighboring town of Essex last week, laying plans for 
future military and naval manoeuvres. Such arrange- 
ments at our very doors give one pause. 
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THe MoveMENT FoR UNIVERSAL military service in 
America seems to be growing and the war in Europe and 
the threatened difficulties of our own nations aid the pio- 
paganda. Many persons whose feelings would prompt 
them to demur and whose reasonings leads then: in the 
ways of the pacificist are puzzled ‘by a harsh situation. 
Their inclinations lead them away from war and all its 
stern necessities and the paths of peace are alluring, but 
their judgment reveals a situation that cannot be avoided. 
It is speedily becoming a problem, not of whether we are 
willing; it appears an imperative necessity. 


In THE Mipst oF AN INTERNATIONAL contest, a na- 
tional crisis and H. C. of L. thunderings, the Constitu- 
tional convention to be held next June at the State House 
in Boston does not appear to be engrossing the interest of 
the press or of the people. Yet it will be an important 
assembly and the questions coming before it will be of 
vital interest to the citizens of the state. There is a 
growing feeling that despite the vote of the people to call 
the convention it is not unlikely that many of its pro- 
visions arranged for the voters’ decision next fall will be 
rejected. 


Poor Hoi_Anp! her ships are being sunk, her over- 
the-sea trade ruined, her overland business relations end- 
ed and her borders menaced by a powerful enemy. There 
are those who believe that the enemy has designs on the 
poor little country; whether that be so or no it is quite 
evident that the nation is suffering intensely from the war 
and that the future is not free of the most serious dangers. 
One of the most despicable results of the perfidy of na- 
tional honor has been the suffering of unoffending nations. 


THe Boy Scouts of the State of Ohio have won a 
position of respect and honor by their service in the sup- 
pression of the tussock moth. In a two weeks’ campaign 


over three million eggs were destroyed by the willing 


workers. <A prize was given to an energetic lad who sur- 
passed all others in his skill, but all of the troops won 
honors, and best of all had an opportunity to serve their 
state in a valuable way. This in itself was a valuable 
lesson in citizenship. 


ONE OF THE INTERESTING BusINEss factors, now evi- 
dent, is the number of persons owning estates upon the 
Shore who have awakened to the fact that it is possible 
to make preparations for their alterations early in the 
season rather than delay until later. ‘Contractors are al- 
ready at work upon summer plans and these fortunate 
foresighted persons will have their interests well cared 
for. A word to the wise ought to be sufficient. 


THE UNANIMITY WitTH WuouicH all Americans have 
rallied to the aid of the President is gratifying and indi- 
cates a high order of national patriotism. As John Hays 
Hammond, Jr.. said in his address in Boston Monday, “‘I am 
a republican, but in this crisis I support. the President 
heartily.” That is the spirit of true national service. 
What Hammond has said countless thousands have been 
quietly thinking. 


THe New Haven RarLroap Srock still continues to 
eo down,—and down. Its tobogan slide is emblematic of 
the folly of governmental interference with a legitimate 
and desirable business interest. When will the public 
awaken to the need of pEanary plain justice for trans- 
portation corporations. 


Tur Boy Scou’s of Manchester and Beverly Farms 
united in their celebration of .Washington’s Birthday in 
an interesting and profitable way. 
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H. G. Weutts Has Daren in these troublesome times 
to be a prophet and has written a volume on the war,— 
“Mr. Britling Sees It Through.” It is an interesting and 
readable book, but more of a volume destined to serve as 
a part of a propaganda than for entertaining reading. It 
is more than a novel—it is an English appeal to America 
to understand her present life and sacrifice. 


THeE MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT and the interest in 
the work of the German submarines has taken the mili- 
tary activities of the land forces from the first pages of 
the journals, but it should not be overlooked that the 
3ritish have made a gain over a front eleven miles long 
and that advances may be expected at any time including 
the holding of the Ancre and probably Bapaume. 


Harry THAw’s MOTHER has appealed to the state to 
care for her son; and thus ends the tragedy of a broken 
home and a ruined life. It is a pity that the young man 
could not have been safely cared for at Matteawan. 


HE Frpera, TRADE COMMISSION is about to start an 
investigation of the rise of food prices. It will ask 
the President to approve an appropriation of $400,000 for 
that purpose. It proposes to cover every side of the food 
situation. 

Good! Let us hope at last we are going to have a 
real investigation. The country has confidence in the 
Federal Trade Commission. Now let’s have the facts. 
Let’s go to the bottom—to the fundamentals—and really 
learn all that can be learned about the subject. 

The problem is legal and economic. The question 
of whether there are combinations in restraint of trade 
must be decided. That has heretofore attracted the main 
attention. Now it’s time to go more into the economic 
part—and go into it thoroughly. Are the people being 
compelled to pay too much for what they buy? Nobody 
can answer that until he can say with reasonable approxi- 
mation what it costs to produce those things. 

In some fields the trade commission will find plenty 
of. data. -The packers, for instance, can tell it exactly 
what it costs them to turn out their products. Govern- 
ment attention has encouraged accurate cost accounting in 
their case. But these fields are limited. In the biggest 
fields of all the work will have to be done from the ground 
up. There isn’t a farmer in Illinois who knows what it 
costs him to put his product on the market today. There 
isn’t one manufacturer in ten who has an accurate idea 
of what it costs him to run his business. 

Let the trade commission start literally “from the 
ground up.” Let it start with the farmer and find what 
production of everything, from eggs to wheat and cattle, 
means in terms of money and labor expenditure. He 
doesn’t know, and nobody else knows. Then let it follow 
the product to consumption. Many people assume high 
prices don’t start until they reach some large organization. 
From the economic standpoint they are just as liable to 
start at the beginning as anywhere else. Prices cannot be 
permanently below the cost of production under any cir- 
cumstances. 

The country is in the mood for an investigation that 
will be long and deep and thorough. It is tired of these 
continued flurries about high prices that get nothing ex- 
cept possibly a politician into Congress or some other job 
or into the newspapers. It has had its fill of half-baked 
renedies that spring from attention to only one-half of 
the great problem. Let’s have an investigation that will 
enable the country to see it steadily and see it whole. It 
would be cheap at $400,000 or $4,000,000.—Chicago 
Herald,

Cyrus Melville Dodge, a lifelong 
resident of Manchester, died at his 
home on School st. on Monday after 
an illness of several months.

ANDREW LEE. 

After a lingering illness of several 
months past, Andrew Lee, one of 
Manchester’s best known and highly 
‘respected citizens, passed away at his 
home on School st. last Friday morn- 
ing. Death was due to heart trouble. 
Mr. Lee was 75 years and seven 
months old. 

The death of Mr. Lee removes an- 
other of Manchester’s old time resi- 
dents of whose type but few remain. 
He came from a line of notable an- 
cestry, a descendant of men who made 
their mark and played an important 
part in shaping the destinies of the 
town. His parents were John and 
Sarah Lee, his father being town 
clerk in Manchester for many years 
and one of her staunchest citizens. 
Mr. Lee spent his entire life in the 
town of his birth, attending the pub- 
lic schools and was one of the few 
now living who recalled Master Price 
as a teacher. In common with the 
majority of young men of his day, he 
learned the cabinet makers’ trade of 
Wm. E. Wheaton, and followed it 
until it began its decline some forty 
years ago. He then went into the 
fish business in company with Enoch 
Crombie, a brother-in-law. Mr. 
Crombie, being in poor health, was 
able to continue the business only 
about a year and retired, Mr. Lee 
continuing alone. In later years he 
became associated with William Stop- 
ford for about a year. About six 
years ago he was seized with a serious 
illness which left him in poor health 
and he had since been retired from 
work. : 

Mr. Lee was of kindly nature and 
was extremely fond of children. Dur- 
ing the years he was superintendent 
of the school gardens the little folk of 
the town learned to love him and to 
enjoy the hours spent with him at 
work.

EARLY MORNING FIRE 


Fire of unknown origin totally de- 
stroyed the barn and garage on the 
property of Ralph Henry Barbour, 
the writer, off Pine st., Manchester, 
early this morning.

UNIVERSAL SERVICE 


Witt BE SaLtvaTion oF U. S. IN 
EVENT OF ANOTHER GREAT WAR. 
At the request of the advisory com- 

mission of the council for national 
defense, E. Alexander Powell, author 
and war correspondent, spoke in 
Washington Sunday night at Contin- 
ental Memorial hall on the military 
lessons of the great war and advo- 
cated universal military service for the 
United States. The lecture was de- 
livered in connection with the exhibi- 
tion of 7000 feet of film taken by mil- 
itary photographers under the direc- 
tion of the general staff of the French 
army and loaned to Mr. Powell by 
the French government. The audi- 
ence was composed of prominent gov- 
ernment officials, army and navy off- 
cers and diplomats. 

Mr. Powell spent the last. summer 
at the Brownlands in Manchester. 
While here he delivered an illustrated 
address for the benefit of the French 
wounded. 

“A member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives told me yesterday,” said 
Mr. Powell, “that he would commit 
political suicide were he to vote for 
universal service at this time. ‘To 
vote for it may be political suicide, to 
vote against it will be wholesale mur- 
cer the first time vou have to send our 
untrained boys out to defend you 
from the trained and_ schooled. in- 
vader,’ I replied. ‘Then perhaps you 
will regret that you didn’t risk politi- 
cal suicide in order to avoid murder.’ 

“Tt is asserted that it is foolish and 
extravagant to prepare for war when 
there is no slight a chance of our be- 
coming involved in one. 3ut why 
gamble with human lives and with na- 
tional safety? Why take even a single 
chance? Even the roulette wheel 
sometimes stops on the white. 

“Tt:has been asserted that, in case of 
war, we could raise an army of a mil- 
lion volunteers. We could—but how 
lone would-it take to train them and 
where would the officers cove from?

This 
need he said the country seemed rea- 
sonably alive to. The other and now 
most important improvement for this 
country to take up involves the use 
of the big mid-calibre guns and the 
mobility attained by these on the al- 
lied fronts.

HERE is a possibility. that some of the large yacht 

clubs of the country may curtail many of their racing 
events this summer as well as the annual cruises, if the 
country declares war upon Germany. So many members 
of the Eastern, New York and Boston clubs, as well as 
the Yacht Racing Union of Massachusetts, are at work 
upon the enrollment movement in the Naval Reserve and 
have volunteered their boats and services that the yacht- 
ing organizations would lack, in case of actual war con- 
ditions, the leaders of the sport both here and in New 
York. 

In 1898, at the outbreak of the Spanish war, the 
New York Yacht club for the first time in its history 
postponed its annual cruise and the racing as well. The 
feeling in New York, expressed | by George A. Cormack, 
‘secretary of the organization, who was in Boston a few 
days ago, is that the same conditions would hold true in 
the case of war with Germany. Such racing men as 
Colonel Cornelius Vandervilt, Robert W. Emmons, 2d., 
Junius Morgan, George F. Baker, Jr., Morton F. Plant, 
Colonel Butler Duncan, Harold S. Vanderbilt and Her- 
man Oelrichs, are already at work upon the coast patrol 
movement. 

The Eastern Yacht club has started out to build and 
volunteer the services of a coast patrol unit and if war

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tion from entering the yachting game. Prominent mem- 
bers of the Boston Yacht club are of the opinion that 
the club would cancel its Maine cruise and might close 
some of its summer stations. The cruise may be can- 
celled whether war comes or not. 

The United States Power Squadrons, Inc., started 
out early in the fall to organize a cruise from Boston to 
Bar Harbor, Me., and with over 100 power boats from all 
parts of the country this cruise would have been one of 
the leading yachting events of the year; but the organiza- 
tion has voted to postpone this cruise if war comes.—

Ir Was A Custom in the days gone by for the town 
meetings assembled to pass resolutions on issues being dis- 
cussed by the nation and this year for the first time in 
many years the towns have seized the occasion to stand 
by the President and his work. Topsfield has distin- 
guished itself in adopting some resolutions that are 
worthy of the best inheritance of the North Shore. 


As the descendants and successors of the 
men of one of the group of little communities 
surrounding Salem Bay, which, during the 
Revolutionary War and the early days of the 
Republic, sent out innumberable armed ships to 
defend American rights on the high seas, it is 
hereby 

Resoivep, That we, the citizens of Tops- 
field, indorse the action of the President of the 
United States in dismissing the German Am- 
bassador. ‘ 

RESOLVED, That we urge the immediate call- 
ing of an extra session of Congress and the use 
of the full power of the nation in defence of 
American rights, American lives and American 
honor on the high seas. 

Resoivep, That we pledge our loyalty and 
our support to the President for this purpose. 


Tue Events oF tHE Last Four Yrars have demon- 
started the desirability of affording every Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States a larger opportunity for the 
development of his powers and for the gaining of experi- 
ence. Our system of government is particulary weak at 
just this point in form and practice. In practice the 
great parties have been too often content to select a vice 
president, with the view of placating the voters of a 
strong state rather than with the purpose solely of select- 
ing a man of ability to succeed the president in case of 
death, disability or assasination. | 


Tur Great Events transpiring in Washington are 
evident by simple incidents; for the first time in seven- 
teen years Senator Lodge has declined to return home to 
serve as moderator of the town meeting in Nahant. 


THE AMERICAN PEOPLE were stunned last week by 
the announcement that overtures had been made to Mex- 
ico, and through Mexico to Japan to make war on the 
United States in the event of hostilities being declared by 
our Government against Germany. The press reports 
were naturally credited by the reading public, but the 
formal announcement through the Secretary of State that 
the papers were in hand to prove the facts left no doubt. 
To make certain the fact the German government ac- 
knowledges the plan and wonders how this government 
came into possession of the papers. But the unvarnished 
facts remain. The incident is one of no mean importance 
because it has revealed, first, that the President has had 
possession of facts unknown to many concerning the 
great world struggle; second, it explains his great caution 
in not becoming involved in a Mexican war; third, it 
shows to what depths of chicanery the German powers 
have been willing to go; fourth, it has nipped the “yellow 
peril” propaganda in the making and once and for all 
time has shown that it was fiction “made in Germany”; 
fifth, it shows that despite our protestation against foreign 
interference on American shores that the Monroe Doc- 
trine has never been accepted by Germany and never will 
be and that the American continent will not be free from 
European aggression and plotters after the war, and 
finally, it has shown the necessity of arming the Panama 
Canal. 


It Now Appears that the “mouse in the grain chest” 
that caused our government so much irritation concern- 
ing the adjustment of the Colombia claims for damages 
for the construction of the Panama Canal was Germany. 
The agencies that have been causing trouble in Mexico, 
stirring up strife in Cuba, supporting a yellow peril pro- 
paganda and embarrassing our government in the Philip- 
pines are those back of the claims of Colombia. Colom- 
bia had an opportunity, but by machinations to obtain a 
greater price lost the whole. ‘Colombia has only herselt 
and Germany to blame. Hay and Roosevelt beat the 
wily Colombians and the shrewd over-the-sea agencies in 
their insidious attempts to thwart the government plans. 
This is the position which William Roscoe Thayer has 
taken after careful study of the case in all its phases and 
his position seems well defended. There are those who 
still feel that it would have been better for the United 
States government to have paid the bill years ago and put 
an end to this endless bickering over the affair. It was 
worth all the Colombians desired and we can well afford 
it recognizing, of course the injustice and illegality of the 
claims made. 


THE TRUSTEES OF CoLuMBIA UNIVERsITy have risen 
loyally to the occasion and have determined to give no 
reasons for offence to anyone and to set at naught the 
criticisms that have been made of the institution. In a 
patriotic resolution it has appointed a special committee 
to make investigations of the instruction of the institution 
with the view not of suppressing free speech, but of pre- 
venting the dissemination of doctrines disloyal to the 
Government of the United States. Columbia may be 
depended upon to clean house effectually if it be neces- 
sary. The very investigation, while apparently an indica- 
tion of a need, is primarily an evidence of a loyal spirit, 
that is stirred by any implication of disloyalty, quick to 
resent an imputation. 


Onr oF THE LAst Acts of the Congress adjourned 
was to pass the dry bill for the District of ‘Columbia and 
the “bone dry” mail bill. There is no discountenancing 
the apparent facts that the Prohibition cause is moving 
forward, 
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ARMED NEUTRALITY does not mean war, nor is it in 
itself an act of war. It is a protective measure. John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., applied last month to the proper 
authorities for a license to carry arms while taking lonely 
drives to and from his residence in a New York town. 
He had no intention of running amuck and shooting folk. 
The community granted him the right to protect himself 
in the event of an attack. It was caution in the face of 
possible danger that led him to lawfully seeking the 
right to protect himself. The nation is doing the same 
thing now in seeking to arm its vessels to protect them 
from the highwaymen upon the high seas. The armed 
neutrality does not mean that every vessel will became a 
privateer on submarines, but it means that in the event 
of an attack they are authorized to be provided with arms 
and with national permission to use them. The position 
is honorable, defensible and necessary. It is the least 
America can do to protect its maritime interests upon 
the high seas. Armed neutrality is a protective and not 
an offensive measure. 


Now, THE FruGAL MINDED remember that the expert 
gardeners have always recommended a crop of potatoes 
en weed-ridden soil before seeding it down to grass. 
This year everyone will plant potatoes, though perhaps 
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THE SUFFRAGISTS OF ENGLAND have ceased their 
agitations and their outrageous, and deplorable acts have 
ceased. The feminist movement has gained by the change 
and the women are rallying to the support of the Govern- 
ment and by their sense and fidelity the feminist leaders 
are doing more to gain the end they desire than by the 
erratic activities prevalent in the past. It is recognized 
that the suffragists will and eventually must win in Amer- 
ica, but the activities of the suffragists in Washington 
menacing and harassing the President with their activi- 
Hes are not in the line of good sense and sound judgment. 
Such activities harm the cause for which they are striv- 
ing. The peaceful picketing, so-called, is a miserable fail- 
ure and the women leading the enterprise could better 
invest their talents and time in taking Red Cross courses 
or making bandages against the future. The justice of 
the woman’s cause 1s recognized; nothing but harm can 
come from such ill directed efforts.

MILITARY TALK 


CAPTAIN GEORGE F. KEENAN Ol 
Mass. AMBULANCE Corps ToLD 
OF BorDER TRIP. 


Before a large gathering at the 
Manchester club on last Saturday 
evening Dr. George F. Keenan, cap- 
tain of the 1st Mass. Ambulance 
corps, related personal experiences 
and observations of the recent Mexi- 
can border expedition. Dr. Keenan’s 
telk had a fund of amusing anecdotes 
of the trip and he drew some forcible 
conclusions from his observations of 
last summer. He is a defender of 
the efficiency of the National Guard, 
the personnel of which he believes 
compares favorably with that of the 
regular army. Better than the pres- 
ent militia system, however, he de- 
clared, would be the establishment of 
a system of universal military train- 
ing. He opposed the establishment 
of a large standing army and_ the 
training of large numbers of officers 
with the resultant tendency toward 
the creation of a military caste. A 
system whereby every man would he 
compelled to “do his bit” he advo- 
cated as the best protective system. 
Officers could be recruited from 
among the trained men of the coun- 
try in time of war without any gre 
difficulty, he declared. 

Dr. Keenan’s command was. the 
first to leave Massachusetts and the 
first militia organization in the United 
States to reach the Mexican border. 
He told of the experiences of his 
command last June when the mobili-

zation order was issued, the “turmoil” 
at Framingham, when the federal 
government fell down on its part of 
the program, and the trip to the bor- 
der. He declared that the mobiliza- 
tion at Framingham brought out the 
fact that there had been no improve- 
ment in the methods of mobilization 
since the Spanish-American war. He 
told of the enthusiasm shown by the 
people of New York state when his 
troop train consisting of six flat cars, 
a baggage car, two day coaches and a 
Pullman car went through the cities 
of the state. 

In Ohio, he said, the enthusiasm 
was noticeably lacking. So pro- 
nounced was the difference in the at- 
titude of the people that when the 
train stopped at the boundary between 
Ohio and Indiana there was a demon- 
stration at the Indiana end of the 
train, but all was quiet at the Ohic 
end. In Illinois a Pullman Car Co. 
official attempted to remove the Pull- 
man car from the train, “because it 
was too good for U. S. troops.” The 
sight of the guns in the hands of the 
guards aboard the train however, dis- 
suaded the Pullman employees from 
carrying out his orders. 

Dr. Keenan told of the climatic 
conditions in Texas, which, he said, 
was “the meanest country God ever 
made.” He told of the experiences 
of his command with the horses and 
mules which the government provid- 
ed. He found a difference in the 
spirit of the troops from different 
parts of the country. The -soldiers 
from the northeastern states were 


in the effort to raise the funds to make the team success- 


imbued with a strong national spirit, 
which, he said, was lamentably absent 
in the troops from the south and mid- 
dle west. His command was visited 
by Congressman Gardner while in 
camp near El Paso. He character- 
ized the Massachusetts congressman 
aS a “very fine man, with a most 
thorough knowledge of military con- 
ditions as they are and as they ought 
to be.” He intimated that ‘Cong. 
Gardner has considerable “inside in- 
tormation” which may be heard from 
iater on.

Manchester’s Board of Selectmen for 1917 


Peace and quiet reigned supreme at 
Manchester’s annual town meeting, 
Monday. Practically everything ask- 
ed for went through without a mur- 
mur; there was very little discussion 
on anything, and. only slight touches 
of old-time excitement. 

The closing scene revealed why all 
had been so quiet; the town laborers 
wanted an increase in pay. They 
have been getting 35 cents an hour. 
They asked for 40 cents, and they got 
it. There was no particular line of 
discussion on it. One of the Finance 
Committee wanted the question put 
before a committee to report at an ad- 
journed meeting, but the laborers 
thought the best committee to act on 
it was the crowded hall, and then and 
there it was voted upon. As far as 
we known Manchester pays its town 
laborers better than any other town 
or city in the Commonwealth. 

A total of $227,457.72 was appro- 
priated, $191,032.37 of it at the morn- 
ig session. Of course this is not all. 
More will be voted upon at the ad- 
journed meeting. 

It was the stormiest day of the 
winter; a veritable blizzard raged all 
day. Despite this 486 voters were 
out during the afternoon for the elec- 
tion, and the hall was filled with vot- 


ers during the evening. There were 
about 200 voters in the hall during 
the morning. 

The election of officers did not 
bring any great changes. Edward S. 
Knight and Samuel L. Wheaton were 
returned to the board of selectmen, 


RAYMOND C, ALLEN, Moderator

and former Selectman George R. 
Dean was elected a new member of 
the board to take the place of Frank 
G. Cheever, who was not a candidate. 
FE. P. Stanley was returned as treas- 
urer and collector and in the contest 
for town town clerk Lyman W. Floyd 
defeated Walter R. Bell by a comfort- 
able margin. Alfred S. Jewett, whe 
had served in that office the past 29 
years, has retired from office. The 
closest vote of all was for the unex- 
pired term of one year in the office of 
the board of assessors. F. C. Rand 
and J. S. Reed were the candidates. 
Mr. Reed received 213 votes and Mr. 
Rand 212. There will be a recount. 
William Till was reelected to the park 
board—the only other contest. The 
town went no-license by a comfort- 
able majority. The full vote will be 
found in another column. 

The complete list of appropriations, 
most of which were made at the 
morning session, will be found on an- 
other page. These were made for 
the most part without discussion. It 
is understood that, in making the ap- 
propriation in the Tree Warden’s de- 
partment $800, fully $300 will be 


‘spend for planting new trees. 


It was also brought out at the morn- 
ing session that the old unused chemi-

One of the most important matters 
te come before the town this year will 
be the adoption of a new set of by- 
laws.

“The wood cut by the moth gang 
is never sold,” said Mr. Knight. “It 
belongs to the persons owning the 
property. The wood cut on town 
property this year went to the poor 
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farm for the most part—some six or 
eight cords, I believe. 
wood also went to poor widows.” 

“Tam glad to hear that the wood 
went to deserving persons,” said Mr. 
Baker. “I had heard so many stories 
about what had been done with it that 
I thought I had better inquire about 
it in open meeting.” Mr. Baker then 
moved the acceptance of the report 
of the superintendent of the moth 
department and it was so voted. 

Articlé 37. was. nexte, taken’ up, 
Chester L. Crafts moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to pro- 
cure plans and estimates for the loca- 
tion and erection of a toilet at Tuck’s 
Point and that the sum of $25 be ap- 
propriated for the use of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Crafts said he thought the 
time had come for more modern and 
sanitary arrangements at the grounds, 
which, he said, were being used more 
each year by the town people for pic- 
nics. The motion prevailed and a 
committee, composed of Chester L. 
Crafts, the chairman of the incoming 
board of selectmen and Thomas 
Baker, was appointed by the moder- 
ator.

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At this point George R. Dean mov- 
ed that when the meeting was ad- 
journed it be until Monday evening, 
March 109, at 7.30 o’clock. The three 
following articles, 38, 39 and 40, had 
to do with the adoption of articles of 
the new by-laws. Article 38 pro- 
posed the adoption. of the new by- 
laws, article 39 proposed the adop+ 
tion of the Chapter 59 of the Acts of 
1916 relative to the holding of an- 
nual town meetings and article 40 
would authorize the town to license 
motor vehicles carrying passengers 
for hire. On motion of George R. 
Dean each article was in turn put 
over for special consideration at the 
adjourned meeting. 


Edward S. Knight moved the pay- 
ment of the bill of Roberts & Hoare, 
dated Jan. I, 1917, amounting to 
$400.35 for “Town clock repairs.” 
Thomas Baker explained the items of 
the bill. At the time the bell was re- 
placed in the tower of the Congl. 
church by the town the supports of 
the tower were strained and the wood- 
work damaged, he said. Mr. Baker, 
who did the repair work, said the best 
of materials were used and the tower 
was put back in first class condition. 
The payment of the bill was voted. 

George E. Hildreth advocated im- 
provements to the concrete standpipe. 
Mr. Hildreth said the water commis- 
sioners felt that something should be 
done to improve the condition of the 
standpipe. “There are no experts on 
concrete standpipe construction whom 
we can call upon,” he said. “The 
only information about standpipes of 
this kind comes from persons with 
practical knowledge and experience.” 
He moved that the water commission- 
ers be instructed to study other con- 
crete standpipes in New England and, 
after obtaining the required informa- 
tion, recommend the proper treatment 
for the Manchester standpipe. He 
also moved that the commissioners be 
authorized to expend such money as 
might be necessary in making inspec- 
tions in other places, the same to be 
used from the fund for maintenance. 
The motion was carried. 


SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. 

Lyman W. Floyd, whose name ap- 
peared in the warrant as petitioner, 
article 43, for the erection of a monu- 
ment to the memory of the men of 
Manchester who ‘served in the Civil 
war, explained that he was not the 
proposer of the article, although his 
name appeared as the first signer of 
the petition. Raymond C. Allen ex- 
plained that the town in 1913. set 
apart a portion of land on the com- 
mon as a site for a future memorial. 
James H Rivers, a member of Allen 
post, G, A. R., urged the appointment 
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of a committee by the town to act 
with a committee for Allen Relief 
corps in the securing of drawings of 
a suitable monument. He said he was 
not a native of Manchester and did 
not enlist here so his name would 
not appear upon the monument, but 
he was strongly in favor of it. He 
moved the appointment of a commit- 
tee and the appropriation of $100 for 
the purpose of obtaining drawings. 
The motion was adopted and Oliver 
T. Roberts, George S. Sinnicks, Aus- 
tin” Morley, P. H. Boyle and J. 5S. 
Reed were named by the moderator. 
Mr. Sinnicks, because of his connec- 
tion with the finance committee, de- 
clined to serve on the committee. 

Article 5, set down for considera- 
tion at 8 o’clock, was next taken up. 
Edward S. Knight moved that the 
town appropriate $23,000 for the 
maintenance of highways, sidewalks, 
bridges, etc. The appropriation was 
recommended by the finance commit- 
tee in its report. The motion was 
carried. 

The appropriation for a bitumin- 
ous surface on Pine st., requested by 
the selectmen in their report, called 
forth some discussion. The finance 
committee in its report recommended 
that owing to the confused situation 
in regard to Pine st., the matter be re- 
ferred to the selectmen, they to ar- 
range matters with the county com- 
missioners and report at an adjourn- 
ed meeting. 


PINE STREET CONSTRUCTION. 


Edward S. Knight gave a bit of the 
history of the Pine st. construction. 
In 1914, he said, a contract was made 
with Morley, Flatley & Co. to con- 
struct the street to the sub-grade. 
The work was accepted in 1915. The 
original agreement with the Essex 
County road commissioners was that 
the town would finance the work and 
pay the damages in connection with 
the work with the understanding that 
the commissioners would pay $5,000 
in 1914, $10,000 in 1915 and the bal- 
ance, $6,000 in 1916. This $21,000 rep- 
resented the approximate land damage 
in connection with the construction. 
The last $6,000, however, the county 
commissioners refused to pay until 
the bituminous surface, which they 
demand, is laid. As the county com- 
missioners will not pay until the work 
is done, Mr. Knight suggested that 
the road be finished as they request 
in order that the town could get the 
money. 

Frank P. Knight asked if there 
was any dispute as to the lines of 
the street. E. S. Knight said there 
was no dispute about the lines, but 
there may have been some dispute 
about. the construction, He said an 
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effort had been made to get the com- 
missioners to visit the work and tel! 
what they wished done. 

“I. should think they ‘would Be 
ashamed to come down and look at 
it,” said F.. P.- Knight. 

Commenting on the difficulty: of 
“nailing the county commissioners 
down” to what they would accept, 
Raymond C. Allen said that the Town 
of Manchester petitioned the com- 
missioners for the building of a road 
40 feet in width instead of 50 feet 
as the commissioners wanted. They 
agreed verbally to a road 40 feet in 
width, but afterwards insisted on the 
full width, he said. They demand 
that the surface be of some bitumin- 
ous substance, but when asked what 
particular bituminous surface they 
want they decline to be specific, he 
declared. 

George 5S. Sinnicks said the reason 
the finance committee made the re- 
commendation it did was that it was 
understood the county commissioners 
would not accept the work anyway. 
Selectman Knight said he was not a 
member of the board in 1914 when 
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the work’ was done and if any mis- 
takes were made: in the ‘street: con- 
struction he could not account for 
them.

agreement, either verbal or written, 
with Mr. Semons to change the lo- 
cation of his house. 

The following motion was advanc- 
ed by E. S. Knight: “moved that the 
board of selectmen be authorized and 
instructed to complete by contract the 
reconstruction of Pine st. by the con- 
struction of a bituminous surface and 
such. work as may be incident thereto 
and cause to be prepared plans and 
specifications therefor; provided, 
however, that no contract shall be en- 
tered into until said plans and speci- 
fication have been submitted to the 
comrissioners of Essex County and 
approved in writing by them, and that 
the sum’ of $7, 500 be appropriated 
therefor.” 

The motion was carried. 

Selectmen Knight then moved the 
appropriation of $3,000, as recomend- 
ed by the selectmen in their report, 
for the construction of granolithic 
sidewalks in the center of the town. 
He said the new granolithic walks on 
Bridge st. were an example of the 
quality of the walks. He urged that 
they be laid in front of town hall and 
on the opposite side of Central st. 
from Floyd’s store to the corner of 
School st. and on School from Cen- 
tral st. to the fire station. Chester L. 
Crafts asked why the finance com- 
mittee had withheld its approval of 
the recommendation. Chairman Sin- 
nicks replied that the committee 
thought the sidewalks were good 
enough for the present, except the 
one on the easterly side of School st. 
next to G. E. Willmonton’s block, 
which was covered in a separate arti- 
cle. He thought on the ground of 
econony the appropriation should be 
held up. Mr. Crafts said he hoped 
the town would stand by the finance 
committee.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NEWS 


A special committee of three, with 
Mrs: Chapman *Catte (Pres; of the 
National Suffrage ass’n) as chairman, 
has been appointed to act as inter- 
mediary with the government at 
Washington in case of war. This is 
a result of the recent conference of 
suffragists held in Washington, when 
Mrs. Catt offered to President Wil- 
son the services of two million wo- 
men, (the Suffrage organizations of 
this country) in the splendid letter 
which has appeared in the news- 
papers and in the Woman Journal. 

The national conference also 
brought out much good news of suf- 
frage progress. North Dakota, Ohio 
and Indiana have recently obtained 
Presidential suffrage, which gives 
the women a great deal of power, 
especially in Indiana. And in that 
state the women have also been grant- 
ed the right to vote on the coming 
constitutional convention, a_ right 
which has just been refused to the 
women of Massachusetts. ache 
women of Indiana are “people,” but 
the women of Mass. are not! How- 
ever, the Massachusetts delegates to 
the Washington conference had rea- 
son to feel proud of the report of the 
work of the Massachusetts women in 
Washington, Mrs. Maud Wood Park 
and ‘Miss Heloise Meyer, who are 
both helping on the national situation. 

There was an informal meeting of 
Brookline suffragists on Monday, at 
the home of Miss L. R. Stanwood, to 
begin the work of organizing the suf- 
fragists of Brookline for war-relief, 
in case of need. This work will fol- 
low the lines indicated by Mrs. Catt, 
giving special attention to the employ- 
ment of women and the care of chil- 
dren, besides cooperating with the 
Red ‘Cross, etc. It should also be 
noted that the Washington letter 
specially recommended agricultural 
work for women and the cultivating 
of their own gardens.

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SPECIAL AID SOCIETY 


Thousands of Massachusetts women 
are now active members of the Spe- 
cial Aid society for American Pre- 
paredness and the growth of this so- 
ciety is almost unparalled. Separate 
branches, with complete organization, 
are now located in over 60 Massa- 
chusetts cities and towns and five or 
6 new branches are added every 
month. Prominent society women 
are putting their money, time and 
strength into the work which has for 
its object, “to encourage and promote 
patriotic education, sentiment and ser- 
yice among the people ; and to aid in 
the establishment and maintenance of 
the National Defense.” Mrs. Barrett 
Wendall of Boston and Pride’s Cross- 
ing is state president. 

Headquarters are at 601 Boylston 
t., Boston, where free literature may 
be secured upon request. Classes are 
now under way in which complete 
training is given for women who will 
give a specified number of hours per 
week for the work of any emergency 
or call from the State. Classes are 
formed for the study of first aid, 
hore nursing under the Red Cross, 
surgical dressings, food preparation, 
telegraphy, wireless, stenography and 
motor service. The latter department 
is in active service being regularly en- 
rolled by Adj. General Pearson for

use by the State in case of mobiliz- 
ation or any emergency. ‘The owners 
furnish their own cars and gasoline 
and pay all the expense of running 
he car, besides driving it emealyes 
daily from 9 a. m. to 5 p.m. Drivers 
will be in regulation uniform and 
every car will carry an officer, so that 
each lady is guaranteed absolute pro- 
tection. These cars are assigned to 
the commanding officer of each regi- 
ment for emergency service and quick 
transportation. 

The Special Aid society cooperates 
in every way with the Red Cross or 
other relief work and has already 
proven to be an organization to which 
every patriotic woman may be proud 
to belong.

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MOSQUITO WORK 


LETTER TO CITIZENS OF MANCHESTER 
From Resip—ENT WHO OBJECTS 
to CAMPAIGN. 


Editor North Shore Breeze: 

As a taxpayer in Manchester | 
must protest at the appropriation of 
$5000 for the mosquito campaign. 
Because an adjoining town wishes 
to waste taxpayers’ money, is_ that 
sufficient reason why Manchester 
should do the same and follow every 
new fad of the day? Only one side 
of this mosquito question has been 
presented to our townspeople and be- 
fore appropriating $5000, a large sum, 
the question should have been fully 
understood, for there are as many 
sane minds against it as for it. 

In the first place were it truly a 
health measure and necessary every 
one would gladly, as far as possible, 
help out the scheme. On the North 
Shore, it is not—the mosquito of the 
North Shore and Manchester is not 
poisonous. It is not the “tropica! 
inosquito.” The latter could not exist 
on the North Shore, we have no trop- 
ical vegetation. Louisiana, Panama 
and other tropical environments 
breed the poisonous mosquito; the 
North Shore does not and never has. 
By the ditching and turning up of 
such large areas of marsh, kept sweet 
and clean at present by rising and 
falling of the salt tide, and swamp 
soil, we shall produce germs far more 
poisonous and searching than the 
North Shore mosquito, and when too 
late find launched upon us a most un- 
enviable environment. This is sim- 
ply common sense, but few believe it, 
and why? Because common sense is 
not a fashionable fad of the day. 
There are many residents of tne 
North Shore, particularly of Manches- 
ter, who know the Shore, have known 
it through many generations and know 
well its traditions, mosquitos and other- 
wise, past and present; also its health 
giving properties. These residents 
know well, if they had courage to 
confess it, that this mosquito cam- 
paign is not a necessity and that the 
health of residents has nothing to do 
with it. They also know that this 
mosquito campaign means, when once 
the town has entered into it, an an- 
nual appropriation. The present ap- 
propriation of $5000 is merely the 
opening wedge. 

The cementing of the Shore rocks 
and boulders and the tampering with 
“healthy nature” as proposed, is not 
wise and is not necessary. The Man- 
chester shore, in fact the whole shore, 
has been a healthful place for ages. 
its mosquitos have never committed 
a murder nor assisted at one and this 
is a well known fact.

of New York and New Jersey, a resi- 
dent tells me, that this mosquito cam- 
paign has been utilized, but the 
opinion is that the real benefit has 
been accomplished by cleaning away 
all the empty tomato cans, receptacles 
for stagnant water, and keeping 
cleanly around the back doors and 
house yards. New York, New Jersey 
or our South Shore may have the 
poisonous mosquito, but Manchester 
is free from it. Had our wild birds 
been protected we should not now be 
burdened with moth tax and moth 
hunters, and the mosquito, too, would 
have met its rightful foe. Many of us 
paid for the new sewerage, also auto- 
mobile roads, and gladly, though they 
are not a matter of immediate benef: 
to us, unless one owns an automobile. 

At times in spite of some rights 
from our taxes, we are obliged 
to protect our property at no small 
expense—not because our police force 
is not excellent, for it is, but it is too 
small to be everywhere day and night. 
If property pays taxes it certainly 
should have proper protection, under 
all circumstances, from the town, and 
such rights should be considered be- 
fore mosquito appropriations are 
made. 

What is to become of our house 
gutters, for they are fine mosquito 
strongholds after rains? Must we 
keep an extra corps of men on hand 
for then? Are our flowers, skrub- 
berry and trees to be torn from our 
gardens, for they certainly harbor 
mosquitos? Must our poor birds die 
of thirst because their bathing pools 
may cause a mosquito to prick a 
resident of the Shore? Today when 
situation in our country is so 
grave and when across the water suf- 
fering, sorrow, hunger and_heart- 


breaking are the order of the day, 
how small and sickening it is to hear 
of Manchester appropriating $5000 
for a mosquito campaign of luxury, 
for so it is. But just here comes the 
reply of those interested in the prick 
of the mosquito, “we too have assist- 
ed and are assisting the needs of 
those sufferers and will assist them 
further.” 

Yes, we know they are, but there 
are those on the North Shore with 
purses not so deep or so full, they are 
sacrificing themselves daily and hour- 
ly to do their bit and have and are 
doing it gloriously in this war. They 
cannot support mosquito campaigns 
and all else besides, and they know 
honestly and conscientiously Manches- 
ter does not need such a campaign, 
ti:at it is not necessary for the health 
of the town and that $5000 could be 
put to a far better and more useful 
service. Manchester may have to 
send its men to the front. Five thou- 
sand dollars would come in_ very 
Landy, if it did.

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FOREIGN TOURIST TRADE 


AMERICANS Dip Not Even JouRNEY 
To THE West INpiEs THIS 
WINTER. 

Few Americans traveled abroad 
this last winter. The tourist hotels 
everywhere felt the pinch caused by 
the absence of the American tourist. 
Even in the West Indies, where it 
was thought a great deal of the Amer- 
ican winter travel would be. directed 
this season, the hotels have missed the 
tourists. Because of this disposition 
on the part of Americans, who travel 
in winter in normal times, American 
resorts have benefited. The southern 
resorts have been well populated the 
past season and New Englanders will 
remember with pleasure the profitable 
season of 1916. From the same indi- 
cations which led hotel men last year 
tc predict a busy and prosperous sea- 
son on the North Shore it would ap- 
pear that the coming summer should 
be a record breaker. The following, 
taken from the Boston Courier, the 
organ of the New England hotel men, 
is interesting at this time: 

“The American consul at Hamilton, 
Bermuda, reported under date of Feb- 
ruary 15 that the largest hotel in that 
place was to close at the end of that 
week, after having been open only 
six weeks, savs the “Hartford Courant. 
The trouble is, of course, that the 
tourists did not come. The local peo- 
ple of these show places, or climate 
places, do not use hotels, and when 
outsiders do not flock in the hotels 
languish. Mr. Loop wrote that the 
next largest hotel would remain open 
a few weeks longer, ‘although its 
number of guests is comparatively 
small.” 

“The song has it that Billy was all 
dressed up and had no place to go. 
It is not so much the tourists. There 
are just as many places for them to 
so to as there ever were, not only 
Bermuda, but in Switzerland, on the 
Riviera, and so on in the outside 
world. But the going is not good. In 
« good many cases there is no going 
at all. Belgium and Holland used to 
Fave many interesting things to see, 
and not a bad climate in the right 
season; but there is too much. blast- 
ing in those countries just now, 
either active or potential, for anybody 
to visit them for comfort or pleasure, 
even if the chances were good that 
the journey might be made in safety. 
Presumably the midnight sun is still 
operating at the northern end of Nor- 
way, but the conditions of the way 
thither and back have turned it into 
en obiect of aversion rather than of 
attraction; while Palestine and the 
other lands at the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean Sea have been trans- 
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formed from lazy spots into danger 
spots. -The places are all there, so 
far as the topography is concerned, 
just as they used to be, but conten- 
tions, and black hatred have now 
taken the place of the ancient peace. 

“What this change means to the 
hotel and inn keepers of these vari- 
ous places may be readily imagined. 
Take Switzerland as an example. In 
the peaceful days everybody, who 
travelled at all, went to Switzerland 
just to see it, and left good money 
there for the privilege of seeing it. 
The hotels keepers collected “this 
money, and of course kept their per- 
centage before passing it on into the 
eeneral funds of the country. Hotel 
keeping was thus an active industry 
of the country, and it was a spot cash 
industry. What is that industry now? 
Something of it is probably left, for 
Sw itzerland is an oasis in the desert 
cf warring nations—or you may call 
it an island in the storm-driven sea 
of international hatreds—and as an 
casis or an island it still has its at- 
tvactions. 

But nobody goes there now to see 
Switzerland. Its lakes smile with all 
their customery loveliness, and_ its 
mountains are grouped in towering 
clusters as if nature, after having 
erected some of these church steeples 
of her own handiwork to towering 
heights—as in the Himalayas, or in 
cur own Rockies, or in Mount Dema- 
vend, the old and it is to be hoped 
dead volcano which broods over the 
Persian plateau of Teheran—had 
picked up a handful of what was left 
over and dumped it all upon that 
little land, not to masterly heights. 
but in a great congregation. But the 
tourists who manage to get into 
Switzerland in these days are not 
looking for lakes or mountains. They 
are following the rule of safety first, 
as those do who flee from a raging 
woodland fire; and their desire to get 
away from the whirling flames of war 
would be just the same if Switzerland 
were as flat as a pancake and as 
waterless as the desert of Sahara. 
We need not say that those who are 
escaping from calamity of any sort 
do not make profitable raw material 
for the hotel industry. 

“Tt is just the same with Venice. 
Venice is all there, at least outwardly, 
as she was in the days of peace. 
Probably the doves still come in 
flocks to the piazza of San Marco for 
their daily luncheon, but the tourists 
who used to feed them, and think it 
great sport, are not there. The gen- 
cral tourist mind is thinking today 
more of cannon than of doves. The 
hotels, little and big, that face the 
grand canal and look out toward the 
Adriatic, are no longer welcoming the 
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coming guest and speeding the de- 
parting guest. The gondoliers are ne 
longer collecting their deserved tri- 
bute from strangers, but getting as 
much as they can from the home peo- 
ple, or perhaps have had to drop the 
car for a gun, and the merry mid- 
night melodies which used to float 
gently in at the windows from the 
travelled waters have all ceased. The 
lctels are there, and the level streets 
of water are there; all the pictur- 
esque geography is there; but the 
tourists who used to fill the hotels, 
some in order to see a new kind of 
life, some for study, and some in 
o-der to kill time amid delightful sur- 
roundings—these are not there. Some 
of them still live, but these are not 
using their minds for the purpose of 
pleasure. Some have been shot to 
death, and nobody knows how they 
are using their minds. 

“Tt is a bad time for foreign hotels 
of the tourist type, as Mr. Loop says. 
War has caught the mass of them in 
its net, and the best that they can do 
is to wait, with the rest of the world, 
until the net is taken off.” 

Meanwhile America prospers. 


NortH SHoRE MEN, ATTENTION! 
Your Services ArE CALLED For. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy 

Roosevelt emphasizes the imperative 
necessity of immediate organization of 
New England naval defence district. 
He has declared that 500 patrol boais 
should be secured and 5000 civilians 
should offer their services within tiie 
next two weeks. As a result of his 
tour of the Atlantic coast, and with 
his return to Washington, he said 
that Boston was doing better than any 
other coast port in preparing for war, 
but that even that city could show im- 
provement. He said that not more 
than two weeks at the most should 
pass before New England in general 
and Boston particular should be pre- 
pared defensively. 

In referring to the district between 
Eastport, Me. and Provincetown 
Mass., he says: ‘Because of the lack 
of officers and men, the district can 
only be organized with the help of 
civilians. Plans are all ready to take 
over boats and organize naval re- 
serves. Five hundred boats and five 
thousand men are wanted within two 
weeks. The time is two weeks, not 
months, and not a year. While Bos- 
ton is doing better than any other 
port district, it is not working as fast 
as | would like to see it work.”

Av CONFERENCE OF SHIP BUILDERS 
IN WASHINGTON BY W. B. 
CALDERWOOD. 


Manchester and the North Shore 
were represented at the conference of 
ship builders of the country called in 
Washington Monday by Secretary of 
the -Navy Daniels. Of the firms 
called from Boston and vicinity Wal- 
ter B. Calderwood of Manchester was 
one. 

‘Mr. Calderwood left Manchester 
Sunday and returned Wednesday. 
The conference was on Monday, in 
two sessions, held with Secretary 
Daniels and other government officials 
behind closed doors. There were 
about 180 ship builders present. 

The conference was for the purpose 
of seeing what could be done when 
the emergency arises toward building 
a fleet of submarine chasers, both as 
to the plans and designs and the ex- 
pediency in producing the finished 
product. The boats are to be 110 
feet long, with light draft and plenty 
of speed. 

Mr. Calderwood said last night that 
his yard is equipped to handle work 
of this kind, though it would not be 
an altogether attractive proposition. 
He is anxious and willing to serve his 
country, however, and if the exigen- 
cies of the present crisis demands that 
he turn his yard over to work of this 
kind for the government he will be 
ready to do his share. 

Mr. Calderwood’s reputation as a 
Loat builder has traveled far beyon¢c 
Manchester and the North Shore. 
which accounts for his being one of 
the few called on from this section of 
the country to attend the conference. 
Manchester feels a just pride in the 
matter and hopes it may harbor with- 
in its borders one of the much talked 
about protectors of our shores, and 
we all know that if the contract for 
one of these boats is sent to Man- 
chester it will be built with all the ex- 
pediency and prowess that have ever 
characterized the patriotic sentiments 
of the community. 


Asks REMOVAL OF BATHHOUSE. 

A bill in equity has been filed in the 
supreme court at Salem by T. Jeffer- 
son Coolidge of Manchester vs. Har- 
riet S. Foster of Manchester seeking 
to have the court order the removal 
of a wooden bathhouse 15 by 24 feet 
and 10 or Itt feet high at Kettle Cove, 
Manchester. at Crescent beach, which 
plaintiff claims is built in violation of 
restrictions contained in the deed of 
the land which is a portion of a narcei 
which he purchased in 1871 and sub- 
seauently sold portions of under re- 
strictions. 
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ALL Pusric SERvicE CORPORATIONS receive their 
share of more or less deserved criticism at some time or 
other. Perhaps no company is so universally recognized 
for the quality of its service to the public and the efficient 
conduct of its business for the benefit of the public as is 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Co., and probably 
no company 1s less justly attacked than this corporation.

The results were beyond the fondest expec- 
tations of the government officials. The great Bell sys- 
ten of telephone companies, extending all” over the con- 
tinent, would be an important element in national defense. 
It is well to remember that this wonderfully efficient sys- 
tem of communication has been built up by private en- 
terprise. 


Tue Town or Ipswicu has turned from No-License 
to License this year. The change had been unexpected, 
but careful students of the situation there are not sur- 
prised. There have been some unsavory liquor investiga- 
tions recently that have helped the “wet” elements. The 
spirit of retaliation inspired certain factions of the town 
to vote “yes” while many who had conscientiously voted 
“no” decided to vote “yes” on the old plea of ‘ ‘regulation 
and high fees.” 


In THE SyMPATHY WHICH Is AROUSED by the suf- 
fering abroad no one should be deterred from doing the 
tasks which lay at our own doors. There can be no 
honor in permitting our own great social service agencies 
to suffer for money even for the pressing demands abroad. 
The secret of true giving comes from doing well both 
tasks. Did you ever notice that it is usually the generous 
spirits who keep the great social agencies in operation that 
rise to the ewergencies ? 


CONGRESSMAN GARDNER is as successful as a Town 
‘Meeting moderator as he is an efficient Congressman. 
Mr. Gardner has acauitted himself well during these try- 
ing days and the Congressional district appreciates his 
loyal spirit and his far sighted policy.

THe Report oF THE Magority of the recess com- 
mittee appointed as the result of a special message from 
Governor McCall to the legislature of 1916 to investigate 
especially the problems of rate making and accident pre- 
vention has been filed with the legislature and recom- 
mends that the Mass. Employees’ Association be given 
a monopoly of the compensation insurance business; and 
that ‘“‘all stock and mutual companies be forbidden to 
transact Workmen’s Compensation insurance.” The in- 
surance companies effected are aroused over the pro- 
posed measure and are gathering their forces to combat 
it. They characterize it as paternalistic, unfair and un- 
American. Many manufacturers are also united in oppo- 
sition to the measure on the ground that the present com- 
pensation system. is generally acceptable to employers. 
There is evidently ground for their contention. 


Wuat Has Become of that economic law of supply 
and demand of which we used to hear so much? It is 
hard to reconcile the present upward trend of prices with 
the principles of the old law, but, perhaps, there is some 
basic reason for the advances after all. Farm produce 
has been one of the commodities to advance skyward with 
rocketlike speed. And this with thousands of acres 
of fertile farm land in Massachusetts lying idle. The 
old cry that New England farm land did not compare in 
fertility with that of Western land is not longer well 
founded and an effort should be made to induce farmers 
to increase their acreage of cultivation. A movement in 
this direction is being attempted bv the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce. It is worth a trial before we discard as 
obsolete the old economic principle of supply and de- 
mand. Denunciation of mythical or real “food combines” 
is less worth while than constructive effort along recog- 
nized economic principles. 


Tue Frencn Ark AWAKE to the far reaching effect 
of the present war and in his recent address President 
Poincare was expressing the mind and the spirit of the 
entire nation when he said: “What this sanguinary war is 
going to decide irrevocably is not only the ‘destiny of the 
nations engaged in it, it is the entire future of the planet 
inhabited by man. In order that a new world may live 
in peace and joy it is necessary also, that it be born in 
suffering, but as long and cruel as it may be, the suffer- 
ing will pass and the glory of France will be eternal.” 
The President has spoken his mind and the French people 
are determined to go through sorrow and suffering to 
victory and peace. France has taken up her cross. 


Tuere Arg Two Loca, CANpipAtEes for the consti- 
tutional convention. Augustus Peabody Loring of Pride’s 
Crossing has been nominated in the representative dis- 
trict and as he is unopposed he will be elected. Rev. 
Clarence Strong Pond of Beverly Farms has won a nomin- 

ation in the congressional district. If both candidates 
are elected, and they should be, the North Shore will be 
well represented. The convention is an important one 
and should have more attention from the average citizen 
than it is receiving. 

Tar Aniits Have BEEN MAKING Procress,; their 
enemy appears to be harrassed as never before, and the 
fall of Bagdad is a harsh bit of news to him. One of the 
ulterior aims of the war was the establishment of a Berlin 
to Ragdad railroad in order to give Germany and the 
allied powers the advantages of a near over-the-land 
route to India. The fall of Bagdad menaces their plan 
and frustrates anv present effort that can be put forth to 
attain that end. No wonder the news of the fall of the 
city has cheered all England. 
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AMBASSADOR JAMES W. GERARD, our official repre- 
sentative to the German government, has returned safely 
and everyone breathes more easily. There has been no 
little apprehension concerning his safety and there have 
peen ample reasons for such fears, but he has reached 
Washington and has by this time made his formal report 
to the President. He has declined to speak, justly enough, 
and the report made to the President will be in the nature 
of a state paper and not available for publication at pres- 
ent. There is no question, however, about the facts that 
are leaking out. It is evident that Germany, despite the 
severance of our relations with her, was under honorable 
obligations to give our embassy there every courtesy pos- 
sible. Either by studied neglect or the “errors of under- 
lings,” as it was explained, the ambassador was very much 
embarrassed by being cut off by wire from the outside world 
and denied the governmental mail service. Germany had 
the power and the opportunity, but it would appear that 
the personal treatment to be accorded the representative 
of a nation could have been more courteous. Germany 
is evidently in a belligerent mood and America must 
recognize it. 


PresipeNtT W1son Has TakEN the position that this 
country should pay the Colombian nation the sum they 
request. Certain senators have tried to insinuate that 
America is being “sandbagged” out of a large sum of 
money that will be paid ignominiously as hush money. 
The situation is the reverse of that. There is no doubt 
that Colombian politicians were artful, stubborn and in- 
triguing and that Hay and Roosevelt were able to cir- 
cumvent their machinations so we were able to receive 
a cession of territory from the revolting country of Pan- 
ama. Panama was at that time an integral and a valuable 
part of the Colombian nation and the secession abetted: by 
our country in the interests of liberty and justice, and 
our own desires for Panama Canal was a distinct loss. 
in the spirit of fairness our country should pay them for 
the loss sustained and credit the amount up for damages 
to the Canal Bill. It is just, it is economical. It is rea- 
sonable and, incidentally, it is expedient. But America 
would never agree to pay the amount merely because it 
was expedient. The money should be paid and the unfor- 
tunate negotiations with our sister republic ended. 


Ian Hay Beatu, of Kitchener’s Army has been 
making addresses in our State on “The Human Side of 
Trench Warfare,’ and has been succeeding admirably, 
At the Opera House in Boston, and at Ames hall in Salem 
on Monday evening, he presented his cause in a vivid and 
telling manner, devoid of effort in speaking, straight for- 
ward and simple, enthusiastic without bitterness ancl 
patriotic, but just. One notable quality in his addresses 
has been commented upon: the studied carefulness with 
which every unneutral expression was avoided before an 
American audience and the absolute absence of adjectives 
or the spirit of vindicativeness toward the enemy. To 
avoid that must have required good forethought and 
judgment. Every time the Germans were mentioned they 
were “our friends the enemy.”” The words were uncolored 
by any touch of irony. Mr. Beath, by his good sense, 
keen power and humor and restraint has represented his 
cause well. 


Tur Presipent Is Surprise at the attitude taken 
by the railroad men. He may well be. He served the 
men well and now at the most critical moment in his 
career they have risen to embarrass his work. It would 
seem that they might stay their hands for just awhile out 
of gratitude for the man who wrested the Adamson law 


from an unwilling Congress. 
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THe GERMANS Havre ALREADY SUNK, now, an Amer- 
ican merchantman that was flying the American flag and 
sailing the seas on an innocent and rightful errand. The 
boat was fired upon and later bombs were placed within 
the hold and exploded. The crew escaped in their own 
boats and were unaided by the enemy. ‘his exploit, how- 
ever, is not the overt act that is expected. No one knows 
any more than Wilson what the overt act will be, but we 
will recognize it when it comes. The real clash is likely 
to ensue when an American armed merchantman is pur- 
sued and opens fire upon a German or Austrian sub- 
marine. Already Germany has served notice that she 


- will sink on sight and American merchantmen in self-de- 


fence will be forced to fire at sight. The future turn of 
events cannot at this time be foreseen. There can, how- 
ever, be no question about the temper and attitude of the 
German nation and the change of events is to be regret- 
ted; but if war does come we will be Americans all and 
rally to the task of protecting our national honor and 
rights. 


Just As THE WHOLE NATION is expecting to hear 
from the open sea by wireless at any moment news 
of Germany’s commission of the overt act which will mean 
war, the nation is facing again the possibility of a strike 
by the brotherhoods of railroad men. Without consider- 
ing the merits of the case in any way it would appear that 
the railroad men were under the bonds of honor and 
patriotism to keep the peace during the national crisis 
that exists. It is to be hoped that the counsel which they 
have been receiving will be heeded and that the sober 
second thought will lead them to delay pressing their case 
until the national crisis is past, and then the question can 
be considered justly and honorably on its merits and re- 
lief given. It would appear now that it is a matter of 
patriotic loyalty for the men of the brotherhoods to hold 
on with patience and forbearance, bearing whatever griev- 
ances they wish adjusted until the national crisis is past. 
Governmental ownership of railroads is not a wise meas- 
ure, but inconsiderate activities at this time would agitate 
the question. 


Ar THE ENnruustastic Mass MEETING held in Bos- 
ton on Monday evening an excellent moving picture of 
Norman Prince of Beverly Farms came upon the screen 
and that daring, heroic, American martyr for France’s 
great cause was cheered and cheered by the audience. 
America unites in honoring the brave young man. Honor 
is due and honor was won. Honor has been given and 
the spirit of Prince is still abroad. 


PRESIDENT WiLson HAs DETERMINED to call Con- 
gress and it will convene the middle of April. It seemed 
an inevitable call. No one can blame President Wilson 
for wishing to be rid of the embarrassment that the recal- 
citrant members of both houses have caused him, but it 
would appear that the seriousness of the world conditions 
round about warranted the call. Congress should be in 
session. 


Betcium In A Way Has Become a ward of our na- 
tion and war or no war the responsibilities assumed will 
be continued with efficiency and determination. The 
remnant of the Belgian nation must be preserved. 


THe VERMONT GRETNA GREEN will soon be no more 
for it is evident that the Vermont legislature is determined 
to end the matrimonial enterprise of one of its towns. 


Tue BrotHernoep Witt Warr until the Supreme 
Court has handed down its decision; and surely these men 
may be depended upon to be fair.

NEW BY-LAWS 


WiLL, BE TAKEN Up At ADJOURNED 
Town MeEstTiING Next Mon- 
DAY EVENING. 


A number of changes, more or less 
radical, are proposed in the by-laws 
submitted to the voters of Manches- 
ter for consideration at the adjourned 
town meeting to be held next Mon- 
day evening, March 19. Some of 
the changes suggested by the com- 
mittee, after a good deal of painstak- 
ing consideration, are decidedly ad- 
vantageous. Others are of doubtful 
value. 

The town, at a special town meet- 
ing held on Wednesday evening, 
September 8, 1915, voted that the 
moderator appoint a committee of 
three to revise the by-laws. The 
nominating committee named by the 
moderator consisted of the then board 
of selectmen. At an adjourned 
meeting on Wednesday evening, Sep- 
tember 15, 1916, the board reported 
that they had nominated a committee 
of three, composed of George R. 
Dean, Thomas Baker and Charles C. 
Dodge, to revise the by-laws. The 
committee was authorized to employ 
such assistance as it might require. 
The committee has prepared a new 
set of by-laws, having called into con- 
sultation practically every officer and 
board in the town. They have also 
consulted with every town in the 
state and have received valuable sug- 
gestions from many of them. A 


great deal of valuable assistance has 


been rendered the committee by. the 
office of the Attorney-General in the 
way of preliminary criticism. 

No new by-laws were attempted 
relative to the assessors, overseers of 
the poor, board of health, school com- 
mittee, superintendent of _ streets, 
sealer of weights and measures, park 
commissioners, sewerage department, 
fire department and certain other de- 
partments, which are taken care of 
by the statutes of the Commonwealth, 
or are not subject to town by-laws. 

One of the important changes 
which is proposed is the setting for- 
ward of the date of the annual town 
meeting. If the new by-laws are 
adopted the annual meeting will here- 
after be held on the second Monday 
evening in February instead of the 
first Monday in March. The text of 
the proposed section of Article I, re- 
lative to the date of annual town 
meetings is as follows: 

“The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the second Monday evening 
in February and shall begin not 
earlier than seven o’clock. 

“The meeting shall be adjourned 
to the next day, Tuesday, for the 
election of town officers and for vot- 
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ing upon the question of granting 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, and for the determination of 
such matters as by law are required 
to be determined at such meeting. 

“The polls shall be opened at six 
o’clock in the morning and shall be 
closed not earlier than five o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

“The annual town meeting, includ- 
ing its adjournment, except the Tues- 
day devoted exclusively to the elec- 
tion of town officers and for voting 
upon the question of granting licenses 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
and for the determination of such 
matters as by law are required to be 
determined at such meetings, and all 
special meetings shall be held at seven 
o'clock in the evening.” 

The remaining 21 sections of Arti- 
cle 1 have to do with the calling of 
and procedure during town meetings. 

The duties of town officers are out- 
lined under Article 2. The next arti- 
cle deals with the duties and powers 
of the selectmen. Under this article 
the board is instructed to maintain a 
suitable public dump under the direc- 
tion of the board of health. 

Article 4 deals with the duties of 
the town clerk, which are to be some- 
what increased if the by-laws are 
adopted. He will be required to have 
stated daily hours for the transaction 
of business and shall give public 
notice thereof. He will be required 
to keep a file of all town reports and 
documents, properly indexed for 
reference and examination. Among 
other duties he will be asked to keep 
in books, alphabetically arranged, the 
names of all streets, highways and 
sidewalks, which are now or may be 
hereafter accepted or laid out, with 
all data in connection with them. 

The duties of the town treasurer 
and collector of taxes are summar- 
ized in Article 5. Article 6 deals 
with the personnel and method of ap- 
pointment of the finance committee. 
The following article is taken up 
largely with determining the condi- 
tions under which money may be ex- 
pended by any board or officer of the 
town, if the sum is in excess of $500. 
Competitive bids must be obtained by 
invitation from at least three respon- 
sible bidders or by advertising. Bids 
must be sealed and accompanied by a 
bond. The contract is then to be 
awarded to the lowest “responsible” 
bidder. 

The police department and its regu- 
lations are taken up under Article 8, 
but no new departures are noted. 
Extensive regulations are made for 
the water department under Article 9. 

Article 10 authorizes the board of 
selectmen to grant licenses to hawk- 
ers and pedlers and determines to

The 
character of vehicles and receptacles 
are also specified. Junk dealers are 
regulated in their activities under 
Particle. <I 1 

The regulation of traffic and the 
licensing of carriages and motor vehi- 
cles for hire are taken up under Arti- 
cle 12. Bonds must be filed by oper- 
ators of such vehicles in a form satis- 
factory to the selectmen. The 
amounts are fixed as follows: For 
a licensee who has a motor vehicle or 
vehicles with a total seating capacity 
of ten passengers or less, $2,000; ten, 
but no more than 15, $3,000; 15, but 
hot more than 30, $4,000; over 30, 
$5,000. <A violation of any of the 
provisions of this article is punishable 
by a fine not exceeding $10 for each 
offense. This refers chiefly to the 
traffic regulations embodied in the 
article. 

Amendments to the by-laws may be 
made at an annual town meeting, pro- 
viding an article to that effect has 


been inserted in the warrant. All 
town by-laws in effect today are auto- 
matically repealed by the adoption of 
the new code.

MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD 
ILLUSTRATED LECTURE ON INTERNAL 
CoMBUSTION ENcINES By 
ALFRED ROGERS. 


About 40 members of the Men’s 
Brotherhood of Manchester heard a 
talk on internal combustion engines 
in the vestry of the Baptist church by 
Alfred Rogers, chief engineer of the 
Manchester Water department oa 
Monday evening. Mr. Rogers gave 
pictures of gas engines used in vari- 
ous parts of the country for varying 
purposes. His first picture was of 
one of the engines used in the Gravel 
Pond station in Manchester, taken be- 
fore the-fire.. The. engine 4otmoy 
horsepower pumps 700 gallons a 
minute against a 280 feet head. An 
gas engine in the plant of the Blair 
Manufacturing Co. of Springfield 
runs the machinery of a three-story 
tactory on 71% cents a day, it is the 
boast of the owners. 

The engines for the high pressure 
svstem in New York City, located at 
Coney Island, were shown. They 
pump 4500 gallons a minute and de- 
velop a pressure of 150 pounds to the 
square inch. The pressure at a fire 
is so great that the stream from the 
nozzle will knock out wooden parti- 
tions. 

The gas engine power plant at 
Filene’s store in Boston, which Mr. 
Rogers installed, was shown. Many 
private and municipal power plants 


using internal coimbusion engines 
were shown.

One such March is remembered by 
Jeffrey S. Reed of Manchester, who 
was snowbound in New Haven at 
the time of the historic blizzard of 
’88 which choked up the Connecticut 
valley and paralized railroad traffic 
all over New England. The follow- 
ing reference to that historic blizzard 
was made by the Springfield Repub- 
lican on Monday: 

“When Springfield people woke up 
29 years ago today they little thought 


‘that the snow which had been. falling 


most of the night would develop into 
the biggest blizzard of modern times 
and cause the most serious blockade 
of transportation since modern means 
of conveyance came into use. The 
anniversary this year is of particular 
interest because the dates in March 
fall on the same days of the week 
Thus 
it was on Sunday night, the 11th, 
that the snow began falling in the 
Connecticut valley, it was on Monday, 
the 12th, that the storm reached its 
height, it was on Tuesday, the 13th, 
that the snow ceased to fall, and not 
until Wednesday, the 14th, that the 
stalled railroad trains were dug out 
of the snow, and Thursday, the 15th, 
that a limited transportation service 
was restored. 

“The experience of the 11 o’clock 
express from. Boston attracted 
much attention hereabottts. This 
train, corresponding to the 12 o’clock 
New York express today, passed 
Palmer at about 1.30 o’clock, almost 
on time, but had to slow down at 
North Wilbraham because there was 
a freight ahead. When it had reach- 
ed a point two miles beyond North 
Wilbraham, it got stuck in a drift just 
behind the freight, and its passengers 
stayed on board until they were 
rescued by a relief train on Wednes- 
day, after 47% hours’ imprisonment. 
During this time food had been pro-

ORK is being rushed on the second largest aeroplane 
factory in the United States, which is being built at 
Marblehead for The Burgess Company, makers of many 
aeroplanes and seaplanes for the United States Army and 
Navy and for the Allies. The steel frame of the build- 
ing is nearly all in place and it is expected that the fac- 
tory will be put into use by April 5. It will be of brick 
with steel frame, steel sashes and slow-burning roof and 
will be on Orne street, Little Harbor, about one mile from 
the present factory. 

There is so much work on hand now that the present 
plant is sadly overtaxed and cannot begin to keep up with 
orders, so both will be kept busy for many months. The 
force now employed numbers more than 150 skilled 
mechanics and this number will be doubled as soon as 
the new factory is in full use. Two shifts are being em- 
ployed. 

The building will be 300 feet long and 100 feet wide 
and 32 feet high. It is so designed that in parts it is to 
be two stories high and everywhere throughout the fac- 
tory there will be twenty feet of clear space between the 
floor and the roof. The high sections will be for hoist- 
ing planes and getting them out of the way of the work- 
men on the floor. The only aeroplane factory that is 
larger is that of the Curtiss Company near Buffalo, which 
is 500 feet long. 

There are being constructed at The Burgess Com- 
pany’s plant a considerable number of machines for the 
army—mostly coast defense hydroplanes—and a. still 
larger number for the navy—mostly small scout planes. 

It is not violating any confidence to say that there 
is in sight a much larger amount of work for both 
branches of the service and, if war comes, the Marble- 
head concern will be awarded contracts, it is expected, 
for scores of planes of various types. Its machines ‘sent 
abroad have made noteworthy records against the Ger- 
man planes and have shown up well in chasing sub- 
marines, patrolling coasts and bomb dropping. 

It is recognized that there are in this country now 
a sufficient number of aeroplane plants to turn out large 
numbers of high-grade machines exceedingly fast and 
that once they are given the orders to go ahead they will 
show a production which may surprise the European 
governments. Of course, it is only fair to say that the 
orders from Europe have helped largely to put the fac- 
tories here in condition to handle large orders.

siderably from their bites, whether 
they be of the tropical or non-tropical 
species. The assertion that our mos- 
quitos are not dangerous is ludicrous. 
One may as well contend that a dog 
is not a dog and could not bite. 

Most of us have experienced what 
it is to pass a restless night during 
the sultry weather. When about to 
sleep, this insidious foe comes flying 
over your head, and, with its fiddle- 
string note sounds a warning, beware! 
Shortly after, you are bitten. En- 
raged you jump out of bed, switch on 
the light, and grab a towel, like a 
hand-grenade, determined to flay the 
enemy to death. Whilst searching 
for the foe, the insect calmly alights 
upon the back of your hand and bites 
again. Sleep having departed pro 
tem you fill your pipe or light a cigar, 
only to find that a whole family has 
been in ambush awaiting a chance for 
a surprise attack. 

What is more agravating than to 
see a helpless babe, sleeping outdoors, 
bitten unmercifully by man-eating in- 
sects? Naturally, revenge fills one’s 
mind. Thoughts of these insects hav- 
ing drawn blood from a diseased per- 
son occur, and the injections from the 
stings, as you await results, cause 
many anxious moments. 

In the genealogical records of New 
England settlers, mention is made of 
the numerous mosquitos. Those days 
have gone. Since science has made 
advanced strides, and we live under 
better conditions than our ancestors, 
it would be incompatible with the 
times if we should stand aloof and 
refuse to combat, with all possible 
means at our disposal, the foe within 
our gates. 

To exterminate the mosquito is not 
exactly a luxury, as your correspond- 
ent assumes, but a vital necessity. In 
order to scientifically abolish these 
pests, a sum of $5,000 or $10,000 in a 
wealthly community like Manchester 
is a paltry amount. 

Money spent in this work is well 
spent. Unfortunately, there are peo- 
ple who save money, not for its uses. 
but merely for the sake of hoarding 
it; on the other hand there are those 
who have immense fortunes, but who 
spend foolishly.

PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 


ILLUSTRATED TALK ON  SURGICAI, 
DreEssincs At Prict 
ScHoor HALL. 


Mrs. Agnes C. McNamara, field 
secretary of the National Civic feder- 
ation, who was secured through the 
efforts of Mrs. W. H. Coolidge, Jr.. 
spoke at the meeting of the Manches- 
ter Parent-Teacher association in 
Price School hall on Wednesday eve- 
ning. Her subject, “Surgical Dress- 
ings,” was illustrated by a large num- 
ber of stereopticon views, showing 
the method of making, packing, ship- 
ping and ultimate use of the dress- 
ings. The meeting was well attended. 
Before and after the lecture selections 
were furnished by the Priest School 
orchestra, led by Roland S. Stebbins. 

“The National Civic federation,” 
said Mrs. McNamara, “was formed 
in 1900 for the purpose of promoting 
industrial peace. Capital, organized 
labor and the public were represent- 
ed upon its executive committee. De- 
partments were created to study na- 
tional problems and to organize the 
best brains of the country for the 
public good. No race nor creed is 
recognized in its work. Some atten- 
tion was paid to legislation.” 

She told of the growth of the work 
and the formation of departments for 
special effort. One of the 12 stand- 
ing committees is the woman’s de- 
partment of which the surgical dress- 
ings committee is a part. The New 
England section was formed in 1912. 
Tt has three committees, the industrial 
committee, the prison committee and 
the surgical dressings. During the 
fall and winter of 1914 the federation 
did much to relieve unemployment by 
opening six workrooms for the mak- 
ing of surgical dressings. Besides 
furnishing work the workrooms were 
a source of supply for the American 
Red Cross in France. Since the 
movement for preparedness started 
the surgical dressings committee has 
increased to 5000. Twice that nun- 
ber is needed and in case of ‘war 
20,000 might be the number of work- 
ers required. ‘Mrs. McNamara fre- 
quently mentioned the Magnolia Sur- 
gical Dressings committee in the 
course of her talk, being under the 
impression that she was addressing a 
Magnolia audience. She was the 
guest of Mrs. W. H. Coolidge, Jr., at 
Magnolia and although she actually 
referred to the Manchester Surgical 
Dressings committee, of which Mrs. 
Coolidge is chairman, she used the 
name Magnolia by mistake. 

Among the views shown was the 
Peter Bent Brigham hospital, which 
has been the headquarters for the 
Surgical Dressings in this country.

Dressings are sent there, sterilized 
and wrapped in brown paper and 
covered with waterproof paper be- 
fore being sent abroad. The dress- 
ings go to France, Italy, England, 
Belgium and Serbia. There were 435 
cases sent abroad last month repre- 
senting a total of 435,000 dressings. 
Pictures of the first Harvard unit in 
France were shown and views of the 
American Ambulance at work.. Views 
were shown of the field hospitals, big 
guns, shells, explosions and their ef- 
fect, the dreaded Zepplins, hospital 
ships and trains. She said there was 
only one automobile found suitable 
to the ambulance work, a car that 
could go into the ditch at the side of 
a road while a motor train passed 
and get back on to the highway with- 
out being towed—none other than the 
little American Ford. Pictures were 
shown of the dreadful wounds 
caused by exploding shells and the 
remarkable achievements of the sur- 
geons. American dental surgeons, 
Mrs. McNamara said, had accom- 
plished some wonderful operations in 
the case of facial wounds. 

When Mrs. McNamara. had fin- 
ished Mrs. Raymond C. Allen made 
an appeal for support of the local 
committee.

So long 
has the nation been free from war and its perils that the 
nation has been criticized severlv for timidity and cow- 
ardice. Be that as it may. When once aroused the

righteousness, honor and truth will be all the more vigor- 
ous in their defensive activities——if they do not delay tco 
long. 


GENERAL LroNnARD Woop has been speaking up in 
meeting and has criticized quite trenchantly the molly- 
coddling spirit of laissez faire that waits for the attacks 
of an enemy before preparing. There is a marked differ- 
ence between the militant aggressiveness of Prussianism 
and the defensive policy of being prepared to oust an 
enemy and to defend one’s hearthstone. 


Tur ROMANS IN THE ANCIENT republic learned to 
beware the “ides of March.”” April seems to be the month 
of war beginnings for the American republic; but March 
has been the fateful determining month. 


Monsieur NicnoiAs RoMANorFY of Petrograd is tak- 
ing an extended tour to his personal estates at Lividia, 
Crimea, and is not expected to return to Petrograd—for 
the present. 
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Revotutions ARE “CATCHING” and the successful 
way in which the Russian people “cashiered” their sover- 
eign augurs ill for the cause of autocracy, monarchy and 
unrepresentative government in Europe. What would 
one say if the socialist and radical parties in the Central 
Powers were able to execute a coup d’etat! It does nor 


.seem that the Prussian people will long endure the oppres- 


sions imposed by the military policy of that portion of the 
empire. Can anyone read the future of the German. gov- 
ernment? If the Allies are successful will they be will- 
ing to recognize the ruling authorities in the Central 
Powers? If they insist that the negotiations be carried 
on with the German people the overthrow of monarchial 
sovereignty in Germany will have been accomplished. 
The rebellion in America was fought in order to preserve 
the Union, but the negroes were freed. The Allied 
powers are fighting for democracy, for self-preservation 
—national and social and political—but it may follow 
that their activities will also mean the salvation of the 
very powers that are opposing. Strange stories are com- 
ing over seas of the fraternal spirit existing among sol- 
diers on both sides of no man’s land, and the mingling 
of troops from all the ends of the earth, despite the hor- 
ror of war, means an education of the great masses of 
men who have been drawn like magic from their homes 
isolated from all the rest of the world and where they 
might have lived and died so isolated. Now the ordin- 
ary soldier is thinking out world problems, and the think- 
ing of the masses when it is completed will prevail. There 
are surprises in view for the whole world. There is, as 
Matthew Arnold well says, an “unseen power at work 
in the world which makes for righteousness.” Righteous- 
ness must and will eventually prevail. Truth crushed to 
earth will rise again. The allied cause will be won event- 
ually. If they are defeated in this war there will be 
other wars to follow until right -has prevailed and might 
crushed by a might that recognizes the ideal impulse in 
man—right. 


A New Law Has Been Proposed which will cost 
the state one-half a million dollars and require all motor- 
ists to present themselves for examination. While there 
is no question but what there are many motorists who 
would never be able to pass severe examination, it is also 
certain that many men who could successfully pass exam- 
inations are a menace on the road. There are factors 
that make persons who operate motor vehicles dangerous 
to other motorists and pedestrians, that would not appear 
in examinations such as are proposed. The law proposed 
is an honorable attempt of well meaning persons to place 
restrictions upon the promiscuous granting of operating 
licenses to persons who are not to be trusted with such 
responsibility. The intent is honorable and altogether 
proper, but it does not appear that the law proposed will 
achieve the ends desired. If it would, all motorists would 
eladly respond and the expense would be worth all it cost, 
but it will not. 


ONE OF THE BLESSINGS certain to arise from the 
world conflict now being waged will be the forcing of the 
future diplomatic policies of all governments into the 
open. The German government has not been in diplo- 
matic relations with America for a month and when the 
relations are begun again new terms of relationship will 
have been established. 


THE ORGANIZATION PLANS of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad are announced and if carried to their completion 
should help unravel the difficulties which are embarras- 
sing to the management and a burden to the unfortunate 
owners of the stock of the company.

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Too LitrLe CONSIDERATION is being given the com- 
ing Constitutional convention by the large majority of the 
pupuc. A number of vitally important matters will be 
presented for the consideration ot the delegates, the na- 
ture ot which few seem to realize. Because ot the great 
number of problems which the convention will consider it 
has been and will be impossible tor the public to give 
them mature consideration. ‘lwo important questions 
which will surely be put forward will be those of pro- 
visions for the initiative and referendum and the grant- 
ing of equal suffrage for men and women. Amendments 
wul probably be submitted relative to tax reforms, the 
prohibition of sectarian appropriations, election of judges, 
abolition of capital punishment, prohibition of the manu- 
facture and sale ot intoxicants and the countless other 
more or less radical measures which always spring up at 
conventions of this sort. It behooves the pubiic to weigh 
carefully the motives behind the proposed measures and 
their ultimate effect. Candidates for election as dele- 
gates to the convention may justly be asked to state their 
attitude toward any of the possible amendments that may 
arise. It is the duty of good citizens to secure in advance 
from their probable representatives a statement of their 
attitude on these vital issues. 


Tue Proutertion Issugk in England is an issue that 
does not go down. So conservative a paper as the Spec- 
tator is determined that there shall be purchase of the 
industry by the government with prohibition for the 
period of the war. The moral issue, of course, is raised; 
but the defensive and economic reasons have come into 
the foreground. The drastic measure is proposed in 
order to conserve the grain that is destroyed and to main- 
tain the efficiency of the workmen by preventing them 
from dissipating their energies by the use of alcohlic stim- 
ulants. Jf war be declared in America on Germany, there 
will undoubtedly be a liquor propaganda launched on 
similar lines. The issue will be watched by careful stu- 
dents of current events. 


THERE ArE Two ComMMIssIons at work upon two 
important road problems that have been a menace to 
motorists for years. One commission is at work on a 
plan for easy motor travel through Salem with the pos- 
sible construction of a new, “by-the-sea” boulevard. From 
the Felsway, Somerville, to the Cambridge line there is 
another dangerous city route that needs attention and a 
commission is at work to determine the best possible 
road. When these two problems are satisfactorily solved 
motorists going to and from Boston will have a pleasanter 
and. shorter ride. 


Wuitt Curna Has BEEN a sleeping China, unable 
fully to comprehend the great world movement, it has 
nevertheless been confident of enough of the justice of 
the American position to follow the call sent out by the 
President and has broken relations with Germany. ‘The 
future means peace on the Pacific ocean because Germany 
has been determined to have war with Japan and America. 
China has answered our word of advice. Japan has re- 
fused to consent to the intrigue supported by Germany 
and resents it. 


So AnoTHER oF Torstor’s remarkable prophecies 
has come true. That wise old seer spoke more and 
better than he knew. Shrewdness, indeed, is commend- 
able, but this prophet of Russia appears to have had a 
sort of “supervision.” 


Curna Becan In REAL Earnest by seizing German 
shipping at anchor in her neutral harbors. Cutting off of 
diplomatic relations with China means something. 
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THE REVOLUTION IN Russ is of great importance 
and is the most important event that has transpired since 
the beginning of the great war. It means that a great 
nation has had a new birth, the internal intrigues of 
Germanic plotters have failed and the cause of democracy 
has triumphed again over the domination of an oligarchy. 
Russia has been living a benighted life shackled by in- 
efficiency, undemocratic institutions, intrigue, unrest, per- 
secution and tyranny; but now the old regime has passed 
and behold, there is a beginning of all things. Wauthout 
the shedding of blood a great change has been wrought 
that will mean much to Russia and the whole world. An 
amnesty has been granted to all for political and religious 
offenses, liberty ot speech and the press asserted, aboli- 
tion of all social, religious and national restrictions, pre- 
parations for the convocation of a national assembly, the 
substitution of the militia for police, and the maintenance 
of the social and civil rights of the soldiery. The new 
provisions are far reaching and Russia’s days of liberty, 
equality and progress have already begun. 


MinirtaARy INstRucTION AND DriLis have been pre- 
scribed for the prisoners in Charlestown jail and the work 
has already begun. There is no doubt but what the dis- 
cipline of the army or the navy would have spared them 
the penalties imposed by prison sentence. There are 
many things which may be said about compulsory military 
training, but there is no doubting the fact that it incul- 
cates principles of efficiency, honor and obedience that 
many men would never aquire in any other way. 


THE SINKING OF THREE more American ships under 
questionable conditions for Germany’s honor increases , 
the possibilities of war. It seems as though it cannot be 
averted, honorably. The overt act has not yet been com- 
mitted. This will be delayed doubtlessly until an arnied 
merchant vessel flying the American flag has attacked a 
German submarine. This will be the act of war. 


Own SUNDAY AN AMERICAN FLAG was unfurled at the 
Park Street church, Boston, and at other churches silk 
flags have long been in place in the room used for wor- 
ship. It will be well if every church could have a silk 
flag. Here is an opportunity for patriotically inclined 
people to see that the churches are provided with good 
flags. 


Tuer RaArLRoAD STRIKE was successfully averted. It 
see ned unbelicveable that there was at this time any seri- 
ous possibility of its being called. Now that it is really 
over all may rest easier. There are better means of set- 
tling difficulties than embarrassing trade and menacing 
the national state of preparedness. 


Tuere Is Great ReyJorcinG among the Jews of Rus- 
sia and the governmental prisoners in Russia and Siberia. 
Russia has awakened and a new era has already begun in 
Europe. Freed from the domination of vodka it is now 
freed from the domination of unprincipled and undemo- 
cratic oppressive rule.

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TOWN MEETING 


GREAT AMOUNT OF DISCUSSION OVER 
ADOPTION OF PROPOSED 
By-Laws. 


A little over two hours was spent 
i adopting or rejecting the pro- 
visions of the first four articles in the 
proposed by-laws’ for the Town of 
Manchester at an adjourned meeting 
held for the purpose on Monday eve- 
ning. More than half of the time was 
spent in getting under way, smooth- 
ing over misunderstandings and over- 
coming the objections to the first 
three sections of Art. I. 

The meeting was called to order at 
7.38 by Moderator Raymond C. Allen 
and Art. 38 of the Town warrant 
taken from the table. The action on 
the article was deferred by the unani- 
mous consent of the meeting until 
the report of the resolutions commit- 
tee upon the retirement of Alfred 5. 
Jewett as town clerk was read by 
Henry T. Bingham. The _ report, 
which was in the form of a congratu- 
latory resolution, was adopted by a 
unanimous rising vote. 

George S. Sinnicks moved for un- 
animous consent of the meeting to 
consider Art. 43 next. Consent be- 
ing given, Mr. Sinnicks offered the 
resignation of Oliver Roberts. as a 
member of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Monument committee. The resigna- 
tion left two vacancies on the com- 
mittee, which was appointed at the 
annual meeting. The moderator 
named Rev. A. G. Warner and 1. 'M. 


Marshall to fill the vacancies. 


The by-laws committee struck a 
snag immediately when action was 
called for under Art. 38. . Jeffrey 5. 
Reed moved that the proposed by- 
laws be tabled and James Beaton 
seconded the motion. George R. Dean 
of the by-laws committee thought the 
town should have a set of by-laws. 
He rehearsed the history of the by- 
laws committee’s work and that of 
previous committees. He said the 
committee had put in over a year of 
rard work in drawing up the new by- 
laws, that the town counsel had been 
called upon for advice and a prelim- 
inary draft submitted to the Attorney 
General’s office. He declared all de- 
partments had had an opportunity te 
appear before the committee. He 
said the by-laws were second to none 
in the state and ought to go before 
the meeting, at least. 

Thomas Baker thought the motion 
was foolish and extravagant as the 
town had gone to the expense of 
securing the new by-laws and the 
money would be thrown away if they 
were not accepted in some form. He 
urged some action even if only a por- 
tion of them were adopted. He 
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thought that some of them must sure- 
lv be good. 

Mr. Reed said he intended no re- 
flection upon the committee, which 
bad worked hard to serve the town, 
but he thought the time involved and 
the present condition of the country 
should be considered. He thought it 
would be better to wait before taking 
action. James Beaton who seconded 
the motion to table the proposed by- 
‘aws declared they were elaborate 
enough for a city of 100,000 and were 
entirely unnecessary. Chester Crafts 
said the committee had done its duty 
it presenting the by-laws to the town 
and that if the by-laws were to be 
picked to pieces and accepted or re- 
jected it should be done at once. The 
motion to table was lost. 

Raymond C. Allen suggested that 
the by-laws be taken up section by 
section and Edwin P. Stanley mace 
a motion to that effect. It was car- 
ried. 

Section 1 of Art. 1 of the proposed 
by-laws had to do with the date of 
annual town meetings. George §. 
Sinnicks wanted to “know what. the 
business of the first Monday evening 
would consist of. George R. Dean 
of the committee on by-laws replied 
that it would be the usual routine 
transacted under the present system 
at the Monday morning session. Mr. 
Sinnicks thought the officers should be 
elected the first day and all business 
and appropriations left until it was 
known who was to spend the money. 

Charles C. Dodge said the principal 
point in favor of holding the meeting 
was to get away from having a small 
gathering of 50 men appropriate 
some $200,000 at the morning session 
when few others were able to be pres- 
ent to discuss matters. Mr. Sinnicks 
said he was in favor of the evening 
sessions, but thought the session at 
which the election of officers was 
held should come before the meeting 
at which appropriations were made. 
Mr. Dean said that in Swampscott 
the first session was held one week 
before officers were elected. He 
thought the system a good one. An 
amendment to the wording of the sec- 
tion, suggested by the moderator was 
accepted by Mr. Dean. As original- 
ly worded the section fixed the hour 
for the annual town meeting and ad- 
journments or special meetings at 
seven o’clock. Amended, the section 
reads, “not earlier than seven o’clock.” 
In that form it was adopted by a vote 
of 37 to 25. 

Another discussion was Pe ied 
by the moving of section 2. The sec- 
tion provides that the warrants for 
all town meetings shall be posted at 
the Town hall, postoffice, police sta- 
tion and engine house seven diys be-

fore the meeting. E. P. Stanley 
wanted to know if the town could 
legally designate the postoffice as one 
of the places where the warrant 
should be posted. He said the town 
had no rights upon the government 
property. E. S. Knight said that the 
statutes said the warrant must be 
posted in three or more conspicuous 
places. C. A. Dodge said the com- 
mittee’s idea was to get a sufficient 
number of places so that the voters 
would receive proper notification. 
James Beaton thought it was unneces- 
sary to designate where the warrant 
should be posted. Thomas Baker 
moved the acceptance of the section. 
George S. Sinnicks wanted to know 
if it was necessary to accept the by- 
laws to please the committee. George 
R. Dean said the committee had en- 
deavored not to have anything to con- 
flict with the statutes. A preliminary 
draft of the by-laws had been sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General’s of- 
fice and everything which did not be- 


leng there had been stricken out at 
his suggestion. 

E. P. Stanley thought the question 
must have been covered by statute, 
otherwise he wondered how the 
selectmen had been guided in previous 
years. Daniel O’Brien, who assisted 
the committee in drawing up the by- 
laws, declared that they must be sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General for 
approval when finally adopted. Any- 
thing declaratory of the public sta- 
tutes would be thrown out, he said, 
and anything contrary to the statutes 
would meet a similar fate. By-laws, 
he said were supplementary to the 
statutes. The statutes could say what 
must be done, he said, but they could 
not specify how each individual town 
should carry them out. Charles 
Dodge said one town meeting was 
called over a year ago at which a quo- 
rum was not present because the war- 
rant was not properly posted. He 
thought the means which would se- 
cure the most publicity for the meet-

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ing should be adopted. Raymond C. 
Allen said the town could specify 
where the warrant should be posted, 
but, in his opinion, it would not in- 
validate the meeting if it were not 
posted in one of the places specified, 
provided the statutes were lived up 
to. It was voted to adopt the sections 
after changing the word “meetings” 
to “voters” so that the section would 
read “and voters shall be notified by 
posting attested copies, etc.” 

Section 3, relative to the mailing by 
the town clerk of printed copies of 
the warrant to voters at least two 
days before any town meeting was 
passed over on motion of George S. 
Sinnicks. Lyman W. Floyd doubted 
if the town could legally instruct him 
as town clerk to ursurp the duties of 
the constables, who are specifically 
named by the statutes to warn voters 
of an approaching town meeting. 

Thomas Baker moved the adoption 
of Sect. 4, determining what a quorum 
should be, and it was carried without 
opposition. Section 5, moved by 
Charles C. Dodge, was passed without 
discussion. Section 6, determining 
the order in which articles in the war- 
rant should be voted tupon, was 
adopted on motion of George R. 
Dean, after the vote required to 
change the order of action had been 
changed from “two-thirds” to “ma- 
jority.” Later the section was recon- 
sidered on motion of Daniel O’Brien 
and was struck out as being declara- 
tory of the statutes. 

After the elimination of an un- 
necessary word in section 7 it was 
adopted on motion of Mr. Dean. Sec- 
tion 8 was also moved by Mr. Dean 
and carried. Section 9, limiting the 
time allowed to a speaker upon any 
question, brought out a little discus- 
sion. Walter B. Calderwood moved 
to pass over the section. 

Thomas Baker, of the by-laws 
committee, said he had been told the 
section would affect him more than 
any man in town, but he was in favor 
of its adoption. The motion to pass 
over was lost and on motion of 
Charles C. Dodge the section was 
adopted. Sections 10, 11, 12, 13 and 
14 were adopted without dissent. 
They had to do with procedure in 
meetings. Section 15 was adopted 
after a slight change was made in the 
grammatical construction. Section 
16 was accepted. The subject matter 
of section 17 was submitted by Mr. 
Dean in a more complete form than 
appeared in the printed by-laws. The 
amended section was adopted. It 
dealt with motions to reconsider. 

Sections 18 (with slight correction), 
19 and 20 were adopted in order. 
Section 20 was amended to read “or 
to a future regular or special meet-

ing,” having reference to motions to 
dissolve a town meeting before all 
articles have been acted upon or post- 
poned, as above amended. Sections 
21 and 22 were adopted on motion of 
Mr. Dean. 

Under Art. 2, defining the duties of 
town officers in general, section I was 
cuickly adopted. The second section, 
providing for procedure when the ap- 
propriation in any department has 
been exhausted, barred further ex- 
penditure by the department without 
a vote of the town. After amend- 
ment to read, “provided that this 
shall not forbid any expenditure that 
may be required or permitted by the 
laws of the Commonwealth,” the sec- 
tion was adopted. 

Edward S. Knight moved that Sec- 
tion 3 be struck out. The section 
provided that no town officer and no 
salaried employee of the town or 
agent of such officer should sell sup- 
plies to the town without permission 
cf the selectmen by recorded vote. 
Thomas Baker wanted to know why 
the section should be stricken out. 
Mr. Knight said he thought it was 
ridiculous that Mr. Dean, for in- 
stance, must secure the permission of 
the selectmen to sell a loaf of bread 
tc the almshouse. He said every busi- 
ness man in town who held any office 
did more or less business with the 
town and he thought the provision 
was unwise. It was voted to pass it 
over. Section 4 was accepted on mo- 
tion of Thomas Baker. 

Section 5 provided that the books 
of all boards and standing committees 
should be open to inspection of citi- 
zens upon demand during office hours 
and should not be removed from theit 
office. This was amended to read 
“except for use in town meetings,” 
and was adopted. Sections 6, 7, 8, 
and 10 were carried in order. 

Under Art. 3, pertaining to the 
duties of the selectmen, section I was 
carried. 

Section 2 was amended slightly tc 
allow the selectmen more authority in 
representing the town before any 
ccurt, legislative committee or state 


-or county board for the purpose of 


protecting the interest of the town.

Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6 were adopted. 
Section 7 provided that the annual 
report of the town, “including the 
warrant for the annual meeting,” 
should be in the hands of the select- 
men for distribution not later than 
Feb. 1 of each year. It was carried. 
Sections 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 were 
passed without discussion. | Under 
section 13 the committee thought bet- 
ter provision was made for fixing the 
responsibility for keeping the town 
buildings insured if the selectmen 
were directed to attend to it. Ray- 
mond C. Allen thought the town 
would be better served if every board 
was held responsible for the buildings 
under its care. He moved, Lyman 
W. Floyd occupying the chair, that 
the section be stricken out. By a vote 
of 22 to 23 the motion was lost. On 
motion of Mr. Dean the section was 
adopted. 


Under Art. 4, fixing the duties of 
the town clerk, the first section was 
stricken out after some discussion. 
The section provided that the town 
clerk must have stated daily hours for 
the transaction of business. Lyman 
W. Floyd said he had been unable in 
all his years of experience as assistant 
clerk to find hours suitable to every- 
one. He said the town clerk was sub- 
ject to call at all hours and he thought 
the town would be better served if 
there were no set hours. George R. 
Dean thought the town should be run 
on business principles rather than a 
“hit or miss” system. George S. 
Sinnicks declared the town was being 
well served under the present system. 
He said it was unfair to have the 
town clerk spend a stated number of. 
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hours in his office, when practically no 
one would call to transact business, 
and then be subject to call outside of 
hours. -He moved to pass over the 
section and it was voted 39 to 15 to 
so do. The balance of Art. 4 was 
adopted. An adjournment was taken 
at 9.45 o'clock to next Monday eve- 
ning, March 26, when the balance of 
the by-laws will be considered.

URRAGE HOSPITAL, on Bumkin Island, in Boston 

harbor, and the magnificent steam yacht Aztec have 
been offered by Albert C. Burrage, of Boston and the 
North Shore, to the government free, in case of war, for 
the sick and wounded sailors. This generous tender is 
contained in a letter to Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
which was dictated by Mr. Burrage, who at present is in 
Redlands, Cal., and was forwarded yesterday from his 
Boston office. Not only does Mr. Burrage extend to the 
government the free use of the hospital and the yacht, 
during the continuance of war, but he agrees to pay the 
cost of conducting the hospital up to $4000 a month for a 
period of at least four months, also to pay the cost of 
running the yacht as a hospital transport ship in the dis- 
trict from Chatham to Eastport, up to $8000 a month for 
a period of at least four months. 

The hospital which is admirably situated for naval 
purposes, being only a short distance from the entrance 
to the harbor, was built by Mr. Burrage several years ago 
for the free care and treatment of sick and crippled chil- 
dren, and has been conducted by him at his own expense. 
It has ward accommodations for two hundred beds, as 
well as small rooms for patients, and quarters for the 
staff and help. If needed, Mr. Burrage is willing to allow 
the government to erect other buildings on the island. 
His only condition as to the hospital, which applies also 
to the yacht, is that they be returned at the close of the 
war in as good order and repair as at present. 

The Aztec is the largest steam yacht in Boston waters 
and with only one or two exceptions the largest on the 
Atlantic coast. It is now being put in commission and 
will be finished shortly. The Aztec is 260 feet overall, 
216 feet waterline, and 30 feet beam, and is equipped 
throughout as a family pleasure boat. It has a steel hull 
and gross tonnage of 848, the net being 576. It was built 
in 1902 at Elizabeth, N. J., for Mr. Burrage and has been 
across the Atlantic several times. The craft carries a 
crew of forty-four and has large and beautifully equipped 
passenger accommodations, including staterooms, a deck 
dining-room and a large saloon. The Aztec has a wire- 
less. It usually flies the Eastern Yacht Club colors, but 
sometimes those of the New York or Boston clubs.

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The Fight With the Submarine

WE were five days out from Boston Light The captain signaled full speed ahead 
With the danger zone ahead, While he swore an oath or two, 

Our good ship Hudson cleaved the waves, As he veered the good ship off to port 
As fast on her way she sped. To see what speed could do. 


We had fifteen hundred souls on board— 
Men, women and children small ;

The sun sank low in the western sky, Right down, and the fight was won, 

Far over the ocean blue, Then we gave three cheers for old Tom Browne 
And we talked of the land we had left behind While he stooped and kissed his gun. 

And the land we were going to. We cheered again for the captain bold, 


And again just one cheer more, 
Then we patched the holes in our gallant ship 
And we brought her safe to shore. 


When—hark! to the shriek of a deadly shell, 
Then the heavy boom of a gun, 

*T was a submarine on the starboard bow, 
You could see by the setting sun. * * x * Xk x sf S x 

Oh, the shriek of that shell was a dreadful sound, 
As over our bows it crossed; 

It almost froze the blood in our veins, 
Like the cry of a soul that is lost. 


Today we answer freedom’s call, 
She’s always found us true, 

For our fighting boys will soon line up 
With the old Red, White and Blue. 


Then the women quailed, and the children screamed, We hear the eagle scream again, — 
E’en the boldest held his breath, With the roll of the thundering drum, 
For—the feeling is something strange my boys And the Boys in Blue, as they always do, 


When you’re face to face with death. Shall answer “here we come.” 
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A Surp’s Captain and the crew many years ago 
told a remarkable story of a narrow escape which thcir 
vessel had from going on a rock. The wind was blowing 
heavily, the sea was running swiftly and nothing that the 
crew could do seemed to prevent the ship from driving 
ahead onto the rocks. At the last possible moment the 
captain gave orders, “to the boats,” but before they could 
swing them clear of the ship, the wind changed, and the 
vessel that was marked evidently for destruction was 
caught in a change of wind, its speed checked and the 
rock avoided by a margin too small for comfort. There are 
breakers ahead for the ship of state. War appears al- 
most inevitable and only the miraculous can avert the 
impending disaster. A state of war exists, not because 
diplomatic relations have been cut off with Germany, but 
because of the attacks that have been made contrary to 
international law and the protests of the Government 
against unarmed merchant men. Already our govern- 
ment has armed vessels bound for Europe and three such 
craft have successfully made port. The German marines 
interned in Philadelphia have been transported to Georgia 
and are, virtually, prisoners. The Massachusetts militia 
has been notified to be in readiness for a call and two 
_Tregiments are already in service. The President has 
ordered that the Marine corps be raised to 17,140 and has 
authorized other acts in the interests of a “complete state 
of preparedness.” Even though the United States Gov- 
ernment desires to avoid war, how can one fail to see 
what the German interpretation of our activities is to be. 
It is well known that Germany declared war, claiminz 
that Russia and France were mobilizing to make an at- 
tack. Germany will interpret our activities in no more 
friendly light. America must face the issue. It is now 
upon us and no one will shirk the responsibility.

chinery, engineering, horse, languages, motorboat, motor 
car, navigator, nurse, pharmacist, radio, railroad opera- 
tion, seaman, structural work in steel, surgeon, tele- 
grapher or topography. You have an opportunity to 
think the matter over and the more readily sign the card 
when presented. 


THE State CoMMITTEE has appointed, James Phelan 
of Lynn and Joseph Monette of Lawrence as the Essex 
County representatives, to take charge of the recruiting 
in this section. 
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THe REMOVAL OF GENERAL Woop from his position 
in New York to a position of relative lesser importance 
appears to be a deliberate slight on the part of the govern- 
ment, but there is another view which we may take of 
the matter. It is fortunate that we have such a capable 
and reliable man in the service at Charleston. New York 
nay be a more strategic position to maintain as we now 
see it. It would not be a strange turn in fortune if the 
apparent slight, after all, transpired to be of great value 
to the entire country. General Wood is a man of ability 
and worthy of any position in the army. If the oppor- 
tunity at Charleston does not appear to be as great as the 
one at New York, it will not be surprising to those who 
know him best if he brings that department up to the 
standard efficiency which has characterized his work in 
every other field of his endeavors. New York has been 
cared for efficiently. Now the government will conserve 
the valuable service which he has rendered in that city 
and be assured by his presence at Charleston that the work 
there will be equally well developed. General Wood is a 
valuable man and will be heard from before the war is 
over. 


Tue City oF BEvERLY and the Town of Manchester 
in cooperation with all other towns and cities, have voted 
to codperate with the State Committee on Safety, and 
efficient committees have been organized. The main com- 
mittee has nine departments: finance, coordination of aid 
societies, emergency help and equipment, food production 
and conservation, industrial survey, military equipment 
and supplies, publicity, state protection and transporta- 
tion. The local organizations will be similar. The towns 
and cities in the state will appoint an executive committee 
and sub-committees on finance, coordination, emergency 
help, food production, industrial survey, military equip- 
ment, publicity, state protection, and transportation. The 
town or city finance committee will then take up direct 
relations with the state committee on finance and each 
and every other committee will take up work in cooper- 
ation with the corresponding committee. Thus organized 
the work should be carried on efficiently and successfully. 


No VoTeR SHOULD NEGLECT to register his vote on 
next Tuesday at the primaries to be held to determine the 
candidates to be voted on, at large, in the State. There 
are no names to appear on the ballot for our local dis- 
tricts, for Augustus Peabody Loring, who was the only 
candidate in the legislative district has no opponent and 
is elected. In the congressional district Rev. C. S. Pond 
has also won a nomination because there are but eight 
candidates in the field of whom four will be elected. But 
every voter in the state should go to the polls to register 
his vote because the issues at stake are important.

The primaries are as important as 
the elections as it gives the voter the opportunity of de- 
termining whom he will vote for at the election.

In A PAMPHLET, now being circulated by the com- 
mittee on publicity for the Constitutional convention, of 
which Francis Peabody of Boston is chairman, the initia- 
tive and referendum is held up as “a menace to popular 
rule.” The announced purpose of the committee is “to 
assist in arousing the people of Massachusetts to the 
tremendous power of the convention for good or evil and 
to assist in creating a true public sentiment upon all im- 
portant matters likely to be considered by the convention.” 
Examples of the failure of the initiative and referendum in 
Switzerland and in states where it has been tried are used 
by the committee to bring to the minds of the voters the 
nature of the proposed amendment. Although there is 
little interest at present being manifest in the approaching 
convention, what little there is seems to center about the 
initiative and referendum. It should be borne in mind by 
those who think the initiative or referendum amendments 

‘e a step toward popular government that such amend- 
ments mean rather a change of form of government than 
creation of a new instrument of government.

Reminiscences of 25 years of 
achievement in service to Allen post, 
67, G. A. R., cooperation with Allen 
Relief corps and patriotic example to 
the community furnished the keynote 
of the observance of the 25th anniver- 
sary of Col. H. P. Woodbury camp, 
149, S. of V., in Town hall, Manches- 
ter, on Wednesday evening. The hall 
was comfortably filled for the occa- 
sion, many out of town guests being 
present.

Inthe campaigns in Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines and the recent 
Mexican trouble, he said, sons of vet- 
erans had distinguished themselves. 
He referred to Gen. Sweetser, who 
commanded the Mass. troops on the 
Mexican border as an example. 

Mr. Bolton said he had long since 
lost the idea of the sons of veterans 
being of service as a unit in time of 
war. He referred to the necessity for 
physical fitness and preparation in 
military drill, which the average citi- 
zen lacks. He said he spent 30 days 
at Plattsburg last summer which were 
like “30 days at hard labor.” He 
said his experience there convinced 
him that ‘the sons of veterans as a 
unit would never be available for ser- 
vice in time of war. He told of the 
importance of securing recruits for 
the militia at present and said that 
150 men were needed to bring the 
Salem company up to war strength. 
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He believed that young men should 
serve first. 

“It was the boys who saved the 
Union in ’61 and it will be the boys 
who will save the nation in any other 
war,” he said. He read a poem, 
“Where is Your Flag?” particularly 
appropriate at this time. 

Frank L. Kirchgassner of Arling- 
ton, past division commander, brought 
the greetings of the division com- 
mander and paid a tribute to Edward 
W. Baker of Manchester for his ser- 
vices as a past division officer. 

Hon. C. O. Bailey of Newbury told 
of the enlistment of his father and a 
schoolmate in the war of the rebellion. 
He said his father fought through the 
entire war, but his companion died of 
fever in the swamps of Louisiana. 
“The name of my father’s comrade, 
who died in his arms and was buried 
beside the Mississippi river, was Ly- 
man Floyd,” he said. For that rea- 
son, he said, he was always ready to 
respond to an invitation to come to 
Manchester. Speaking of the present 
crisis he said there never was a time 
which called for greater patriotism. 
He urged the teaching of American 
ideals and of patriotism in the public 
schools, which he declared were the 
foundation of our institutions. 

The living charter members of Col. 
H. P. Woodbury camp were all pres- 
ent and were requested to stand. 
Those who remain of the original 22 
are F. W. Bell, Samuel L. Wheaton, 
who was the first commander of the 
camp, Lyman W..Floyd, Edward W. 
Baker, Howard E. Morgan of Bev- 
erly ‘arms, Arthur S. Dow and Isaac 
T. Baker of Brookline. The roll call 
concluded the exercises. Among 
those from out of town, who sent re- 
eponses, were Thomas A. Baker of 
St. Augustine, Fla.; Carroll Crombie 
ce? Battle Creek, Mich.; Henry B. Me- 
Collom of Bridgeport, Conn.; George 
Pitts; Curtis B. Stanley of Spring- 
field: Roy B. Stanley of Woodlawn 
Heights, New York City, and George 
R. Stewart of Newburyport. 

Following the exercises Thompson 
Blood of Boston entertained with 1m- 
personations and readings. With the 
assistance of Frank L. Jones, the 
pianist, he gave impersonations of the 
various countries at war and conclud- 
ed with one of Uncle Sam, “the fel- 
low who doesn’t know just where he 
does stand at present.” He gave im- 
personations of Ray L. Royce in the 
characters of the breach of promise 
suit and of the late Ezra Kendall. 
His last character sketch was in 
“rube” dialect and costume. The pre- 
vious impersonations were without 
the assistance of makeup. 

Refreshments of ice cream and cake 
were served after the entertainment.

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TOWN MEETING 


MANCHESTER VOTES TO SUPPORT 
PRESIDENT AND GOVERNOR IN 
NATIONAL, CRISIS. 


Manchester, in a resolution unani- 
mously adopted in Town Meeting on 
‘Monday evening, has gone on record 
as heartily in favor of President Wil- 
son’s action in severing diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany and has pledged 
its support to the President and the 
Governor of the Commonwealth in 
the present national crisis. The reso- 
lution was introduced by Edward S%. 
Knight, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, by unanimous consent of 
the meeting, which was called to con- 
sider the proposed by-laws.  Presi- 
dent Wilson was commended for his 
action in breaking off diplomatic re- 
lations with the German government 
and was urged to make preparations 
for whatever might arise as a result. 
The full support of the Town of 
Manchester is pledged to whatever 
course may be taken. Governor Mc- 
Call was commended for his prompt 
action in preparing the common- 
wealth for defense and the support of 
the people of Manchester was pledged 
him. 

A committee of safety was appoint- 
ed on motion of E. S. Knight to con- 
serve the public safety and to assist 
the Governor in any way he may re- 
auest. Those who compose the com- 
mittee ate Rev. A. G: Warner, Rey: 
Fr.. Mark -J: Sullivan, Alexander 
Robertson, George S$. Sinnicks, John 
C. Mackin, Dr. R. T. Glendenning 
and-Raymond C. Allen. 

In view of the present national 
crisis it was also deemed advisable to 
reconsider some of the appropriations 
made at the annual town meeting. 
Obtaining consent of the meeting to 
consider other business than the pro- 
posed by-laws, for the consideration 
of which the meeting was called, E. 
S. Knight reported the findings of the 
selectmen under Art. 31 which was 
réferred to them at the annual meet- 
ing. On motion of Mr. Knight it was 
voted to appropriate the sum of $375 
to relay the curbstone and construct 
a granolithic sidewalk on Union st. 
from the property of the late Claudius 
B. Hoyt to the corner of School st. 
and on School st. from Union st. to 
the property of the late Charles 
Hooper. 

Mr. Knight said that he had _ re- 
cieved from the ‘Commission on 
Waterways and Public Lands a notice 
of the hearing which was to be held 
on Wednesday, Mar. 28, in regard to 
the petition of the Manchester select- 
men for the dredging of Manchester 
harbor the coming summer. In view

tion and the problematical effect of 
the new tax law he said it was a ques- 
tion whether it was advisable for the 
town to take any steps toward dredg- 
ing. He moved that the matter of 
dredging be referred to the next an- 
nual. town meeting. It was unani- 
irously voted. 

Under Art. 26, $500 was appropri- 
ated at the annual meeting of the 
town for a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. Mr. Knight moved that the 
town rescind the vote in view of pres- 
ent conditions. It was unanimously 
voted to do so. 


On motion of E. S. Knight it was 
voted to authorize the town treasurer 
with the approval of the selectmen to 
borrow during the current financial 
year, in anticipation of revenue for 
the said financial year, a sum not to 
exceed $100,000, by note or notes of 
the town. It was also voted to raise 
by taxation $120,000. Last year the 
amount was about $100,000 more, but 
the new income tax law has taken 
away a large proportion of the tax- 
able resources of the town in the 
shape of intangible personal property. 
However, the state will pay to the 
town in November the lost amount of 
the tax on intangibles, assessed by the 
town in I915, at the rate of 1915. 
The town now has about $9,200,000 
in real property and about $800,000 
in tangible personal property which 
it can tax. 

‘Mr. Knight called attention to the 
good work of the board of assessors 
during the past ‘year and to the, in- 
creasing volume of work which falls 


to the chairman of the board under 
the new tax laws. In the appropria- 


tion voted at the annual meeting for 


the assessors’ department an addi- 
tional $500 was included under ‘“ex- 
pense, clerical assistance, etc.” Mr. 
Knight explained that this additional 
sum was intended for a secretary, 
who would be necessary under the in- 
creased work, or for the chairman of 
the board if the extra work devolved 
upon him. No action was taken re- 
garding the extra appropriation, 
which had been approved by the 
finance committee. In the absence of 
instructions from the meeting the 
board is at liberty to use the money 
as it deems necessary. a 


On motion of Chairman Hildreth 
of the Water Board an additional 
$900 was appropriated for the use of 
that department. 
the original appropriation were based 
on the payment of 35 cents an hour 
for labor. The increase in pay for 
laborers, voted at the annual meeting, 
upset the estimates of the board and 
the additional appropriation was to 
take care of said increase. 


FE. P. Stanley attempted to get a 
vote of “sentiment” instructing the 
selectmen to repair or replace the 
shelter house on Ram’s Island. The 
vote was unanimously passed when 


Chester L. Crafts rose to ask what . 


repairs were intended. He objected 
because the vote was declared with- 
out an opportunity for debate. The 
moderator ruled that the whole ques- 
tion was out of order as the motion 
could not be entertained without an 
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article in the warrant. 

Art. 5 of the proposed by-laws was 
next taken up. Edwin P. Stanley 
objected to the passage of the article 
on the ground the duties of the town 
treasurer were already fixed by state 
laws. Chairman Dean of the by- 
laws committee said the committee 
had tried to cover every department. 
If no by-laws were made to fix the 
duties of any official, he said, and 
circumstances later arose for which 


no provision was made in the by-_ 


laws, the by-laws committee would 
be criticized for neglect of the matter. 
Section 1 of the article was passed. 
Under section 2 it was- provided 
that the treasurer should have cus- 
tody of all insurance polices belong- 
ing to the town. Mr. Dean said that 
at present the policies of the various 
departments were at large and no one 
knew where every policy was nor 
who was responsible for the care of 
them. R. C. Allen wanted to know 
what authority the chairman of the 
by-laws committee had for the state- 
ment that the policies were broadcast. 
He said the policies held on schooi 
property were in the custody of the 
school committee and were properly 
looked after. If any policies were 
not being properly cared for, he 
thought the town should know about 
it. He asked if the committee had 
information to that effect. Mr. Dean 
said what he meant was that there 
was no one person who was respon- 
sible for the custody of the policies 
and the committee had felt that the 
treasurer was the logical official to 
_have them in charge. Geo. Willmon- 
ton asked if the policies could not be 
“constructively” in the hands of the 
treasurer and still be in the town 
vaults. The section was adopted. 
Under section 3 the treasurer was 
also designated to have the custody 
of all receipted bills, receipts, notes 
bonds and coupons. E. P. Stanley 
explained that under the accounting 
system laid down by the state no 
receipted bills were filed, the town 
accountant filing the originals. Mr. 
Dean moved the adoption of the sec- 
tion and it was carried by a vote of 
25 to 22. Section 4 was also voted 
on motion of Mr. Dean and the fol- 
lowing section was passed over on 
his motion. Section 6 was adopted. 
Under Art. 5, section I was adopt- 


ed without discussion. The next 
section was adopted with — slight 
change. It had to do with the ap- 


pointment and organization of the 
finance committee. E. S. Knight 
wanted to know why the method of 
appointment of the finance committee 
had been changed. Thomas Baker 
of the committee on by-laws said the 
new method was suggested to avoid 
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the formation of a one-man commit- 
tee. He thought the new method 
would pass around the membership a 
little more. Sections 3 and 4 were 
adopted without discussion. 


Art. 7 was adopted with little 
change. Section 1 was adopted as 
presented and the second section, 


which fixed the conditions of letting 
contracts involving the expenditure 
of more than $500, was amended 
somewhat. Provision was made that 
“in lieu of a bond, a proper deposit 
of cash, certified check or collateral” 
might be accepted. 

It was proposed by George R. 
Dean that the next article provide 
for a planning board and its method 
of election. Thomas Baker immedi- 
ately declared himself against the 
planning board idea. He said it was 
just another scheme to spend money. 
‘We have got enough planning 
boards,” he said, “every board we’ve 
got is planning ways to spend more 
money.” The suggestion not being 
presented in proper form, it was not 
acted upon. 

Under the regtilations for the po- 
lice department, covered in Art. 8, 
the first two sections were passed. 
There was considerable debate about 
the provisions of section 3. Mr. 
Dean said most cities gave the chief 
of police power of temporary suspen- 
sion of subordinates, pending a hear- 
ing. Henry Bingham declared it was 
the duty of the selectmen to appoint 
the police, define their duties and fix 
their salaries and that the section took 
away authority from the board of 
selectmen. Under civil service the 
selectmen may temporarily suspend 
officers for 30 days. ‘The section of 
the by-laws proposed to limit the 
period of ten days. After some dis- 


cussion.it was voted to adopt the sec- 


tion with amendment of the time 
limit of suspension to conform with 
the civil service rules. Section 4 was 


adopted and on motion of Mr. Dean 
section 5 was stricken out. Sections 
© and 7 were adopted. 

The entire subject matter of Art. 
Q was adopted with a few minor 
changes in the wording of various 
sections. It contained the regulations 
of the water department. Articles 
10, I1 and 12, containing 21 sections, 
regulating hawkers and peddlers and 
junk dealers and collectors of junk, 
were passed in about ten minutes, 
without discussion. 

When Art. 13 was reached Patrick 
Boyle remarked that he thought the 
regulation of hackney carriages and 
motor vehicles was unnecessary in a 
town so small as Manchester. - He 
said the horse drawn vehicle was fast 
passing away and that the day of the 
automobile had arrived. He thought 
the automobile was already sufficient- 
ly taxed and registered. He said the 
few drivers of vehicles in Manches- 
ter were known to the police so that 
registration was superfluous. Daniel 
O’Brien said the city of Salem had 
found it necessary to revise its regu- 


lations in regard to hackney carriages 


and bring them up to date. He said 
Manchester was leading in the work. 
John Connors declared Salem was 
dead anyway and was no city for a 
live town like Manchester to pattern 
after. Charles C. Dodge said the by- 
laws were designed to protect rather 
than injure those engaged in the 
livery ‘business. Raymond C. Allen 
remarked that the intent of the by- 
laws should be to protect the public 
and not those engaged in any partic- 
ular business. George S. Sinnicks 
said he thought a lot of by-laws had 
been passed during the evening that 
never would be heard from again. 
One more would do no harm, he 
thought. The section was_ passed. 
On motion of Mr._Sinnicks the next 
section was passed over. Section 3 
was also passed over by motion of 
Mr. Dean. It was proposed to pro- 
hibit the employment of persons un- 
der seventeen to drive any vehicle 
under section 4. After a lengthy de- 
bate the section was passed over on 
motion of George S. Sinnicks. Sec- 
tions 5, 6 and 7 were adopted on mo- 
tion of George R. Dean. It was voted 
to pass over section 9 and to termin- 
ate the article at that point. Several 
new sections, to be known as Art. 14, 
will be submitted at the adjourned 
meeting. It was moved to adjourn 
the meeting until 7.30 o’clock this 
(Friday) evening. 

The attendance at the meeting was 
small, in. fact the last few sections 
were acted upon with no more than 
25 or 30 persons present.

the national crisis and its possible ef- 
fect upon the Manchester tax rate, to 
rescind the vote.

Nearly everyone has agreed 
that in event of war it would hardly 
be appropriate for Manchester to 
waste any money on festivities, but 
the harbor matter was looked upon in 
a different light. The dredging of the 
harbor is considered and has been for 
some time, to be a matter of vital im- 
portance to Manchester as a summer 
resort. One of the chief assets ot 
Manchester is its harbor, with its ex- 


cellent provision for the landing -of 


pleasure yachts. Obstructions to the 
channel during the last couple of 
years kept away quite a number of 
the larger craft, which might have 
used the harbor. With the excellent 
shelter provided by the outlying is- 
lands it seems too bad that the inner 
harbor should be inaccessible except 
at high tide, is the complaint of those 
in favor of the dredging project.

At the adjourned meeting, 
however, it was voted to postpone ail 
action on the dredging until after the 
next annual meeting. Some of those 
interested in the dredging project at- 
tended the hearing, but were inform- 
ed that no action could be taken with- 
out the approval of the town.

FAVORS DREDGING 


MEANS BusINEsS FOR MANCHESTER 
—Wer ARE SOMEWHAT PuR- 
BLIND, SAYS CORRESPONDENT. 


Editor North Shore Breeze, 

Sir: It has been very interesting 
to me, as a resident of Manchester, to 
read the different viewpoints set forth 
by correspondents on the mosquito 
question. 

I am strongly in favor of measures 
that will benefit each and all of us, 
and here I should like to say a word 
upon a subject of which very little 
notice seems to be taken. 

I refer to our harbor. In its pres- 
ent condition we have, confronting us 
day by day, a matter of great mo- 
ment. 

Now, sir, if we appropriate a sum 
of $5000, or more, towards a fund for 
the extermination of insect life, 
should we not also act in conjunction 
with this good work and appropriate 
a similar amount towards making our 
harbor of some commercial value? 

It would scarcely be erroneous to 
say that we, as a community, are 
somewhat. purblind. Thinking of 
ourselves, we apparently don’t try to 
cater to our summer visitors in a busi- 
ness-like way. This reflects little 
credit upon those who are responsi- 
ble. 

For want of dredging, our harbor 
is practically valueless. Except at 
high tide, no boat with deep Henne 
can come in—or leave. If the water 
were of moderate depth at low tide, 
we would, in all probability, be favor- 


ed with visits from the large yachts 


which cruise along the coast. Some 
of these boats carry crews of from 
thirty to forty men. When at anchor, 
say, for two or three weeks, the pro- 
visioning of these crews means more 
business to our merchants. 

Sheltered by nature, our harbor 
sould, by the way, male an ideal re- 
tvge for submarine chasers, which, °

MASSACHUSETTS FooD SUPPLY. 


In order to meet any shortage of 
food supply in Massachusetts which 
may arise in case the nation becomes 
involved in war, the Massachusetts 
Committee on Public Safety has ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to deal par- 
ticularly with food problems. 

This sub-committee on Food Pro- 
Cuction and Conservation have form- 
ulated a program for the local pro- 
duction of more foods, the conserva- 
tion of supplies, and the elimination 
of waste. It is as follows:

I. To encourage the production of 
staple food-stuffs by farmers, and to 
assist in locating and making available 
supplies of fertilizer, seed, labor, ete. 

II. To encourage the output from 
boys’ and girls’ gardens: to increase 
their interest in corn and_ potato 
growing, and in poultry and swine 
raising. 

III. To encourage the planting of 
gardens by wage-earners, where con- 
ditions are favorable. 

IV. To encourage the saving of 
surplus garden products and fruits by 
home-canning. To encourage more 
economical purchase of food-stuffs, 
and to urge the prevention of waste. 
t V. To encourage better distribu- 
ion. 


In order to carry out this program, 
the committee seeks to enlist the aid 
of all organizations which can under- 
take definite portions of the work.

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ANTIQUARIAN COMPLAINS 
WRITER 


BEMOANS REMOVAL OF AN- 


CIENT DWELLINGS To NortH 
SHORE. 
A writer to the Salem Observer 


complains of the removal of historic 
Salem residences from the Witch City 
and urges antiquarians to save the 
Jandmarks for Salem. The plaint 
follows in part: 

“The group of wooden houses 
which, for a century or two, filled the 
space between Elm and Walnut sts., 
is at last well started on its travels, at 
the vigorous hands of Edwards, our 
‘prime mover.’ Salem is one of the 
very few places in the country which 
has streets so near together as to per- 
mit only a single house or two. be- 
tween them. Perhaps Newport, 
Rhode Island, may show some such 1n 
its wharf-section. The reason for 
this is plain. These streets were once 
private, proprietary ways, leading 
from a main street to water-front lots 
and docks. Elm st. was “Plank 
Alley” and had a commercial Higgin- 
son family on it, and on the lane that 
became Walnut st., lived the well- 
established old family of Stone. In 
one of our local banks is hidden away 
today, the remnant of a little fund, 
created by a neighborhood club in the 
region of Plank Alley which, in the 
cays when all family drainage had to 
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be provided by individual household- 
ers, had united in building for them- 
selves a common sewer, leading from 
the main street to the harbor. This 
drain would probably be laid bare in 
the operations now going on between 
Elm and Walnut sts., if contractors 
had the same instincts as antiquaries. 
Perhaps our. Supreme court, on the 
motion of the Attorney General, will 
some day find out to whom the little 
fund belongs and dispose of it accord- 
ingly. 

“These vagrant domiciles are scat- 
tering themselves about town or. fur- 
ther,—some of them heading for the 
Juniper,—some for Norman’s Woe,— 
for Magnolia. Most of them have 
been rebuilt or extended at various 
dates, but all, called ‘Colonial,’ are 
bunched together by our scribblers 
who draw no line between the archi- 
tecture harking back to the ‘good Old 
Colony days,’ of which we retain 2 
little, and, on the other hand, ‘the 
numerous structures of the Provincial 
Period, a time which dates from the 
dark year of Witchcraft,—1692,— 
when we ceased to be a colony and 
assumed the sonorous title of “The 
Province of the Massachusetts Bay in 
New England.’ Old or modern, these 
houses have proved themselves strong 
enough to bear moving, and would 
not be worth the moving had _ they. 
not good values left in them still. 
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“Tf gossip is to be listened to, some 
of these houses show fine wood-cary- 
ing in staircase, dado, mantel, wain- 
scoting and panel work generally, as 
well as- ornamental iron castings in 
the shape of ancient firebacks im- 
bedded in their stalwart, old chim- 
neys. It would seem that these tales 
might. be true, else who would be at 
the cost of transporting old houses to 
points so distant as Fort Pickering 
and Norman’s Woe? But where are 
our antiquaries? Are they asleep? 
Do they let such bits of the past es- 
cape us without a protest?”

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forces conducted by the staff of the 
Company at the request of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and in cooper- 
ation with naval officers under the 
command of Admiral Benson, chief 
of naval operations. For three days, 
during which war conditions were 
simulated as far as_ possible, the 
Navy abandoned all other forms of 
communication between the Navy de- 
partment at Washington and the navy 
yards and navy stations in the con- 
tinental United States. 

During this period it utilized the 
Bell System for telephone and _ tele- 
graph communication by wire with 
all of the naval forces in that terri- 
tory and was able at all times 
to obtain instantaneous telephone 
or telegraph communication with any 
point involved. The Secretary of 
the Navy conversed with several 
of the principal naval stations and 
the admiral in command _ talked 
with the commanding officer at all of 
the naval stations on the Pacific coast 
from Bremerton,- Wash., to San 
Diego, California, and to the navy 
yards and naval stations on the Gulf 
and Atlantic coasts and on the Great 
Lakes. 

An interesting test of wireless tele- 
phony was also made. The trans- 
mission was by wire to the wireless 
stations where it was automatically 
transferred to wireless apparatus. 
The report gives this very interesting 
episode: 

“The Secretary of the Navy seated 
at his desk in the Department in 
Washington talked with Captain 
Chandler on board the battleship 
New Hampshire at Hampton Roads. 

“Under orders given to him by the 
Secretary of the Navy and Admiral 
Benson, the captain of the New 
Hampshire proceed out to sea as far 
as the southern drill grounds and re- 


- turned, reporting his position by tele- 


phone every hour to the Department 
at Washington. 

“The atmospheric electrical condi- 
tions being very favorable, the talk- 
ing to and from the ship was so loud 
and distinct that Captain Bennett, in 
command at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard on the Pacific, conversed with 
Captain Chandler on the New Hamp- 
shire, which was at that time in a 
storm on the Atlantic.” 

The company’s engineers have de- 
voted much study to the conditions 
created by the further adoption of 
electric traction by railroads and the 
continued extension of electric power 
lines.

John Hays Hammond and Dr. Charles W. Eliot are 
associated with the National Emergency Food Garden 
commission recently organized in Washington by well 
known educators and philanthropists for the purpose of 
putting a million men, women and children on city and 
town gardens this spring, to raise vegetables for their 
families. The school and home garden movement in the 
United States started about twenty years ago and has 
always been considered a social service, merely giving 
boys and girls good habits as well as being a healthful 
and profitable occupation for them as well as their par- 
ents. This farming in a small way may now become a 
great economic factor in the food crisis. The new com- 
mission has originated with Charles Lathrop Pack, presi- 
dent of the American Forestry association. The visitor 
to “Lookout Hill,’ the North Shore home of the John 
Hays Hammonds at Gloucester, may have noticed the 
miniature gardens containing both vegetables and flowers 
duly cared for by the younger Hammond children. These 
are laid out in a pretty and original manner in the wooded 
land across the road and just opposite the grounds sur- 
rounding the house and laboratory, the latter the work 
shop of John Hays Hammond, Jr. The Hammonds have 
always been foremost in codperating in work for the wel- 
fare of children. The aim of the commission to create 
one million new gardeners is conservative when the bureau 
of education estimates that there are six million school 

children capable of making and caring for gardens. Then 
_ there must certainly be a large number, and perhaps an 
equal number, of adults who will go into the garden move- 
ment this spring.

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RED CROSS COMMITTEE 


MANCHESTER BRANCH ORGANIZES 
For War Time Work. 


With about 75 members present 
and eager to enlist in whatever work 
might be required of them the Man- 
chester branch of the Red Cross so- 
ciety organized its working forces in 
preparation for war, at an enthusiastic 
meeting in the Manchester Congl. 
chapel on Monday evening. Several 
informal speeches prepared the way 
for organization as a permanent body. 

William Hooper spoke on the work 
of the Red Cross all over the world. 
He said he would frankly confess 
that he did not believe the Red Cross 
had the confidence of the people in 
this country. “This, however, is not 
as true as it was a few years ago; we 
have turned the corner,” he said. ‘“We 
should now do what we can, under 
the direction of the officers of the 
American Red Cross to dissipate that 
lack of confidence.” He warned 
against the danger of the local branch 
spreading itself out “too thin” and 
urged concentration of effort upon 
one particular line of endeavor. ; 

David Black, general secretary -o! 
the Beverly Y. M. C. A., spoke on 
“Cooperation.” ‘The Red Cross,” he 
said, “is the only organization recog- 
nized by the Army and Navy of the 
United States. “All local commit- 
tees can best function through the 
Red Cross.” He illustrated his idea 
of cooperation by telling how the pub- 
lic safety committees in several cities 
had been appointed from the person- 
nel of Red Cross committees. He 
said no local committee should make 
elaborate plans for work without first 
considering what the Red Cross was 
doing. “Co6peration must be the 
keynote of all work we do in the Red 
Cross or other organizations,” he 
said. “Look out for duplication of 
effort.” 

Miss Katharine Loring spoke on 
“Relief Work.” She said it was a 
most misunderstood subject. Miss 
Loring told of the excellent organ- 
ization of the Red Cross, which has 
been perfected in the last 10 years. 
While its work would consist in 
equipping and supplying base hos- 
pitals in a large part, it would re- 
ceive the codperation of the Volun- 
teer Aid association in the relief of 
the families of enlisted men.

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WOMAN’S CLUB 


MANCHESTER WoMEN LEARN OF 
CoLtp PACKED METHOD OF 
Homrt CANNING 


Considerable interest was evidenced 
by the members of the Manchester 
Woman’s club in the lecture on Tues- 
day afternoon by Mrs. Sarah Eliza- 
beth Belt of Melrose on “Home Can- 
ning.” Mrs. Belt, who is a Farmers’ 
Institute lecturer, explained the ad- 
vantages of the cold packed method 
of canning over the old open kettle 
method and used the stereopticon to 
illustrate. She also had on exhibition 
samples of fruit, vegetables and meats 
canned by herself more than two 
years ago. The meeting was well at- 
tended and the members showed a 
disposition to ask questions when the 
opportunity was afforded. 

Mrs. Belt said she had always 
found gatherings in agricultural com- 
munities were more receptive than 
women’s clubs. She said she had been 
asked to extend her work to them, 
however, and had found that, al- 
though most women thought their 
way of canning superior, they were 
anxious to hear of the new method 
recommended by the U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture. Americans, she said, 
were the most wasteful people in the 
matter of their food supplies. They 
are also the largest meat eaters and 
the largest users of patent medicines. 
Most of the food waste could be 
saved by the canning of vegetables, 
she said. 

The first step in canning, she said, 
is the selection of perfect jars. One 
should avoid jars containing hairlines 
that will eventually develop into 
cracks. No rubbers should be used 
a second time. She described a per- 
fect type of fruit jar, which is soon 
to appear on the market. It is the in- 
vention of a man and a woman, the 
former inventing the top and the lat- 
ter the jar proper. She said syrups 
should be made first for the cold 
packed method. The fruit or vege- 
table is then carefully cleaned in the 
usual way and packed into the jars 
Syrup is poured into the jars to fill 
and they are then sealed and sterilized 
‘1 a hot water bath. she described 
the method of canning strawberries, 
snples, peaches, pears, string beans, 
tomatoes, and corn. The last must be 
canned immediately after plucking or 
it will lose its flavor. 

A method of canning poultry with- 
out cooking was described. After 
the meat is cleaned and cut, one tea- 
spoonful of salt is added and the jar 
filled with cold water and capped. It 
is then sterilized for three hours. It 
makes an ideal luncheon dish for 
autoists, she said. The bones are

AmericA Has Cast tHe Dik. In a formal resolu- 
tion passed on Wednesday night by the Senate, 82 to 6, 
end concurred in by the House of Representatives yester- 
day, war is declared upon the Bake ial German govern- 
inent. The text of the Senate resolution follows 


“WHEREAS, the Imperial German govern- 
ivent has committed repeated acts of war against 
the government and the people of the United 
States of America; therefore be it 


“RESOLVED, by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, that the state of war be- 
tween the United States and the Imperial Ger- 
man governemnt which has thus been thrust 
upon the United States is hereby formally de- 
clared; and that the president be, and he is here- 
by authorized and directed to employ the entire 
naval and military forces of the United States 
and the resources of the government to carry on 
war against the Imperial German government ; 
and to bring the conflict to a successful termina- 
tion, all of the resources of the country are here- 
by pledged by_ the Congress of the United 
States.” 


In the few terse words of the declaration of war the 
whole case of the United States against the Prussian 
rulers is summed up with force, conviction and finality. 
The whole-hearted unanimity with which the press and 
public of the nation have rushed to the support of the 
President and Congress is ample proof of the sentiment 
in favor of the United States entering into war with the 
Teuton government. The entire resources of the great- 
est nation in the world are now in the hands of the Presi- 
dent for the successful prosecution of the war. There 
can be but one outcome. 


PRESIDENT Wirson’s AppRESS was not written for 
American people alone. but for the German people, and 
the words of friendship which he speaks are genuine. 
There is a peace party in Germany and if the Allies win 
this war. and they must. the internal troubles within Ger- 
many will be as important a factor as the work of the 
“lied arms. President Wilson has shrewdly appealed to 
the thinking people in Germany and even a casual read- 
ing of the message indicates the way to libertv for the 
German peovle. The references to the Russian liberation 
due to the change in government were not without a pur- 
nose. America can pray. not alone for the success of the 
Allies. but for success for the peace workers within the 
empire and those who are vainly hoping for liberty and 
opportunity. 


SHORE BREEZE 


Ir Orren Happens that the condition we most de- 
cry in time of peace proves a blessing in time of war. 
For years New Englanders have chafed under Congres- 
sional inactivity in the matter of harbor improvements 
along their coast, only to discover, today, that their rock- 
studded shores and reef-ridden harbors are their best de- 
fense from attack by a foreign foe. To the informed it 
seems impossible, by any stretch of imagination, that 
Germany would be able to clear the British fleet with any 
of its men-of-war and attack our coast. It is far less 
plausible to believe that Germany in its present straits 
would risk, even for the temporary terrorizing effect it 
might have in America, the certain ultimate destruction 
of a costly battleship in a futile raid upon American 
shores. It is only from the treacherous submarine, then, 
that alarmists would have us believe we are in danger. 
And where, pray, would a submarine strike? . Perhaps at 
our battle fleet, the whereabouts of which no one has any 
knowledge; or maybe at a grain or munitions-laden mer- 
chantman off our coast? Not in the face of half a thou- 
sand high-speed patrol boats! Those who delight in the 
spect acular will be doomed to disappointment, for Amer- 
ica, certainly New England and the North Shore, in par- 
ticular, will see nothing of actual warfare. The possi- 


bility of submarine attack upon the North Shore is highly 


amusing. It is the duty of everyone to discourage the 
alarmists at this time. It is true there may be trouble in 
many of the larger cities with their cosmopolitan popula- 
tions, but well- organized police and the soldiery will be 
able to cope with any situation arising there. On the 
sparsely settled North Shore, protected by rocks, reefs 
and shoals, which the feeder yachtsran shuns in peace 
times, there is nothing to fear from within or without. 
So little attention is being paid the alarmists, however, 
that it is hardly worth comment. In fact, present indi- 
cations are that the North Shore will have an even larger 
suminer population than usual this summer. To the 
thousands of summer residents, who have already leased 
and are fast moving from the cities to their seashore 
homes, the suggestion of danger upon the North Shore 
is more humorous than serious. The submarine com- 
mander, who could navigate a North Shore harbor, even 
in peace times, without running aground, deserves the 
Tron Cross. 


Tuere Are Some FEATURES of our state constitution 
that ought not to be tampered with. The declaration of 
rights needs no revising. Our constitution is the oldest 
written constitution in the world and served as a model 
for the Constitution of the United States. The constitu- 
tional convention will do well if it tries to see how much 
of it can be let alone.

America does 
not and has not wished war, loathes war, but if war 
must come—and it has—America will meet the duty and 
assert its rights and fight for righteousness, honor, self 
protection and justice. 


PRESIDENT WiLson Has PropucED A DOocUMENT 
which the severest critic dare not characterize as acad- 
emic. In his arraignment of the conduct of submarine 
warfare by the Hohenzollerns, in direct violation of the 
laws of humanity, he has produced a masterpiece. His 
summons to Congress to carry out the will of the people 
and declare war upon the Prussian will live in the his- 
tory of this nation and of Germany, for it will mark the 
beginning of the awakening of the German people. As 
soon as a conception of its portent to them dawns upon 
the people, the days of the Hohenzollerns are numbered.

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TOWN MEETING 


MANCHESTER COMPLETES First Con- 
SIDERATION OF PROPOSED NEW 
By-Laws. 

Acknowledgement from the White 
House of the resolutions, adopted by 
the Town of Manchester at the Mon- 
day evening meeting in support of the 
President of the United States, was 
read by the moderator at the. ad- 
journed meeting last Friday evening. 

The resignation of Rev. Fr. Sulli- 
van as a member of the committee on 
public safety was read and, on motion 
of George R. Dean, was accepted. It 
was voted that the committee be em- 
powered to fill any vacancies or en- 
large its membership as it should 
deem advisable. 

F. J. ‘Merrill, in behalf of the local 
conrnittee of the Red Cross society, 
asked permission of the town for the 
use of the hall as a meeting place for 


the committee in case it should be- - 


come necessary. In event of war, he 
said, the committee would become ac- 
tive and would be in need of a meet- 
ing place for work. The town voted 
to give the use of the hall free of 
charge whenever necessary. Free use 
of the hall was also granted the pat- 
riotic orders of the town for the ob- 
servance of Flag Day on June 14, on 
motion of Jeffrey S. Reed. 

The consideration of Art. 14 of the 
proposed by-laws, relative to the oper- 
ation of jitneys did not occupy as 
much time as expected. Patrick 
Boyle asked for an explanation of the 
character of a vehicle “operated for 
private hire exclusively,” but no one 
seemed to know. exactly. Daniel 
O’Brien, attorney for the by-laws 
committee said the article, was taken 
fron the Salen jitney regulations with- 
out change. George S. Sinnicks ask- 
ed if the first -section relative to 
licensing would compel an automo- 
bile owner, who carried a party on one 
trip for hire, to obtain a license. It 
was explained that such parties were 
prohibited under the regulations of 
the highway commission. The five 
sections were adopted on motion of 
George R. Dean. Section five was 
debated somewhat. Daniel O’Brien 
atteirpted to define that elusive thing, 
the “‘jitney,’’ and succeeded in deter- 
mining that it was not a “taxi.” 
Charles C. Dodge moved to pass over 
section 5, but the motion was lost and 
the section adopted. 

Section 6, which was_ originally 
submitted as section 10 of Art. 12, 
had to do with bonding jitney drivers. 
There was some discussion of the 
necessity of bonding when the owner 
carried liability insurance. The sec- 
tion was finally adopted after amend- 
ing it to strike out the clause provid- 
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ing the bonding by private individuals. 
Edward E. Knight asked if the town 
had adopted the statutes upon which 
the proposed jitney regulations were 


based: On motion of George R. 
Dean the by-laws were tabled 
while Art. 40 of the town war- 


rant, providing for the adoption of 
the said statutes, was voted. The 
by-laws were again taken up and sec- 
tion 7, providing for a license fee of 
$5, was adopted. Section 8, fixing 4 
fine of $20 for a violation of the jit- 
ney regulations, was adopted. 


It was then voted to consider the 
remaining sections as a part of the 
following article of the by-laws. Sec- 
tion rt of Art. 15 was amended to 
read, ““No person shall erect, set up, 
yy maintain any permanent structure 
extending into or upon any sidewalt:, 
street or hignway,” and adopted. Tue 
rext section provided for the remova! 
of obstructions upon sidewalks within 
one hour after notice by a police of- 
ficer. Austin Morley thought it 
would be a hardship in the case of an 
accidental dumping of building ma- 
terial upon a sidewalk on a Saturday 
afternoon when no workemen could 
be had, unless “‘you went to Glouces- 
ter after them.” The section was 
adopted. After ‘“‘re-Englishing” sec- 
tion 3 at the suggestion of the moder- 
ator, it was adopted. Section 4 was 
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adopted without opposition. Michael 
J. Callahan moved to amend the next 
section, which prohibited the throw- 
ing of stones, snowballs or other mis- 
siles or the kicking of a football, etc., 
upon a public street, to include the 
town common. It was so amended 
and voted. Sections 6 to 17, inclu- 
sive, relative to street and sidewalks 
regulations, were adopted. 


Section 18 was section 11 of the 
original Art. 13. Under its provisions 
vehicles other than motor vehicles 
were prohibited from obstructing the 
passage of pedestrians at crossings. 
F. J. Merrill wanted to know why 
motor vehicles were exempted from 
observing the regulations. After 
sone discussion, during which 
Charles C. Dodge declared the com- 
mittee never had approved the sec- 
tion in that form, the section was 
amended so that all vehicles were in- 
cluded. The following section, relat- 
ing to the obstruction of traffic by 
vehicles other than motor vehicles, 
brought out the same discussion. J. 
Alex. Lodge called attention to the 
fact that the statutes already regu- 
lated the operation of motor vehicles 
upon public highways and the sec- 
tions were probably intended to in- 
clude vehicles not otherwise regulated. 
The section was adopted as it stood. 
Mr, Dean then asked for a reconsid- 
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eration of the previous section for 
the purpose of adopting it as origin- 
aily submitted, but the motion was 
lost. 
ed and section 22 was passed over. 

Section 23 (originally section 18 of 
Art. 14) fixing a maximum fine of 
$20 for a violation of any of the pro- 
visions of the article was amended on 
motion of Patrick Boyle to make the 
maximum fine $10, and adopted. 

The one section of Art. 16 provided 
for a maximum fine of $20 for a vio- 
lation of any of the provisions sec- 
tions of the by-laws, the penalty for 
which was not otherwise provided. 
On motion of Patrick Boyle the 
amount of the penalty was reduced to 
$10, the vote in favor of the amend- 
ment being 23 to 9. The article was 
adopted as amended. After amend- 
ment, proposed by E.S. Knight, allow- 
ing the by-laws to be amended at any 
town meeting the last article, govern- 
ing amendment and repeal, was ac- 
cepted. 

George R. Dean moved that the by- 
laws by recommitted to the by-law 
committee and the moderator and 
town clerk for final revision before 
submission to the Attorney General 
for approval. On motion of George 
S. Sinnicks the motion was amended 
so that the by-laws could be sub:nitted 
to the town again for final approval. 
Thomas Baker thought the town 
should stick by the by-laws committee 
and let their work go to the Attorney 
General after the first consideration. 
Edward S. Knight called attention to 
the fact that many of the sections had 
been amended by suggestion and not 
by a motion from the floor. He said 
the town had not yet accepted the by- 
laws as the main question had not 
been put on their adoption. Raymond 
C. Allen said he did not know what 
the by-laws would read like after be- 
ing partially rejected and amended, 
and declined to serve on the revision 
committee unless the by-laws were 
submitted to the town for final ap- 
proval. The motion as amended was 
carried. 

Action on the by-laws being com- 
pleted Art. 39 was taken under con- 
sideration and adopted. Its adoption 
was necessary to legalize the article 
of the by-laws relative to town meet- 
ings. 

It was voted that a finance commit- 
tee be appointed as provided by the 
proposed by-laws. 

George S. Sinnicks reported on the 
question of appropriating $3,500 for 
shingling and repairs at the Geo. A. 
Priest school and the high school. 
The work was recommended by the 
school committee in its annual report 
and referred to the finance committee 
for further investigation, Mr. Sin-

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WILL INCREASE SERVICE 


TELEPHONE CoMPANY WILL Nor 
Deny NEw CONNECTIONS 
BECAUSE OF WAR. 

In response to a request for infor- 
mation as to whether the New Eng- 
land Tel. & Tel. Co. purposed plac- 
ing an embargo on new telephone in- 
stallations such as was contemplated 
in New York, according to news dis- 
patches from that city, President 
Spalding said: 

“During the last six months the 
demands of the public for telephone 
service have severely taxed the 
resources and abilities of the tele- 
phone company, but the company 
takes pride that it has been able to 
meet the needs of the public. 

“There will be serious demands on 
the company, not only for facilities, 
but also for men to meet the prepar- 
edness plans of the government, both 
national and state; and without dis- 
closing any government secrets, it can 
be stated that already a great deal of 
work has been done. The company 
recognizes that its primary obligation 
is to the government, not only to furn- 
ish them with such facilities as they 
may need for different kinds of tele- 
phone service and equipment, but in 
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eddition, the Company is arranging to 
provide a reserve corps for the army 
and it is probable. that a somewhat 
similar corps will be required for the 
navy. 

“So far the company has been able 
to meet the government requirements 
and to maintain its commercial ser- 
vice to the general public. Extra- 
ordinary efforts are being made, and 
will continue to be made, to see that 
there is no lack of service; but pat- 
riotic citizens will readily recognize 
the fact that the government require- 
ments should receive the first consid- 
eration, and that under such condi- 
tions we should conserve our re- 
sources at this time, so that in case of 
actual hostilities the needs of the 
government, though greatly increased, 
may be properly taken care of. 

“We have not denied service to any- 
one without service and really in need 
of it, and we hope it will not be neces- 
sary to do so, for our organization is 
standing up wonderfully under the 
present unprecedented demands being 
made upon it. We have stated ta 
some applicants for new service that 
it might not be possible for us to make 
new installations with our usual 
promptness and they might expect 
delays of two or three weeks. 


nicks reported that the work was nec- 
essary as the condition of the roofs at 
both schools was very bad.

Unless another turn of sentiment 
develops within the next few months 
Manchester will hold a formal obser- 
vance of Fourth of July. An 
appropriation of $400 was voted 
for the purpose of a celebration on 
Independence Day. The motion for 
reconsideration of Article 26, under 
which the original appropriation was 
made, brought out considerable dis- 
cussion. 

Albert Cunningham, who made the 
motion for the appropriation, said he 
was astonished at the action taken at 
the meeting the Monday evening pre- 
vious when the appropriation, voted 
at the annual meeting, was rescinded 
by a smaller vote. He thought, at a 
time like the present when patriotisni 
has been apparently at a premium, it 
was a disgrace to the Town of Man- 
chester to refuse to observe the na- 
tional birthday. Patrick Boyle sec- 
onded the motion. ‘There was a day 
when they didn’t care for us in Eu- 
rope,’ he said... “At that time we 
only had one friend among the na- 
tions, but, although our sympathy and 
help have gone out to that nation in 
this war, we cannot give up our ob- 
servance of the one day, which we 
should never let go by without recog- 


nition.” He said America had con- 


- tributed generously to the war striken 


countries of Europe, but the suffering 
in Europe was no reason why the ob- 
servance of the national birthday 
should be abandoned. He said he 
had intended to solicit funds for a 
public observance of the day in case 
the town refused to reconsider the 
rescinding of the appropriation. Ray- 
mond C. Allen objected to the refer- 
ence to solicitation. He advised the 
voters to spend their own money in- 
stead of the town’s or somebody else’s, 
and see how it seemed for a change. 
Thomas Baker was of similar mind. - 

(Mr. Cunningham said the amount 
of the appropriation was not as im- 
portant as the official recognition of 
the day by the town. “I have served 
on previous Fourth of July commit- 
tees,” he said. “And there has been 
little, if any graft.” The last state- 
ment sent the meeting into laughter. 
He though any committee would 
govern the character of the celebra- 
tion by conditions which might arise 
in the country before the date of the 
observance. 

Notice of his intention to call for a 
reconsideration of Art. 18 was also 
given by Mr. Cunningham. The arti- 
cle has to do with the harbor dredg- 
ing project tabled at the last meeting. 

On motion of E. S. Knight the date 
of adjournment was set at Monday 
evening, April, 16, at 7.30 o’clock.

USE OF NATIONAL FLAG 


In decorating, never festoon 
or drape it. Always hang it flat. 

If hung so stripes are hori- 
zontal, union should be in left 
upper corner. 

If hung perpendicularly, union 
should be in right upper corner. 

When the National flag and 
another flag fly from same pole 
there should be double halliards, 
one for each flag. 

When carried in parade, or 
when crossed with other flags, 
Stars and Stripes should always 
ve be at right. 
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A first aid course under the aus- 
pices of the Manchester Red Cross, 
will be held shortly, on two evenings 
a week, for five weeks. The object 
of the course is to train men and 
women in the promotion of human 
efficiency and the relief of suffering, 
in accident prevention and first aid to 
the injured; also to obtain a reserve 
corps fit for service with the armed 
forces of the United States in time of 
war. The course includes in a gen- 
eral way instruction and demonstra- 
tions in bandaging, the treatment of 
wounds, sprains, fractures, etc.; in 
artificial respiration, unconsciousness, 
and poisoning; in common ailments; 
and finally, in household preparations 
for the sick or the injured. At the 
end of the course an examination will 
be held, and those attending sufficient 
exercises and receiving a proper mark 
will be awarded a First Aid Diploma 
from Washington. The cost will be 
about one dollar for each person; its 
time and meeting place will be an- 
nounced later. Applicants must be 
over sixteen years of age, but need 
not be members of the Red Cross.

MANCHESTER BROTHERHOOD 


Mtsston WorKER Stirs Bic GATHER- 
ING OF MEN ON MONDAY 
EVENING. 


There was a generous response to 
the general invitation sent out for the 
Manchester Brotherhood meeting, 
Monday evening, it being the largest 
attendance of the season. About 140 
were present. After the usual song 
service a duet was rendered by Rev. 
A. G. Warner and Archie ‘Cool, which 
was highly appreciated. The speaker 
of the evening was P. E. Call, super- 
intendent of the Dover st. mission, 
Boston, and he gave a wonderfully 
interesting exposition of the work of 
the mission, what it has accomplished, 
and what it expects to accomplish in 
the future. Mr. Call is a rapid-fire 
talker, his words coming at express- 
train speed, keeping everyone busy to 
follow with him. About mid-way of 
his address he became so warmed up 
to his work that he peeled off his 
coat and finished his talk in his shirt 
sleeves, reminding the audience as he 
did so to have no fear, for he meant 
them no harm. 

The speaker began by giving a little 
bit of history of himself, being ac- 
customed in his earlier days to hit the 
high places, he said. He warmed to 
his subject, expressing his pleasure 
of the privilege of meeting and talk- 
ing to so many real men. Many pic- 
tures were shown by the stereopticon 
of the working of the mission and of 
many men and women who had been 
brought to lead better lives through 
its influence. Plans are now under- 
way for a new building, for which 
$102,000 has been raised, a very hand- 
some structure of brick and stone and 
admirably suited to the work. A 
restaurant in the basement will feed 
several hundred at a sitting and the 
upper floors will contain administra- 
tion offices, dormitories, reading 
rooms, etc., while on top will be a 
roof garden where the very small 
children will be provided with sand 
pens to play off the street. In front 
on the street floor, there will be a 
public, fountain where ice water may 
be obtained at all times, a luxury that 
many who have it do not appreciate, 
but in the hot city is so greatly valued 
that it has become one of the best 
works of the mission, 8000 _ being 
served in a single season. It is ex- 
pected to open the new building in 
September and all are welcome. 

“There is no creed but Christ and 
no law but love,’ he said. “No one 
needs help so much as when he is 
down and out; they don’t want help 
when everything is going along all 
right; so when the men are out of a 
job they are taken into the mission

Crvu, SERVICE EXAM. FoR MANCHES- 
TER P. O. PosITIon. 

The U. 8. Civil Service Commis- 
sion will hold a competitive examin- 
ation at Manchester, on April 14, 
1917, for the positions of clerk and 
carrier in the postoffice at Manches- 
ter, Mass. 

Applicants must have reached their 
18th birthday, but not their 45th 
birthday, on the date of examination, 
and must be citizens of the United 
States. Male applicants must meas- 
ure not less than five feet four inches 
in height in bare feet. No male appli- 
cant who passes the examination will 
be eligible for appointment either as 
clerk or carrier who does not weigh 
at least 125 pounds without overcoat 
or hat. It will be inadvisable for 
male applicants whose normal weight 
is less than 125 pounds to enter the 
examination. Female applicants are 
not required to be of any _ specific 
weight or height. 

Fach applicant will be required to 
submit to the examiner on the day of 
examination a photograph of himself 
taken within two years. 

For pamphlet of information and 
the required application blank, ad- 
dress the Local Secretary at the Man- 
chester postoffice, or District Secre- 
tary at Boston, with whom applica- 
tions must be filed in time for him to 
arrange for the examination.

Dodge, have been at work conferring 
with various town boards, officials of 
the state and other towns in the Com- 
monwealth and their attorney, Daniel 
E. O’Brien. For the past year they 
have met weekly to consider proposed 
sections. Their task of pleasing 
everyone has been a difficult one. 
They have been criticized for over- 
doing the by-laws, but the opportun- 
ity for that criticism arose chiefly be- 
cause of certain sections which are 
lifted bodily from the regulations ot 
larger cities and seemed a little too 
harsh to apply to a town the size of 
Manchester. However, there has 
been no fault found that the commit- 
tee has neglected its duty. It should 
be remembered that by-laws commit- 
tees without number have been ap- 
pointed for the past quarter century 
and have failed to produce anything 
in the way of results until the present 
committee was appointed. Of course, 
some of the sections in the proposed 
by-laws did not meet with the ap- 
proval of the town and were stricken 
out or amended, but the members of 
the committee should not be dis- 
couraged for that reason. Its mem- 
bers should remember that it was ap- 
pointed to serve the town and that the 
town was in no way bound to accept 
all its recommendations. That so 
many of them were accepted is proot 
of the confidence of the voters in the 
members of the committee. A vote 
of appreciation of the committee 
should be forthcoming at the next 
meeting when the by-laws will be 
adopted after final revision.

“WORLD'S CHALLENGE 
TO AMERICA” 


SuBjEcT oF Forum LeEctuRE At MAc- 
NOLIA CHURCH. 

“The World’s Challenge to Amer- 
ica” was the subject of Dr. Loyal 
Lincoln’s Wirt’s lecture at the Vil- 
lage church, Magnolia, last Sunday 
night. This was the sixth lecture that 
Dr. Wirt has given under the aus- 
pices of “The People’s Forum” and 
for nearly two hours he held his audi- 
ence almost spell-bound. ‘The lecture 
was timely, able and eloquent. He 
characterized the German Kaiser as 
the anti-Christ and forcefully answer- 
ed the “conscientious objectors” to 
war. He said in part: 

“And what are the followers of 
Christ to do when anti-Christ says to 
his legions, “Thou shalt kill; thou 
shalt kill innocent women and _ chil- 
dren by dropping high explosives 
from Zeppelins upon peaceful vil- 
lages; thou shalt kill defenceless neu- 
trals bent upon errands of mercy, 
sleeping peacefully in their cabins up- 
on the high seas, hurl them by the 
thousands to the sharks and the arms 
of the cold sea by the submarine’s 
fateful shaft. Moses said “Thou shalt 
not commit adultery,” but I say unto 
you raze every city and village, flood 
every mine, cut down every fruit tree, 
poison the wells, and drive off the 
women to a fate worse than death. 

““It has been said of old “thou 
shalt not steal,” but I say unto you, 
“Steal the fair land of Belgium, steal 
the happiness, prosperity and freedom 
of all our neighbors, steal a large slice 
of the Chinese Empire, and in the do- 
ing of it so deport yourselves that the 
Chinese shall for a thousand years be 
unable to think of Germany without 
trembling. More, let the world know 
that you are of the race of the Huns 
and that your Kaiser claims the rein- 
carnated spirit of Attila, the fiend and 
robber.” 

“Tt is written “Thou shalt not bear 
false witness against thy neighbor,”

Belgium, and against United States 
of America. With show of friendli- 
ness, thou shalt plot falsely against 
our long suffering friend; thou shalt 
suborn witnesses and tell Japan and 
Mexico lying statements about Amer- 
ica and so increase hatred and trouble 
im the, earth.4 

““<Ouroreatmeteacner ms bletociiine, 
has told us that Covetousness is a na- 
tional virtue. Therefore, I say unto 
you, “Thou shalt covet they neighbor’s 
house, and his wife, and his servants, 
and his cattle, and his commerce, and 
his prosperity, and his lands, and all 
that is thy neighbor’s.’”’ 

“Does history repeat herself? Have 
we been standing afar off amidst these 
thunderings and lightnings? Some of 
us have. Some have been bewildered. 
Some were not sure of the right. 
Some were too proud to fight. Some 
have been crying ‘peace, peace,’ when 
there was no peace. 

“But says the conscientious objec- 
tor ‘You have been trying to square 
us with the law of Moses. We know 
no law, save the law of Christ, who 
said ‘‘Love your enemies.” ’ 

“T accept the challenge squarely. 
Let us not hedge or try to explain 


away these words. We must accept 
their true spirit and import if we are 
to acknowledge their author as Lord 
and Master. 

“IT suppose a declaration of war 
makes the German people our en- 
emies. At least in a legal and mili- 
tary sense. Yet, what man or woman 
in this audience has any feeling of 
enmity or hatred toward the brave, 
patriotic misdirected German soldier? 
Or, who indeed has any feeling other 
than love and pity for the suffering 
women and children of the Father- 
land? If the German people are our 
enemies, then I say, we love our en- 
emies. What! can one love the 
Kaiser? My feeling toward the Ger- 
man Emperor is the same as_ that 
which I hold toward Harry Thaw or 
the bandit, Villa, or any other more 
or less insane brigand who preys upon 
the rights of human society. 

“Love them? Yes—but love them 
best behind prison bars where their 
warped and biased minds can no long- 
er bring sorrow and trouble to 
others.”

Will be a Busy Season on North Shore 


New York Merchants Most Optimistic 
Scoff Idea of Trouble from Submarines 


EVERYBODY is wondering what kind of a season we 

are to have on the North Shore this year. Some here- 
abouts think the war will scare away many of the sum- 
mer residents and that the season will not be up to stand- 
ard. 

We have made it our business the last two or three 
weeks to ask those of our summer visitors with whom we 
have come in touch what they thought about it, and if they 
were to be on the North Shore this summer. We have 
yet to find one who speaks discouragingly, or who says he 
has changed his plans or is likely to change them, as far 
as the North Shore is concerned. 

Rentals of summer cottages and estates—especially 
along that part of the North Shore between Salem and 
Gloucester—has been up to the average. Practically all 
of the larger estates for lease have been taken. 

3ut it is particularly in regard to New York that we 
want to write. They are certainly optimistic over there 
regarding business conditions and as to the outcome of 
the summer season along the New England coast. They 
scoff the idea that there is anything to fear from German 
submarines in this quarter. 

It was with a measure of apprehension that the writer 
went to New York the first of this week to close some 
advertising accounts for the summer. Things were look- 
ing rather shady in Boston and locally, we must admit. 

But in New York! We might say, in confidence, 
that about fifty percent of our yearly revenue for adver- 
tising come from New York houses, through their sum- 
mer shops in Magnolia and at other places along the 
North Shore,—but Magnolia mostly. In fact, the com- 
ing of these shops and the growth and development of 
the BreEze have gone hand in hand the last ten or twelve 
years. 

We do not feel we are betraying any confidences of 
our advertising clientele when we relate our experiences. 


Mr. James M. Speer of James. McCutcheon & Co., 
made no reference to the war whatever. He wanted to 
know if he could have the back cover of the Breeze the 
coming summer for three months, and we told him he 
could. He filled out one of our duplicate contract blanks, 
signed it, and we were on our way rejoicing in less than 
five minutes. Now, Mr. Speer is a man of big things. 
His position as one of the heads of the McCutcheon 
establishment, on Fifth ave.—one of the leading dealers 
‘in linens in America—signifies that much. But he is a 
man of broad influence and capabilities in other ways. 
For instance, he is chairman of the “Billy” Sunday cam- 
paign committee in New York, at the present time. When 
we called Monday Mr. Speer made absolutely no refer- 
ence to the war; he did not say he thought business would 
not be up to standard on the North Shore this summer. 
He did say, after we had referred to conditions, that he 
thought the North Shore, of all places, had little to fear 
in trouble from the present crisis. He also thought the 
whole war situation would be well in hand by the middle 
of July. 

Things were already beginning to look brighter to us. 
We cantered off up Fifth avenue as light as a bird, with 
our 220 pounds of avoirdupois. It was evident New York 
business men looked at things differently than we did in 
Boston. We called next on Gunther’s, the fur store. 

C. G. Gunther’s Sons, established in 1820, is one of 
the largest and most exclusive fur houses in the world. 


Mr. Quigley, the manager, was most affable. He surely 
did want to have an advertisement in the BrekzE next 


summer. How long was he in last season? Thirteen 
weeks? Well, make it the same as last. year. Fifteen 
weeks? All right increase it two weeks over last year. 


Not a word was said about the war. No hint was 
given that Mr. Quigley thought the North Shore season 
wouldn’t be up to time. If he thought so, he surely wasn’t 
very consistent, for he added to, rather than detracted 
from last year’s order. 

We passed on up the avenue to Bonwit Teller & 
Co.’s., the leading shop of its kind in America, long recog- 
nized as “The Specialty Shop of Originations” in women’s 
and misses’ dress. Last season this firm had a full page 
in the BREEzE for 10 weeks. If they thought the coming 
season was to be a poor one, that people were not coming 
to the North Shore as usual, why have they éontracted 
to use page one of the Breeze for 15 weeks the coming 
season,—just 50 percent inore than last year? Incident- 
ally their store at Magnolia is being enlarged. 

Ovington’s, the well known china house, had no feel- 
ing that the season was not to be up to the mark. They 
wanted to renew the customary contract for advertising 
in the Breeze this summer. 

The Grande Maison de Blanc, famed all over the 
country as the ‘““Trousseau House of America,” plan to 
come to Magnolia the first part of June, as usual. They 
have engaged their page space in the Breeze for a little 
longer season than last year, A. Raymond Brown, the 
manager of the Magnolia shop, was most optimistic as to 
the season’s outlook. 

And thus it was all along the line. We called upon 
nearly a score of the representative business houses of 
Fifth Avenue—the best of their respective line in Amer- 
ica. Not one expressed any doubt as to the success of the 
coming season. Nearly all who gave any opinion on the 
matter at all could see no reason whatever why the North 
Shore should feel any dread of trouble from German sub- 
marines, saying that if Germany had any submarines to 
send to this part of the Atlantic they would be devoted 
to raising havoc with shipping and not in trying to ‘‘shoot 
up” a section of the New England coast—which will in- 
cidentally be covered in a most thorough manner by the 
submarine chasers that are to have their supply base in 
the midst of the North Shore district,—Marblehead.

MAk’LEHEAD NECK has been the scene of unusual 


naval and military activities the past week. The 
Eastern Yacht club house on the Neck has been chosen 
by the Navy as one of the supply bases for the motorboat 
patrol fleet of submarine chasers. Another is located at 
Hull on the South Shore. The first detail of men ar- 
rived on Monday and went into camp at the club house in 
a snow storm. They received their first drill the next day 
and a new quota of men arrived that day. The club house 
has been altered for the use of the Naval Reserve. The 
big piazza has been supported so that it will accommodate 
100 harmocks. Other alterations are being made to meet 
the requirements of the government. 

All classes of the naval reserve have been hurrying 
wobilization. Former officers and men of the United 
States navy reported at 146 Tremont street, Boston. Nine- 
teen hours after the call to the colors had been sent out, 
68 former navy men had reported for service. All but 
two of them were accepted after medical examination. 
One of the rejected men was too old for active service 
while the other was physically imperfect. More men are 
reporting daily. All of this class of the reserve will be as- 
signed to active duty immediately, their experience and 
training in the service making them available at once. 

Captain T. P. Magruder, U. S. N., reported for duty 
at the navy yard. He was sent to Commandant Rush 
from the bureau of navigation at Washington and will 
have charge of all divisions of the naval reserve and the 
naval militia under the control of the bureau of navi- 
gation. 

The civilian reserve, which includes men who have 
offered themselves and their power boats for submarine 
chasers and also those who have volunteered to assist in 
manning the craft, will be sent to the two training camps. 
There, under the tutelage of regular naval officers, they

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Germans Hungry Because Soil Not Fed as Formerly 


Lack of Proper Cultivation and Fertilization 
Reduces Home Supply of Food Nearly One-half 


By ROBERT S. BRADLEY * 


HILE Germany may break the laws of humanity with 
impunity, she cannot successfully combat the laws of 
nature. Food sufficient to support human life is no more 
essential to Germany than are fertilizers to grow her crops 
upon lands whose natural fertility has long ago been 
exhausted by constant cropping, and where the soil has 
been forced to yield abnormal crops through a system of 
the most intensive kind of farming—thorough cultivation, 
heavy fertilization and systematic rotation of crops. 

By such methods Germany has been able to produce 
wheat at the rate of over thirty bushels per acre, against 
the average yield of the United States of but twelve to 
fourteen, ‘other crops being produced in a like ratio. In 
this way Germany has been able to produce about eighty- 
five percent of her requirements of food crops under nor- 
mal conditions. 

At present, however, she lacks the labor for elaborate 
cultivation of her fields, and must grow the crops most 
needed, regardless of their economical rotation. But 
these are of minor importance compared with her need 
of plant-foods required to maintain the extraordinary pro- 
ductiveness of her fields, which has only been made pos- 
sible heretofore by the use of enormous quantities of 
nitrates, phosphates -and potash. 

While Germany controls practically the world’s sup- 
ply of potash, she has no deposits of nitrates or phos- 
phates and has to depend upon other countries for these 
plant foods, both of which are far more important to the 
growing of crops than potash. In fact, potash was never 
used as a fertilizer until about 1875, while the manufac- 
ture of chemical fertilizers was begun about 1845 and be- 
caine a thriving industry long before the discovery of 
potash. 

While nitrogen gives the plant a quick start, imparts 
vitality and grows the foliage, and while potash strengthens 
the stalk and fibre and i improves the quality of some crops, 
it is the phosphoric acid which produces the grains, tubers 
and fruits and matures the crops. 

Germany has imported no nitrates nor phosphates for 
two and a half years, and* without these essential plant 
foods she cannot maintain her abnormal crop production. 
Lands which have been heavily fertilized for many years 
fast lose their productiveness when fed on short and in- 
complete rations, especially after the first year of such 
curtailment. 


Under existing conditions, therefore, it is hardly pos- 
sible that Germany can produce even 50 percent of her 
required food crops, as against 85 per cent in normal 
times. This shortage must be increasing rapidly and is 
reflected in the food riots, the protests of the Socialists of 
the Reichstag and even in the admissions of the comp- 
troller of foods, as well as in the recent seizing of all 
food supplies by the Government. It may also account in 
large measure for the ruthless and desperate methods to 
which the German army and navy have resorted to end 
the war. 

It has been claimed that Germany is obtaining her 
nitrates from the air. She started this process long be- 
fore the war, but its manufacture is expensive and the 
output limited to the amount of electricity available for 
its production. It is very doubtful if Germany produces 
much more nitrate from the air than she requires for her 


enormous demands for explosives. 

Again it is argued that Germany is using basic slag in 
place of phosphates. This slag is a by- product from “the 
manufacture of steel from phosphatic iron ores, and its 
supply is therefore dependent upon that industry. _ Ger- 
many has for many years used large quantities of this 
phosphatic slag on certain soils and crops, but it is wholly 
insoluble in water and does not take the place of the solu- 
ble super-phosphates, which she has heretofore used in 
addition to the slag and which can be produced only from 
mineral phosphates, imported principally from the United 
States, Algeria and Tunis. 

To feed her people, Germany must grow food crops, 
and to grow food crops she must feed “her lands. The 
latter is as vital to her existence as the former. 


“(Reprinted from Boston Transcript. Robert S. Bradley 
both as chairman of the Board of the American Agric ultural 
Chemical Company and from numerous trips to Germany just 
before the war, has had nearly perfect opportunities of knowing 
German agric¢ ultural conditions. His companies use enormous 
quantities of potash, which is practically a monopoly of Ger- 
many’s. Many of the companies’ contracts for this expired 
just before the war and in renewing them Mr. Bradley experi- 
enced much of the ‘‘paternalism’’ of the German system of 
government, which reached even so far as the passing of special 
legislation discriminating against the American companies. Mr. 
Bradley’ s views are thus of unusual importanée.)

Oswald Kunhardt, the Gomen consul at Boston, who 
has made his home with Mr. and Mrs. Robert Stoops, 
School street, Manchester, the last year, is among the 
consular agents affected by the breaking of relations be- 
tween the United States and Austria. Mr. Kunhardt held 
a dual position in this district, as he represented Austria- 
Hungary, as well as the Imperial government at Berlin. 
His district included practically all of New England. He 
has been in Boston for more than a dozen years, and dur- 
ing much of that period he lived in Manchester summers 
making his headquarters at the Essex County club much 
of the: time; since the war in Europe he has lived in Man- 
chester the year round. Mr. Kunhardt has many friends 
in Boston and along the North Shore. He is only 42 
years old, but, as he remarked to the writer sone time 
ago, he has lived in this country more than he has in 
Germany, as he left there when only 18. Baron Erich 
Zwiedinek, who has been chargé d’ affaires of the Austrian 
embassy since the recall of Dr. Dumba, also spent several 
seasons at Manchester, prior to the war, being in the 
Brown cottage, School street, the summer of 1914. 


The eager hunger for the almighty dollar leads most 
Americans to sacrifice their time, health and liberty in 
the acquisition of wealth, and alas. when they have ac- 
auired it, they find that their health is broken, and that 
they themselves are almost ready for the grave.

From the huge Boston 
Navy Yard shops arose the din and 
clamor of a mighty force rushing the 
final work to place in readiness the 
big steel fighting machines which are 
to play such an important part in up- 
holding the honor and dignity of our 
Nation. On the parade ground ad- 
jacent, a couple of hundred blue- 
jackets were running a quarter mile 
oval, hardening up for their work 
ahead. 

Something of the inspiration of 
this vitally energetic scene glistened 
in his eyes, as he swept his pipe stem 
in a short semi-circle before him to 
emphasize the might of which he was 
master. 

Huge of frame, horny of hand is 
Dempsey. It was only two days ago 
that he drifted into the navy recruit- 
ing office to offer himself to his coun- 
try.

NortH SwHore HorvrrcuLTuRaAL So- 
ciety Promises Use or NEW 
HALL TO GOVERNMENT. 

At the regular meeting of the 
North Shore Horticultural society in 
Lane’s hall, Manchester, on Friday 
evening of last week it was voted, on 
motion of Paul P. Maillard, to offer 
at once to the national government 
the new building of the society on 
Summer st. extension for whatever 
use it can make of it during the per- 
iod of the war. 

Work on the building is being 
pushed as rapidly as possible in 
order that it may be available as soon 
as it is needed. The society’s new 
building is admirably adapted and 
splendidly situated for use in almost 
any contingency. As a hospital it 
has excellent facilities. It has two 
big halls 38 by 60 feet each, one above 
the other. In the basement there are 
to be a kitchen and numerous small 
rooms, which would be cloak rooms 
and dressing rooms in the ordinary 
course of use, but would be adaptable 
as operating rooms, etc., The build- 
ing could also be put to use as a sup- 
ply depot for the Red Cross or the 
navy. It is located near the railroad 
station and a stone’s throw from the 
Masconomo Park landing in Man- 
chester harbor. At the present rate 
of progress it is hoped to have the 
building ready for occupancy in July, 
which is probably the earliest the 
government would find any need for 
it. 

The society will also codperate in 
the patriotic endeavor to increase 
production of food supplies by the 
cultivation of home gardens. As a 
result of a conference with ladies

from Wenham, Hamilton and_ Ip- 
swich it was voted to appoint a com- 
mittee from the society to aid in plan- 
uing home gardens in that district. 

The society plans to hold a general 
exhibition on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, August 8 and 9, in the hall if it 
it is not in use at that time. Probably 
a special exhibition will also be given 
later. The members of the exhibition 
committee are Martin H. Warner, 
chairman; William Canning, Murdo 
Mackay, Martyn Eyberse and Nilson 
G. Ericson. 

Professor C. M. Scherer, head of 
the scientific research dept. of the 
Davey Institute of Tree Surgery, 
spoke to the members on the “White 
Pine blister Rust. Prof. Scherer is 
in this section of the country doing 
experimental work in connection with 
the disease. He had a powerful com- 
pound microscope and exhibited speci- 
mens of plant and tree life afflicted 
with the disease. The white pine 
blister rust threatens the destruction 
of the splendid white pines of New 
England unless drastic and prompt 
action is taken to abate its spread. 
The estimated value of the white pine 
of Massachusetts is about $2,000,000 
and the amount proposed by the state 
to combat the disease is $60,000. Yet, 
the ways and means committee of the 
legislature reported against the meas- 
ure on the ground of economy. It 
may devolve on private funds to com- 
bat the pest if the state fails to come 
to the rescue.

Those of us who are not wont to 
wander far from the immediate con- 
fines of the North Shore, have little 
actual knowledge of the real warlike 
measures being taken to safeguard life 
and property. For instance, the rail- 
roads! Being on a branch, instead 
of a-main line, people living in mosi 
of the North Shore towns are not 
accustomed to see soldiers all along 
the line of travel on guard duty. Last 
Sunday, the WHISPERER journeyed to 
New York. The first thing of a mili- 
tary nature that attracted his atten- 
tion was a small detachment of sol- 
diers, guns on shoulder, marching out 
through the South Station, in Boston, 
to relieve others in the yard and at 
the entrance to the station. It was 
noon, and the patrol was_ being 
changed. At several places, before 
the Back Bay station was reached, 
soldiers were noticed, and then, as the 
journey progressed toward Spring- 
field it became evident that the road 
was patroled and guarded. At every 
bridge was a soldier or two; at points 
where the highway crossed under the 
railroad, there was a guard. In some 
rerote places an individual tent 
shelter was in evidence, and once or 
twice tents large enough to shelter 
half a dozen or more were observed. 
As the train pulled into Springfield 
’ station half a dozen or more patrols 
were scattered about the station yard. 
The most pronounced evidence of the 
military was at the point where the 
railroad crosses the Connecticut 
River, between Springfield and Hart- 
ford. Here the bridgeheads could be 
seen, on either side of the river, far 
ahead of the train. A small detail of 
soldiers guarded each bridgehead, 
and, of course, would not permit any- 
one to approach within a reasonable 
distance of the bridge. A big crowd 
of the curious was gathered on each 
side of the river, which gave rise to 
the belief at first that something had 
happened. 

Thus it was all along the line. At 
Hartford, near the state Capitol, a 
whole company was encamped.

Organization to utilize 
the spare bits of time of the home 
mother and the working woman is 
essential. A handful of women of 
leisure can drive the automobiles and 
do the more or less special and dram- 
atic forms of work necessary to war, 
certainly at its present stage, but the 
health and strength of our country de- 
pends on thousands of women doing 
humdrum work to increase and con- 
serve our resources by the enlarge- 
ment of our food supply and by the 
elimination of waste, not only in food 
and other materials, but in human life 
itself.”

How Ir Frers to Br Bayonet 
CHARGING AND CLOSE FIGHTING 
DESCRIBED BY AMERICAN 
SERVING WITH BriTIsH. 
| Private A. G. Empsey in the Chicago Post 

It was 1.20 on the dot when our 
artillery opened up. For two hours 
the noise was deafening. At 3.10 
word was passed down the trench, 
“Ten minutes more.” Ten minutes 
to live! I was glad it was dark so 
nobody could see my face. I knew 
it was chalky—it felt that way. 

Then came the word, “Five min- 
utes more. 

“First wave get on, and near the 
ladders. When the whistle blows 
over you go and good luck to you. 
Give them hell!” 

As if by magic our bombardment 
ceased suddenly. The awful silence 
hurt. Sharp whistle blasts up and 
down the line pierced the air. 

BuLLETS WHISTLING. 

How I got up that ladder I don't 
know. When I got on top, I felt all 
alone with the whole German army in 
front of me. I was faint and sick 
and my knees were wabbling. Over- 
head German shrapnel was whistling 
and a million bullets were singing ali 
around. 

I was charging forward, of course. 
The man on my right on my right 
shouted something to me that | 
couldn’t catch, then toppled forward 
flat on his face. I seemed to be run- 
ning in a dream. His body and all 
the other objects on the ground seem- 
ed floating to the rear. 

All of a sudden my eyes went 
red, and every vestige of faintness 
and fear left me. I was shouting at 
the top of my voice; yelling, and yet 
1 couldn’t hear a sound! Masses of 
tangled barbed wire loomed up in 
front of me. Several of my mates 
tripped in this wire and lay still in 
sirange, cramped positions. 

I was still wondering why they 
didn’t get up and come on, when a 
trench opened right under my feet. 
Men were scrambling up over the 
rear wall of it—they wore spiked hel- 
mets and looked just like mud turtles 
crawling up a steep bank. One or 
two of the turtles slipped back and 
lay sprawling in the bottom of the 
trench. 

CLEARED TRENCH IN JUMP. 


The fellow on my left leaping to 
clear the trench, seemed to stop in 
mid-air then pitched head downward 
into the heap of mud turtles at the 
bottom! I laughed out loud. 

I cleared the trench and as I land- 
ed, right in front of me was a giant 
with a rifle ten feet long with five or

six knives on the end of it. These 
knives—it was just his bayonet, of

SHEEP VS. DOGS 


CORRESPONDENT DISCOURSES ON SHEEP 
RAIsINGC—THE CASE OF “MISERY 
IsLAND.” 

(From tHe Salem Observer) 

VERY now and then some of our 

non-agricultural quill-drivers fall 
to demonstrating that we ought to 
raise more sheep, and take to show- 
ing why it is that we produce so few. 
The offices of these academic journals 
are fairly littered with these literary 
clips of wool sheared with the edi- 
torial scissors, but the only real stapl< 
found seems to be the wool which the 
innocent editors pull over the eyes of 
their readers. All agree that the dark 
secret of the failure of the sheep- 
crop is “the dog.” 

A few leagues down our North 
Shore and a mile away from land 
lies “Misery Island,’’—a verdant tract 
of about eight times the size of Salem 
Common, No dogs from the outside 
world invade its grassy slopes. Half 
a century ago it was the domain of 
about as shrewd an Irishman as ever 
awoke to the “accents of Erin.” — His 
will, on file at our Probate Office, 
tells the story. He had landed in 
Boston,—a_ penniless adventurer,— 
and began sustaining life by rowing 
to the Boston Market, boat-loads of 
ballast and of paving-stones, gathered 
from the islands of the outer harbor. 
He saved his rroney. Pretty soon, 
he found himself in possession of a 
derelict old coasting-sloop.. . When, 
with the aid of this acquisition, he 
had succeeded in stripping the little 
unfrequented harbor-islands of their 
only wealth in the loose shingle that 
drifted ashore there, he took a- lease 
of Misery Island in Salem Harbor, 
which he finally bought, and from 
this point conducted a lucrative and 
extensive traffic of his own in paving- 
stones and ballast, besides evolving 
a thrifty farm out of what the wise- 
acres had always regarded as waste 
land. He made shade trees and fruit 
trees appear where nothing grew be- 


fore, and hay crops and corn crops 
and crops of potatoes and turnips 
fair to see. He came as near as pos- 
sible to refuting the ancient philoso- 
phy which declared that nothing 
could be made out of nothing. If he 
was not “the Lord of the Isles,” he 
was certainly monarch of all he sur- 
veyed, and had made two blades of 
grass grow where one grew before. 


One year the grasshoppers con- 
sumed his: crops. Before the next 
spring, he had learned that Mother 
Nature’s antidote for the grasshop- 
per was the turkey. Turkeys are not 
easy to raise in our climate,—certain- 
ly not on a windy island. But before 
the locust-plague again got in_ its 
work, Misery Island was swarming 
with turkeys. The young poultry 
had eaten all the larvae,—the grass- 
hoppers did their grasshopping else- 
where that summer, and a great crop 
of Thanksgiving turkeys rewarded 
his enterprise and cheered innumer- 
able festive tables. 


Now Daniel Neville never slum- 
bered. He did not quite sit up nights 
to think out experiments, but he tried 
everything. His farm offered ideal 
conditions for sheep raising, and he 
tried sheep. - Here was a fine island- 
air,—a good grassy lawn, and ‘an 
absolute immunity from the detested 
dog. But while he won out with 
everything else he failed with sheep. 
At last .he’ had: a fleet of pogie- 
schooners feeding the Gloucester 
fisheries with bait, and he had always 
a fresh pair of ducks or a box of 
mushrooms or a dozen new-laid eggs 
for a visiting friend. He abandoned 
the sheep experiment promptly. Other 
dealers could send better or cheaper 
wutton to the markets. Other sec- 
tions could lay down a wool-clip on 
better terms than he could. It was 
no use trying The venture was a 
failure, and the much-berated pest,— 
the dog,—had nothing whatever to do 
with it.

Navy LEAGUE ee CALLS ON 
PropLe oF MASSACHSETTS 
TotHere Wiss: 

The following appeal for support 
was received by Edward S. Knight, 
chairman of the Manchester board of 
selectmen, from Harry K. White, 
Chairman of the ‘Mass. Dept. of the 
Navy League, this week: 

“The American flag has been fired 
upon only a short distance from the 
shores of the United States by a Ger- 
man submarine—the first act of war 
on this side of the Atlantic. Raiding 
of American commerce and a sub- 
marine blockade of American ports 
is predicted. America must be ready 
to meet such warfare, and that she 
may be ready, every man and woman 
must accept the full duty and burden 
of his citizenship and aid the country 
in every manner possible. 

“You have your duty to perform, 
and to aid you in finding the work in 
which you can be of most value, there 
are listed below some of the greater 
needs which can be filled by civilians. 

“The regular United States Navy 
is short of men to fill the complement 
of its warships. Young men are 
needed to enlist and exceptional op- 
portunities to rise are offered. 

“Motor boats are urgently needed 
for the patrol of the coast. If you 
have one fitted for this work, gét it 
into the water, tune it up and offer it 
to the Navy Yard at Boston. Don’t 
haggle over the price. If possible, 
$1.00 during the war. 
Five hundred are necessary. Less 
than a score are ready for sea duty. 

“Hospital supplies and woolen 
sweaters, mufflers and the like are 
wanted at once. Here is the great 
opportunity for the women of Mass- 
achusetts to do their duty toward 
their country. 

“As chairman of the Massachusetts 
department, Navy League of the 
United States—an organization form- 
ed to assist the navy in any way pos- 
sible—I appeal to the men and women 
of the State to rally to the colors by 
accepting the work for which they 
are best fitted and, remembering that 
war means sacrifice and_ sacrifice 
means vistory, to do their full duty 
for their nation, their state and their 
homes.

Tur Narion’s Great NeEgp 1s Foop! The insistence 
with which the farmers and everyone else are being urged 
to an enlarged production of staple food products should 
help to make us realize the requirements of the world. 
Even if hostilities end unexpectedly in Europe it will ‘be 
a long time before the production of foodstuffs in that 
continent can reach a normal basis. Because of the short- 
age of such crops throughout the world, Secretary Hous- 
ton declares “there is no risk of excessive pioduction” at 
this time. It is apparent that the farmers of this country 
have a job on their hands. They have besides the United 
States, most of the belligerent nations to feed. That they 
will patriotically respond to the need is known without 
question. ‘To do this they are urged to plant wheat, oats, 
barley, rye, grain, sorghums, flax, corn, cow peas, soy 
beans, potatoes and all other corps which can feed men or 
animals. Flax, for instance, mentioned above, is not a 
human food, yet its seed constitutes an important element 
in the dairy food supply, and releases other grain pro- 
ducts for use as food. Vegetable corps of carrots, ruta- 
baga turnips, onions, cabbages, etc., should receive more 
attention than they generally receive. They are capable 
of large production on suitable land under intensive cul- 
ture throughout the more densely populated portions of 
the country. Consumers living in villages and in the sub- 
urbs of cities do not appreciate their means of adding 
materially to their food supply by utilizing suitable idle 
soil in yards, vacant lots and unused outlying fields. Gar- 
Se is an industry in which the family and community 

ray share with helpfulness and benefit. We urge our 
bene to the importance of these facts. War privations 
are bound to become necessary unless enough is raised 
for ourselves and our allies. The government will see 
that the farmers are well paid despite the hugeness of 
their crops. The best thing that America can do is to 
mlant food enoush to feed the world and in that case the 
farmers of America will reap the profits. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE MANCHESTER BRANCH of the 
American Red Cross has been completed and the finance 
co nmittee, under the direction of Mr. William Hooper, is 
undertaking the task of financing the branch. All funds 
for the use of the local branch must be raised in Man- 
chester itself. Contributions may be left at the Man- 
chester Trust Co. with Harry W. Purington, the treas- 
urer of the branch. 

Few people realize what the magnitude of the Red 
Cross work is during peace time and what tremendous 
results in the way of removing the causes of suffering 
have been achieved by the American organization in re- 
cent years. The most stupendous tasks are performed 
during times of tranqulity and the world fies not hear 
about them. It is only in the glitter and glamor of war 
that the Red Cross comes into the limelight of publicity. 
The Chinese know more about the good work of the 
American Red Cross than do the people in the United 
States and they have a very high appreciation of it. Dur- 
ing the big revolution in China, when the old Manchu 
dynasty was overthrown, the first Chinese Red Cross so- 
ciety was organized. 

In the first battles of that war the troops began kill- 
ing the wounded on the field, according to their old cus- 
ton, but the Chinese Red Cross, assisted by the American 
society, promptly stopped the barbarities and the Chinese 
at once took a keen interest in the relief work. General 
Li Yuan Hung, then in command of the revolutionary 
troops and now President of China, together with his 
wife, frequently visited the hospitals near the front and 
gave flowers and consolation to the mutilated soldiers. 
The great work of the American Red Cross in China, 
however, was the carrying out of a conservancy system, 
the building of dykes and ditches to hold the flood waters 
in the spring and prevent the annually recurring floods 
which caused widespread starvation every year by the 
destruction of crops over large areas. The American 
Red Cross raised and distributed about $3,000,000 each 
vear for a time to buy food and other necessities for the 
famished millions, until about the year 1912 when the 
organization sent an American engineer over to China 


and he laid the plans for the huge water conservancy sys- 


tem. 

Today, however, goaded by the necessity of war, 
Americans are realizing the importance of the Red Cross 
and are flocking to enrol in its membership and to con- 
tribute to the support of its work. Manchester has been 
a leader arong the towns of the Commonwealth in Red 
Cross work and should keep up the good work.

MANCHESTER ASSOCIATION ENTER- 
TAINS PATRIOTIC ORDERS AT 
MEETING IN PRICE SCHOOL 
HALL. 

The assembly hall of the Price 
school in Manchester was packed to 
overflowing on Wednesday evening 
for the meeting of the Parent-Teach- 
er association. The association enter- 
tained Allen post, 67, G. A. R.; Allen 
2elief corps, and Col. H. P. Wood- 
bury camp, S. of V., with a patriotic 
program. The address of the eve- 
ning was given by Past Division 
Commander H. Harding Hale of the 
Sons of Veterans cf Mass. Music 
was furnished by the Orpheus club. 

Mr. Hale declared the “rubbing of 
elbows” of parent and teacher in the 
work of the association should be 
beneficial in shaping the ideals, habits 
and life of the child. “The mother 
plants in the mind of the child ideals 
of patriotism in the home,” he said,

ideals.” He told the story of the lad 
aboard Paul Jones’s vessel, which car- 
ried the first American flag into a 
French port.

Mr. Hale said all of America’s 
-wars had been fought by boys, most 
of them just out of the public schools.

He 
thought the teachers were doing their 
duty in that direction and prophesied 
a more united America in the next 
generation as a result of the fusion of 
the various races in our population. 

“We are living in unusual times 
when we must change our theories 
to meet the conditions of the hour. 
It is a good policy to be filled with 
that patriotism which inspired the 
boys of “61, and to realize the need 
of men who will uphold the ideals of 
those men.

Austin Morley, chairman of the 
subcommittee on food conservation of 
the Public Safety committee, in Man- 
chester, introduced an order in town 
meeting on Monday evening provid- 
ing for the cultivation of land owned 
by the town and in charge of various 
departments. The motion was car- 
ried, but at present it is uncertain 
what, if any, land will be used. The 
town has little available land, which 
is suitable. 

It has been suggested that if there 
is any demand for land in that part 
of the town it might be well to plough 
up the Tuck’s Point property of the 
town, but the land lies so far away 
from the center of town that it is 
doubtful if anyone could make use of 
it. There is also some available land 
at Manchester Cove which the town 
ray use. 

One piece of land which would be 
convenient to the town is Masconomo 
Park. The park land is all “made” 
land and a thorough cultivation of it 
for foodstuffs one season would be 
highly beneficial to the soil for park 
purposes the following season. The 
Park Board had the matter under ad- 
visenent at the meeting on Wednes- 
day evening and will vote at next 
week’s meeting whether or not they 
will plough the land. The public 
playground, which is in charge of the 
school committee, is affected by the 
vote, but there is little likelihood of 
its being used.

MANCHESTER TOWN MEETING 


By-Laws Out oF Way at LAST AND 
MEETING Disso_veD For Goon. 


It took just 28 minutes to clean up 
all unfinished business on the Man- 
chester town warrant and _ dissolve 
the town- meeting, Monday evening, 
after having held several adjourn- 
ments of the annual meeting. The 
motion to reconsider Art. 18, relative 
to dredging the harbor, was lost, a 
Fourth of July committtee was ap- 
pointed, part of the finance commit- 
{ee named, reports received from two 
committees, the sum of $3,000 appro- 
priated to add to the reserve fund, 
$350 appropriated for the town 
clerk’s department, $50 for the mod- 
erator and the use of town lands 
granted for food production this sum- 
mer. A 

The following were appointed on 
the Fourth of July committee: Al- 
bert Cunningham, Dr. F. A. Willis, 
Hollis A. Bell, Allan P.. Dennis. 
James Murray, James Kehoe, Wil- 
liam Craig, Edward W. Baker and 
Frank L. Floyd. The following mem- 
bers of the finance committee were 
nared for one, two and three years 
respectively: George S.  Sinnicks, 
_ Arthur E. Olsen and Everett L. Ed- 
-mands. The remainder of the com- 
_ mittee will be appointed by the board 
of selectmen in the following man- 
/ ner: two for one year, two for two 
_ years and two for three years. 

Albert Cunningham moved the re- 
consideration of Art. 18 in regard to 
the dredging of the harbor. Edward 
S. Knight explained in behalf of the 
selectmen that a petition had been 
presented to the Mass. Commission 
of Waterways and Public Lands in 
December, but that no word was re- 
ceived until a few days before the 
hearing which the commission grant- 
ed. The adjourned town meeting was 
held on the Monday preceding the 
hearing and the board asked for the 
sentiment of the town in regard to 
the dredging. At that meeting, he 
said, the vote in favor of postponing 
action on the dredging was unani- 
mous. He added that the board had 
requested a survey of the harbor by 
the commission and that had been 
promised. Until the survey was fin- 
ished no work could be done anyway 
and it would probably be fall before 
it was finished. If the survey were 
made this year, he suggested, the 
work could be carried out easily next 
spring. Mr. Knight said he had re- 
ceived word from the commission 
‘Monday afternoon that no allotments 
had yet been made, but that they 
would be made Wednesday. When

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GOLD CUP MINE 


PROPOSITION IN WuicH Many Man- 
CHESTER PEopLE Have INVESTED 
BeEGINS TO PROMISE RESULTS 

H. K. Dean, manager and treasurer 
of the Gold Cup Mining Co. of Colo- 
rado, was the week-end guest of 
Howard LL. Winchester of Manches- 
ter, who is president of the company. 
Mr. Dean is east on business in con- 
nection with the mine. He brings 
encouraging news to the many Man- 
chester people who are stockholders 
in the company. 

Development work has progressed 
rapidly in the past two months in spite 
of the cold weather in the Gilpin 
County district where the mine is lo- 
cated.

neers who have examined the prop- 
erty, should be found with depth, and 
it is the intention of the management 
to work in this direction as soon as 
the winze shaft has been sunk to the 
400-foot depth. 

“Work on the east end of the prop- 
erty is also progressing very favor-

New England Summer Resorts Safe 


War Will Have no Detrimental Effect 
on Vacation Plans, Says Tourist Agent 


[N a letter to the Boston Evening Record, Arthur L. 
Race, president of the Massachusetts Hotel Associa- 
tion, says: 

“My attention was called recently to articles in cer- 
tain Boston newspapers to the effect that lights along the 
coast would have to be extinguished during the coming 
summer. 1 am in receipt of information from Washing- 
ton that the War and Navy Department have never even 
considered this matter. 

“You must be aware of the fact that millions are in- 
vested in the coast resort business of New England an‘ 
that thousands of people depend upon the summer tourist 
for their living. 

“Newspaper articles such as I refer to have a serious 
detrimental effect upon not only summer hotels, amuse- 
ment places at the beaches and cottage owners, but upon 
the whole business affairs of New England, 

“It is my opinion that the newspapers of Boston are 
as interested in the mercantile affairs of New England as 
any other industry. Therefore, it would appear they 
should use some discretion at this (the most critical tire 
in American history) as to the kind of articles published. 
The summer hotel man has already felt the serious effect 
of the article to which I refer, and it seems to me only 
fair to the people of New England that you should cause 
to be printed an article that would to some extent coun- 
teract the feeling that has been created by this unfounded 
report. 

“T can assure you that should our government decide 
it-was advisable to issue an order for all lights to be out 
at night along the coast the hotel men will be glad to co- 
operate and do their part to any end; but until such an 
order is officially received, it should be the.duty of every- 
one, and especially the newspapers, to keep the public and 
business as near normal as possible.” 

Mr. Race is manager of the Masconomo House at 
Manchester and of Brandon Hall, Brookline, and stands 
high among the hotel men of New England. 


George E. Marsters, the well known tourist and 
transportation agent, declared in an interview : 

“T do not believe that because a state of war exists 
between the United States and Germany there will be any 
great detrimental effect upon the summer resort and vaca- 
tion business. In some places transportation facilities 
may be hindered somewhat, not because there is any risk 


or danger, but because the government regulations re- 
garding the entrance to harbors, etc., have made it neces- 
sary. 

“IT can conceive of no probable reason why lights at 
beaches and coast resorts shall be ordered out. It is the 
consensus of opinion on all sides that there is absolutely 
no danger or likelihood of a German attack upon our 
shores. Submarine warfare wherever it has been carried 
on has been operated solely forthe destruction of war- 
ships and the merchant marine, and is not used as a means 
of bombardment of either forts or ports. 

The scene of the conflict is entirely away from our 
land and our waters. Only in a few cases, even in Eng- 
land and France, were lights extinguished in towns and 
cities and then only to prevent the offering of these places 
as targets for the Zeppelin raids. There seems certainly 
no likelihood of a Zeppelin attack on our shores. 

“Although the reports has been scattered broadcast 
throughout the country that the public buildings of Wash- 
ington are closed, practically all public buildings, including 
the Capitol, Congressional library, old National Museum, 
Smithsonian Institution, Cochran Art Gallery and many 
others, with the execption of the state, war and navy 
buildings and the Washington navy yard, are open as 
usual and the national capital was never more attractive 
than at the present time with the war Congress in ses- 
sion,

BEFORE YEAR IS OVER, SAID 


Foop ExpER?T WHEELER 


“New England people will have to 
eat corn before the year is over,” 
prophesied Dr. H. J. Wheeler, who 
spoke to an intensely interested and 
attentive audience in Manchester 
Town hall last Friday evening, under 
the auspices of the North Shore 
Horticultural society. There were 
many present at the meeting besides 
the members of the society and they 
drank in eagerly ever word of the 
speaker, showing how vitally import- 
ant the food problem is considered by 
the majority of people, even in Man- 
chester where the pinch of want has 
never been felt in recent years. 

The speaker was introduced by F. 
P. Knight, president of the horticul- 
tural society. Mr. Knight said there 
was danger of duplication of effort 
and failure to produce the highest 
efficiency in the campaigns to Pome 
home gardens in some places. “Man- 
chester is particularly fortunate in 
having men so well versed in food 
pr oduction and conservation,” he 
said.

its share of food and it is going to 
bring a big drain upon the north and 
upon transportation facilities which 
should be occupied in handling the 
extra business thrown upon them by 
the war. We in New England do no 
better than the south in proportion 
to our population. We produce only 
from 15 to 20 percent of the food we 
consume. With the freight conges- 
tion at Buffalo, Cleveland and other 
cities along the lines of transportation 
an embarrassing condition exists 
throughout the country. 


“From 1899 to 1915 the yearly 
wheat crop of the United States in- 
creased from 658 million bushels to 
763 million bushels, and the popula- 
tion increased 30 millions, so that now 
we consume almost all we produce. 
We shall all have to eat corn before 
the year is over. I read the other day 
that a certain United States senator 
said there was no cause for alarm 
from a wheat shortage. He was mis- 
taken. Between 1900 and 1910 the 
population increased 21 percent while 
the food production increased only 10 
percent. In the same period the pro- 
duction of beef decreased 30 percent 
and the cost of living went up 59 per- 
cent. The corn crop was increased 
25 percent in that time, but this was 
accomplished by increasing the acre-

AuMost THREE YEARS AFTER the invasion of Bel- 
gium the United States is preparing itself for entry into 
the great world war. We say preparing, for even now, 
nearly a month since our declaration of war upon the 
German government, no definite war plan has been adopt- 
ed and no standard for recruiting has been devised. Back 
in those early, hysterical days following Germany’s thrust 
through Belgium, Augustus Peabody Gardner began tell- 
ing the government and the people, from his place in the 
House of Repre esentatives, that the time had come for 
America “to prepare.’ He pointed to the pitiful con- 
dition of the richest country on earth in the midst of a 
great world struggle where all regard for the rights of 
weak nations hz id "been cast aside. Those who were in- 
clined to jeer at the Congressman from the old Essex 
district today realize the wisdom of his plea for prepared- 
ness. Congressman Gardner was fresh from war en- 
thralled Europe when he fired the first guns which jarred 
the pacifists from their hypnotic sleep. Had his advice 
been followed, it is doubtful if Germany would ever have 
carried her submarine campaign of ruthlessness to the 
stage which brought about a declaration of war. Military 
authored declare it will take America over a year to pre- 
pare for active participation in the war. If Congress had 
listened to Congressman Gardner two years ago, we 
would be prepared today to launch a drive in support of 
the Allies which could not fail to turn the balance against 
Germany. The constituents of Congressman Gardner 
have reason to be proud of their representative. His 
campaign for America to live up to her best traditions 
has placed his name with the other famous Congressmen 
from the old Essex district. The effect of his plea has 
been felt by the whole nation and the practical adoption 
of his plan of defense, even if delayed two years, is a 
victory which might turn the head of another man. One 
less modest might exclaim at this propitious moment, “I 
told you so.”

Tue N&gpD OF GOVERNMENTAL SUPERVISION of the 
food problem is readily to be seen in the conditions which 
prevailed earlier in the week. 
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THERE Is Every ReAson why everyone who can finde 
land and can provide labor should seek to cultivate a crop 
this year, particularly crops of vegetables that will keep 
well over the winter. The call of the President and of 
the Governor should be heeded by all, but judgment 
should be used in every enterprise. Public grounds 
should not be plowed up and sown to crops and cared for 
at great expense and possibly at a loss when unutilized 
land could be developed without great sacrifices in labor 
or reseeding costs. The danger this year will not be so 
wwuch the possibility of over-production as it will be dis- 
couraging the man who has spent years in developing an 
industry which this year of all years is most needed. The 
dangers of the situation are here. Will he dare risk so 
much 1 oney in seed, fertilizers and labor with so much 
planted by amateurs? No one will seek by means to dis- 
courage anyone from plowing and planting a piece of land! 
This would be unpatriotic and in direct violations of the 
proclamations which have come from the President and 
from the Governor. But appeals for economy and judg- 
ment are in line with these proclamations and at the same 
time thoroughly patriotic. One must not exhaust one’s en- 
ergies in labors which avail but little. Plant! plant! every- 
one should plant, but in doing so judgment and sound 
sense must be used. The economic laws cannot be vio- 
lated even in patriotic interests.

“REMEMBER THE MAINE,’ was the slogan that car- 
ried our soldier boys into the fray of the Spanish War, 
but despite its catchy call it has a little too much vindie- 
tiveness and revenge in it to satisfy the thinking American 
patriot. Someone suggests ‘Remember the Lusitania.” 
Well, the phrase does not “catch.” Why? not because 
the sinking was not heinous and reprehensible, but because 
it does not adequately express the feelings of patriotism 
inspired in Americans. The strife is too great and the 
problem too large to be narrowed to ‘Remember the Lusi- 
tania.” American sympathies have been aroused and the 
work must go on. But Americans cannot go back to 
vindictiveness or revenge. America looks forward toward 
ideals of righteousness and honor. America is fighting 
for freedom, righteousness, honor and justice, not for re- 
venge, and consequently the slogan does not catch because 
it does not express the feelings of America.

JorFRE AND RoosEvEL? AGREE that the moral effect 
of an American army in France will be worth all that it 
costs. It seems inevitable that we should send such an 
army.

His resig- 
nation has been presented to the board of directors of the 
railroad in order that he may take up the larger duties 
involved in the war service on the commission appointed 
by the President. Mr. Elliott took up the work of the 
New Haven Railroad at a very critical period in its his- 
tory and has by his patience integrity and good judgment 
won the respect and honor of the stockholders of that 
great road and of the public.

A THOUSAND SHIPS 
New ENGLAND SHIPBUILDERS WILL 
SooN BE IN Mrpst of REcoRD 
BREAKING RusH. 

A thousand wooden ships to build 
for Uncle Sam—this is a veritable 
electric shock of good luck to the old 
shipwrights and seaports of New 


England. Not since the Aryan was 
launched on the Kennebec in 1893 
has a large wooden square-rigger 


been constructed in this country for 
oversea trade—the schooners of four, 
five and six masts have all been de- 
signed primarily for coastwise ser- 
vice. These thousand new ships are 
to ‘be machinery-driven, but their 
hulls will be of oak and pine, and the 
adze and the calking mallet will ring 
out again in scores of coves and 
rivers where their music has been 
stilled for many years. Once more 
the blacksmith fires will glow, the 
spar-makers will ply their graceful 
trade, and the perfume of new-cut 
chips will rise among towering frames 
where the grass of many springs has 
overgrown the marks of ancient in- 
dustry 

Near by, at Chelsea and East Bos- 
ton, are yards that are quickening 
into life. Newburyvort is organizing 
her share in the work, and from 
Calais to Kittery all hundred-har- 
bored Maine is eager and_ stirring. 


This call of the nation arouses keen 
memories in Bath, Portland, Belfast, 
bucksport, Camden, Kennebunk, 
Rockland, Searsport, Thomaston, and 
Waldoboro. These new keels are to 
be of trading and of fighting ships, 
America’s answer to German ruthless- 
ness, built for carrying cargoes and 
for self-defence, with heavy. freights 
of foodstuffs and munitions below, 
and rapid fire guns above. They will 
sail for Europe in the bold, defiant 
spirit of the Yankee privateers of 
the old wars, with batteries grimly 
ready fore and aft, and_ trained 
crews of keen young marksmen. 


Perhaps these wooden ships of 
America, steering on and on in un- 
ending numbers, will prove to be the 
decisive factor in this great world 
corbat. A very important factor 
they certainly w ill be, for our coun- 
try, once gripping the task, can build 
these ships faster than submarines 
can possibly sink them. One ship 
goes down; another and another are 
launched, and vital supplies are kept 
pouring into the allied ports. This is 
ferry service, instead of ordinary 
commerce, constant and_ irresistible. 


These thousand ships are to be 
constructed in all seaboard states, 
southward to the Gulf of Mexico and 
up the Pacific to Oregon and Wash- 
ington, But the great work makes a

CREDIT FOR FARMER 
SS 
Mass. Pusriic SAFETY COMMITTEE 
Urcrs BANKS oF STATE TO LOAN 
Monty Were NEEDED. 


In order to bring every force to 
bear in aid of increased production of 
foodstuffs this year the Mass. Public 
Safety committee is sending the fol- 
- lowing letter to the banks of the state: 

“The Massachusetts Committee on 
Public Safety is convinced that every 
possible effort should be made in 
every town in the state to increase 
food production. The family garden 
represents a very important contribu- 
tion to our food resources. It should 
be the family knitting this year. The 
father, the boy and the girl should 
put their spare hours into it. Special 
pains should be taken to cut out the 
radishes, lettuce, and other soft stuff, 
and plant potatoes, beans, turnips, 
yellow corn, and other things that 
will help us next February, March 
and April. 

“Of even greater importance is the 
contribution of the farmer. He has 
two big difficulties, first—credit, and 
second—labor. The farmer who is 
ready to plant, cultivate, and bring to 
maturity a crop of twenty more acres 
than usual, encounters at the outset 
the need of at least an additional 
thousand dollars. If he has not the 
money, or does not know where to 
turn for credit, no matter how strong- 
ly he may feel it is his patriotic duty 
to make an unusual effort this year, 
his hands are absolutely tied. 

“We are anxious to secure the ac- 
tive patriotic codperation of every 
bank and trust company in the State, 
to help the farmer with the necessary 
banking credit. The Massachusetts 
farmer in many ways has been hold- 
ing the rough end of the stick. He 
lives ‘out-of-town.’ We don’t know 
him as we should. He is unfamiliar 
with bank credit and not inclined to 
ask for it. Many farmers who should 
be entitled to credit suppose they 
would not get it if they asked for it.

“Please don’t wait for the farmer 
to knock on your door. He probably 
won't knock. Put a sympathetic

“Please don’t limit your activities 
simply to your own town, but push 
out as far as possible into the coun- 
try towns. Won’t you make an effort 
yourself to get out in the latter part 
of the afternoon, on holidays and 
Sundays, and have a chat with just 
as many farmers as you can, during 
the next twenty-one days? 

“The time is short, and the neces- 
sity for your immediate cooperation 
is imperative. 

“We have been asked how a hank 
or trust company should begin. We 
submit the way to begin is to begin. 
Get the right man, the car, and start 
right out on the main road leading 
from the bank door and see if at the 
first farm you cannot induce the first 
farmer to plant more.

PROBATE COURT 


Horace H. ATHERTON, JR., REVEALS 
MYSTERIES OF THE Court FROM 
Wuicu TuHers is No Escape 


Horace H. Atherton, Jr., of Salem 
and East Saugus, more or less con- 
nected with the Probate Court in Sa- 
lem, the Saugus Herald, the Essex 
Country Press club and the Sandy 
Bay Harbor of Refuge, gave an in- 
formal talk to the members of the 
Manchester club last Saturday eve- 
ning. It wasn’t his fault; he was in- 
vited to do it. And, .as the Harbor 
of Refuge project still slumbereth, he 
talked about the dire and inner work- 
ings of the probate court. 

“My speech, like all Gaul (gall), is 
divided into three parts—information, 
relaxation and interrogation,” said 
the president of the Amateur Lectur- 
ers’ union. It was mostly relaxation, 
for train time came at a convenient 
juncture in the talk and the harbor 
of refuge advocate escaped the “in- 
quisition.” 

Mr. Atherton defined the functions 
of the courts of the state from the 
supreme judiciary court down to the 
justice’s court in “the great and thriv- 
ing community of East Saugus.” 
The functions of the latter, he said, 
included the fining of men for spit- 
ting on the sidewalks and the im- 
prisonment of individuals who went 
about making speeches on Saturday 
nights when they should be at home 
with their families. Naturally the 
least information was forthcoming 
regarding the probate court. 

“All matters which come before 
this court,” he volunteered, “must be 
by petition and it is the one court 
where you can try your own case. 
You may not know it, but a man can 
die in two ways, testate and intestate 
—or, as a woman told me the other 
day, her husband died ‘interstate.’ ” 

According to Mr. Atherton the one 
place on earth where a man is sure 
of having to pay his debts is when he 
gets into the hands of the probate 
court. “By that time the man him- 
self does not usually care much about 
it, but his heirs may. The probate 
court determines the legality of a 
man’s will, and if he leaves no will 
and has over $100 in a bank his af- 
fairs must be settled in the probate 
court. A man making a will may ex- 
empt his executor from giving sure- 
ties, but cannot exempt him from giv- 
ing a bond. A man must mention his 
children otherwise they can take the 
same share as if no will had been 
made. The probate court appoints 
guardians for insane persons, minors 
and spendthrifts, It is the only court 
where children may be adopted, cases 
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for ‘separate support’ settled and 
names changed.” : 

Dispensing thus with information 
Mr. Atherton took up relaxation, un- 
der which division he related some of 
the remarkable wills that had been 
filed in the probate courts of Essex 
_County and elsewhere. 

“Qne man was buried in a sitting 
position in an easy chair, his tomb 
having been specially prepared under 
the terms of his will.. The under- 
taker dressed him in light flannels in 
keeping with the season. If it had 
been winter he was to have _ been 
dressed in overcoat, mittens and ear- 
laps. 

“My two wives are buried in the 

cemetery, lying east and west, 
and I wish to be buried in a north and 
south position so that my head shall 
rest on one and my feet on the other,’ 
is the way one Essex County man 
made his will.

age by 21.3 millions. Corn prices have 
increased 125 to 135 percent. Accord- 
ing to the present increase in popula- 
tion by 1950 there should be 200 mil- 
lion people in the United States. 
There are 106 million at present and 
only wheat enough produced to feed 
them. Practically all of the available 
land has been cultivated. The meat 
production has decreased until it 15 
now just keeping pace with the con- 
sumption. 

“One of the reasons Germany has 
been enabled to hold out on her food 
supply while cut off from all the rest 
of the world has been her protection 
of her agricultural interests for the 
last 25 years. While England found 
herself with 41 percent of her tillable 
land in grass at the beginning of the 
war, less than 314 percent of Ger- 
many’s land was in grass. Germany 
made it profitable for her farmers to 
raise vegetables and grain. 

“It is cheaper to raise vegetables 
that can be consumed directly by hu- 
man beings than to raise meat, with 
the resultant waste. Today we ship 
cottonseed meal to Denmark and they 
ship it back to us in the form of 
cheese after using it for animal food. 

“There are 2,000,000 acres of land 
which cannot produce anything with- 
out being limed. We should use a 
propaganda to make the farmer lime 
his land. There are 200,000,000 acres 
6f land in the United States getting 
only a partial crop because of lack of 
proper drainage. There should be a 
United States survey for the proper 
draining of farm lands. It is more 
profitable than draining swamps 
which do no particular good. 

“Two years ago farmers in Aroos- 
took County, Me., sold potatoes for 
six cents a bushel. Germany would 
have saved that crop by drying the 
potatoes for swine feed, flour, starch 
and alcohol. No country can hope 
to be permanently prosperous if it 
developes its industries at the expense 
of agriculture. Every able bodied 
man should as a patriotic duty this 
year do something to increase the cul- 
tivation of land. The American peo- 
ple are like the ostrich, they bury their 
heads in the sand and refuse to be- 
lieve there is danger near. By 1925 
at the present trend the average work- 
ing man will only have one or two 
meat days a week.” 

In answer to a question from the 
floor about the treatment of seed 
tubers for planting Dr. Wheeler said 
potatoes should be dipped in a solu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate or form- 
alin to prevent disease.

In breaking up sod ground, a disk 
harrow should be used first, he said. 
The grass should be buried by the 
ploughing and fertilizers possessing 
nitrates should be used. If potash is 
obtainable it should be used. He 
recommended the proportion of cor- 
rosive sublimate to be used for the 
dipping of seeds as two ounces of the 
bichloride in 15 gallons of water. 

“Do you think the shortage of food 
is due to a poor crop or to large ship- 
ments abroad,” asked F. J. Merrill. 

“A poor crop was largely respon- 
sible,’ said Dr. Wheeler. “I pro- 
phesied a world food shortage over a 
year ago, after observations I had 
made in different places.” 

“How is it there is still available a 
considerable supply of wheat in this 
country ?” asked George R. Dean. “If 
the consumption in this country is 
equal to the production and_ there 
have been large shipments abroad, I 
should think the supply would long 
ago have been exhausted.” 

“The reason we have not felt the 
shortage before,’ said Dr. Wheeler, 
“is because there were two big crops 
in 1914 and 1915 and we had a big 
surplus left over. 

“Unless the policy of the United 
States toward the farmer is changed 
the question of food production is 


going to be a serious problem,” he 
added. “Agriculture is a fundamental 
industry and there is going to be 
trouble if you don’t look out for the 
farmer. The bankers have not helped 
the farmer as they should, but have 
preferred to invest in industrial en- 
terprises where returns have been 
greater. 

“The farmer must make money; 
he does not farm for pleasure. We 
must have better transportation facil- 
ities and give our railroads a square 
deal if we expect to encourge the 
farmer. We must also improve our 
marketing methods.” 

A rising vote of thanks was given 
Dr. Wheeler and Mrs. W. H. Cool- 
idge, through whose efforts Dr. 
Wheeler was brought to Manchester.
